SUMMARY: On January 15,1981, the 
Department of Commerce published a 
notice of “Preliminary Results of 
Administrative Review of 
Countervailing Duty Order and of 
Tentative Determination to Revoke** 
with respect to glass beads from 
• Canada. Reasons for the tentative 
determination were given in the notice 
and interested parties were afforded an 
opportunity to present written or oral 
comments. The Department received no 
comments. Therefore, the Department is 
revoking the order on glass beads from 
Canada on the grounds that the 
aggregate net subsidy has been de 
minimis for at least two years (January 
1978 through June 1980) and is assessing 
countervailing duties equal to the 
calculated values of the net subsidies 
for 1976 and 1977. Part 355, Annex III of 
the Commerce Regulations is amended 
to reflect this revocation. 
effective date: March 11, 1981.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
Procedural Background 

On September 2,1976, a notice of 
“Final Countervailing Duty 
Determination** with respect to glass 
beads from Canada was published in 
the Federal Register as Treasury 
Decision 78-247 (41 FR 37103). On 
January 15,1981. the Department of 
Commerce (“the Department**) 
published the preliminary results of its 
administrative review and a tentative 
determination to revoke the 
countervailing duty order (46 FR 3581). 

Scope of the Review 

Imports covered by this review are 
dutiable glass beads not over six 
millimeters in diameter manufactured by 
Canasphere Industries Limited 
(Canasphere), the sole Canadian 
manufacturer subject to the 
countervailing duty order. They are used 
primarily in a mixture with paint to 
increase the visibility of road lines at 
night, but are also used in impact 
processing for cleaning, finishing, 
peening. and deburring metals. Such 
imports are currently classifiable under 
item 540.33, Tariff Schedules of the 
Unites States. 


This review i9 based upon information 
for the period September 2,1976, 
through June 1980 and is limited to a 
grant from the Federal Department of 
Regional Economic Expansion (DREE) 
and an interest free loan from the 
Saskatchewan Economic Development 
Corporation (SEDCO), which were Ihe 
only programs found countervailable in 
the final determination. 

The preliminary results of this review 
stated that net subsidies amounted to 
0.9 percent od valorem of the f.o.b. 
invoice price for the period September 
1976 through December 1976 and 0.53 
percent for calendar year 1977, and that 
for over a two-year period (January 1978 
through June 1980) the aggregate net 
subsidy amounted to not more than 0.43 
percent per annum. This level is 
considered to be de minimis . Interested 
parties were afforded an opportunity to 
furnish oral or wjitten comments. The 
Department received no such comments. 

Final Results of the Review 

As a result of this review, we 
conclude that the imported merchandise 
has not benefited from more than a de 
minimis aggregate net subsidy for at 
least the two-year period specified in 
§ 355.42, Commerce Regulations (19 CFR 
355.42). As further required by this 
section, Canasphere has agreed in 
writing to an immediate suspension of 
liquidation and. if appropriate, 
reinstatement of the order if 
circumstances develop which indicate 
that the imported merchandise benefits 
from a net subsidy. Therefore, the 
Department revokes the countervailing 
duty order concerning glass beads not 
over 6 millimeters in diameter 
manufactured by Canasphere Industries 
Limited (T.D. 76-247) with respect to all 
merchandise entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption on or 
after January 15.1981 

The Department will instruct the 
Customs Service to assess 
countervailing duties of 0.9 percent and 
0.53 percent od volorem of the f.o.b. 
invoice price on all unliquidated entries 
of these glass beads entered, or 
withdrawn from warehouse, for 
consumption during the periods 
September 2,1976 through December 31, 
1976, and calendar year 1977. 
respectively. Additionally, unliquidated 
entries from January 1.1978 to January 
15.1981 will be liquidated without 
regard to countervailing duties.

(Attorney General Order No. 924-81. FR 
Doc No. 81-1528. appearing at 46 FR 
3843 (January 18.1981)) promulgating 
minimum standards for inmate 
grievance procedures, establishing 
methods of certifying such procedures, 
and creating an Office of Inmate 
Grievance Procedures, as required by 
“The Civil Rights of Institutionalized 
Persons Act.** Thst rule was to become 
effective thirty legislative days after 
publication. By a memorandum dated 
January 29.1981. the President directed 
the Attorney General and other agency 
heads to defer, until March 30.1981, the 
effective dates of and to review most 
final regulations scheduled to become 
effective within sixty days after January 
29th. Accordingly, the effective dates of 
the following parts of Attorney General 
Order No. 924-81 are deferred to March 
3a 1981 to permit the review called for 
by the President’s memorandum: (a) that 
part of paragraph (1) of the Order (at 46 
FR 3845ff) which added Part 40 Subpart 
B to Title 28. Code of Federal 
Regulations; and (b) paragraph (2) of the 
Order (ut 48 FR 3852) which added 
8 0.18 to Part 0. 

Subpart A of Part 40 as added by 
paragraph (1) will take effect as 
scheduled. 

EFFECTIVE DATE: The new effective date 
of the parts of Attorney General Order 
No. 924-81 covered by this order (i.e.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: “The 
Civil Rights of Institutionalized Persons 
Act” of 1980 requires that the Attorney 


General develop minimum standards for 
prisoner grievance mechanisms in adult 
correctional and detention facilities. 
States And their political subdivisions 
may voluntarily submit plans for 
grievance mechanisms to the Attorney 
General for certification that they 
comply with the standards. Courts may 
continue cases filed pursuant to 42 
U.S.C. 1983 by adults confined In 
correctional or detention facilities for a 
period of up to 90 days in order to allow 
exhaustion of the grievance mechanism. 
If the Attorney General has certified a 
plan, or the court determines that the 
grievance mechanism is in substantial 
compliance with the minimum standard* 
promulgated by the Attorney General. 

Attorney General Order No. 924-81 
promulgated those minimum standards, 
established methods for accomplishing 
the certification, and created a new 
Office of Inmate Grievance Procedure in 
the Department of Justice. The 
President’s memorandum of January 29. 
1961 required all agency heads to defer 
to March 3a 1981 the effective dates of 
most final regulations scheduled to 
become effective within sixty days after 
January 29th. The President further 
directed that, in the period prior to 
March 30, such regulations be subjected 
to review within the agency. Excluded 
from the President’s directive were 
regulations which could not be deferred 
without violating a statutory deadline. 

Accordingly, the effective dates of the 
parts of Attorney General Order No. 
924-81 which established the methods of 
certification and created the Office of 
Inmate Grievance Procedure are 
deferred to March 3a 1981. to permit the 
review directed by the President. The 
effective date of that part of Attorney 
General Order No. 924-81 which 
promulgated minimum standards for 
inmate grievance procedures is 
determined by the language of the 
statute, und Is therefore exempt from the 
President's directive and unaffected by 
the present order. 

Nevertheless, it i9 the intention of the 
Department of Justice to review the 
minimum standards for inmate 
grievance procedures as well, and. if 
changes are deemed desirable, those 
standards will be published again and 
comments will be solicited

summary: The Veterans Administration 
is amending a regulation to state that a 
veteran pursuing a farm cooperative 
course must be engaged in relevant 
agricultural employment requiring an 
average of at least 40 hours of activity 
per week. Previously, Veterans 
Administration policy required that 
agriculture be the principal source of 
earning the student’s livelihood before a 
veteran or eligible person could receive 
educational assistance allowance for 
enrolling in a farm cooperative course. 
This policy was criticized by some who 
stated that it is possible for a fanner to 
work full time on his or her farm and 
still have on off-farm income greater 
than his or her farm income. This 
amended regulation responds to this 
criticism by basing the determination on 
whether an individual is a farmer solely 
on the individual's weekly agricultural 
efforts.

(a) Description of a farm cooperative 
course. A farm cooperative course is an 
institutional agricultural course.

Part-time 
benefits are provided for students 
whose farming operation will not permit 
them to attend class at least 10 hours 
per week. (38 U.S.C. 1682; 1732] 

(b) Farm cooperative students must he 
farmers, In order to receive educational 
assistance allowance a veteran or 
eligible person must be engaged 
concurrently in agricultural employment 
for an average of at least 40 hours per 
week. This agricultural employment 
must be relevant to the farm cooperative 
course. (38 U.S.C. 1682; 1732) 

(c) Acceptable class schedules . (1) 

The institutional portion of a farm 
cooperative course— 

(1) May be on a term, quarter or 
semester basis, or 

(ii) May consist of courses which— 

(A) Are offered during at least 44 
weeks of the year, and 

(B) Require a minimum of 5 dock 
hours per week. 

(2) The time involved in field trips and 
individual and group instruction, 
sponsored and conducted by the 
educational institution offering farm 
cooperative courses may be counted 
toward meeting the clock-hour 
requirements. See § 21.4270(b) for 
measurement of farm cooperative 
courses. (38 U.S.C 1682,1732) 

(d) Application. (1) Any school 
desiring to enroll veterans, spouses or 
children in farm cooperative courses— 

(i) Will submit to the appropriate 
State approving agency a written 
application for approval in accordance 
with $ 21.4253 or { 21.4254 as 
appropriate; and 

(ii) Must submit statements of fact 
showing at least the following: 

That the course is set up in the 
school catalog or other literature of the 
school; 

(B) That the agricultural course is 
offered concurrently with agricultural 
employment; and 
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(C) That the school itself verities (in ;« 
continuing basis that students ure 
engaged for an average of at least 40 
hours per week in suitable agricultural 
employment which is relevant to the 
institutional agricultural course offered 
by the school and iB in an area 
consistent with their institutional 
training program. 

(2) For tlie purposes of this paragraph 
suitable agricultural employment must 
include employment on a farm or other 
agricultural establishment where the 
basic activity is either— 

(i) The cultivation of the ground such 
as the raising and harvesting of crops 
including fruits, vegetables and 
pastures, or 

(ii) The feeding, breeding and 
managing of livestock, including poultry 
and other specialized farming. 

(3) The Veterans Administration does 
not consider employment in training 
establishments which are engaged 
primarily in the processing, distribution 
or sale of agricultural products or 
combinations thereof, such as dairy 
processing plunts. grain elevators, 
packing plants, hatcheries, stockyards 
or florists shops to be suitable 
agricultural employment. (38 U.S.C. 1682. 
1732| 

(e) Approval criteria. The appropriate 
State approving agency may approve the 
school's application when the agency 
finds upon investigation that the school 
anil its courses have met the following 
conditions:

Petition 

1. The Central Committee on 
Telecommunications of the American 
Petroleum Institute (API), Forest 
Industries Telecommunications (FIT) 


and the Special Industrial Radio Service 
Association. Inc., (SIRSA) have filed a 
petition (RM-3389) 1 for amendment of 
Subpart H. Part 90 (47 CFR 90.1 et seq .) 
of the Commission’s Rules and 
Regulations to facilitate intcrservice 
sharing of private land mobile radio 
service frequency assignments. 

2. The stated purpose of the petition 
Is, "to create a permissive mechanism 
for the broader interservice sharing of 
private land mobile frequency 
assignments." In this regard, the 
petitioners note that the sharing of 
frequencies on an interservice basis 
ordinarily requires either a waiver of the 
rules, or a rule making proceeding. The 
petition, therefore, seeks an 
administrative mechanism which would 
obviate the need for a waiver or a rule 
making proceeding when an out-of¬ 
service frequency assignment was 
sought, provided certain pre-established 
conditions were met by the applicant 
seeking the out-of-service assignment. 
Specifically, the petition proposed that 
the private land mobile rules be 
amended to facilitate the interservice 
sharing of frequencies under the 
following conditions: 

(1) There be a Master Interserv ice 
Sharing Plan drawn up by the 
coordinators for the private land mobile 
serv ices and submitted to the 
Commission that includes a listing of 
available frequencies; 

(2) There are no frequency 
assignments available in the radio 
service in which the applicant is 
primarily eligible; 

(3) The frequency requested by the 
applicant is one on the Master 
Interservice Sharing Plan list; 

(4) The frequency advisory 
committee(s) having responsibility for 
the coordination of the frequency concur 
in its "out-of scrvice" assignment; 

(5) The proposed "out-oj-8ervice" 
assignment will not result in harmful 
interference to any existing or planned 
systems; 

(8) The "out-of-service" user agrees to 
comply with all of the technical 
requirements of the service to which the 
assignment is regularly allocated: and 

(7) The Commission finds that the 
assignment is in the public interest. 

3. The petitioners were opposed to 
"absolute frequency pooling" (i.e. 
sharing frequencies without constraint) 
because they felt that it "subverts" the

flexibility required to reserve a minimal 
amount of spectrum for critical "in- 
service" use, and ignores advantages 
associated with having systems with 
like-uses sharing the same channel 
assignment. On the other hand, they 
also felt that block allocations (that is 
assignment of frequencies to different 
radio services for use by discreet types 
of systems, e g. only by taxi companies, 
power companies, police departments, 
etc.) results in inflexibility In allocations 
that leads to unreasonable imbalances 
in frequency utilization between one 
service and another. They concluded 
that "expanded interservice frequency 
sharing" could eliminate some of these 
imbalances, while striking a compromise 
between these two approaches. 

4. Comments were filed by the 
Manufacturers Radio Emergency 
Advisory Committee (MFRAC). and the 
Associated Public Safety 
Communications Officers, Inc. (APCO). 
Reply comments were submitted by the 
Special Industrial Radio Service 
Association, Inc. (SIRSA). The 
comments and replies generally 
endorsed the concept of the petition. 

Background 

5. In land mobile frequency bands 
below 470 MHz. users with similar 
functions and requirements are grouped 
In the same radio service and share the 
same block of frequencies (Sec e&. the 
Power Radio Service 47 CFR 90.83; the 
Fire Radio Service 47 CFR 90.21: and the 
Railroad Radio Service 47 CFR 90.91). 
However, as petitioners note, this 
restricts the availability of these 
frequencies "out-of-service”, even when 
there is little or no "in service" use and 
can result in imbalanced uses of 
frequencies in different geographic 
areas, an illustrative example being 
Forest Products frequencies in New 
York City. Some interservice sharing 
between and among radio services 
traditionally has been permitted by the 
Commission. The procedure in these 
cases usually involves a user first 
determining that there are no 
frequencies available in the service in 
which he or she is eligible. After a 
search and usually coordination with a 
radio service coordinator, an unused 
frequency in another service is located 
and a request for a waiver, or a rule 
making petition, is submitted to the 
Commission to permit sharing of the 
frequency by the user outside of the 
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radio service to which it is assigned. A 
decision is then, by the Commission, 
made whether or not to grant the 
request in the public interest. 2 

Proposal 

0. As we have noted, interservicc 
sharing of frequencies is not novel, and 
from time to time the Commission has 
adopted rules for interservice frequency 
sharing to provide greater flexibility in 
frequency use. 

7. We have considered the petition 
and the comments and we believe It is 
appropriate to establish administrative 
procedures to enhance flexibility for 
interservice frequency sharing. We also 
believe this approach has general 
applicability to all of the private land 
mobile radio services. We are, therefore, 
proposing procedures to govern such an 
approach which, if adopted, would lead 
to expeditious handling of requests for 
out-of-service use of frequencies by 
private land mobile radio services 
eligible*. 

8. Since we are presently exploring 
the possibility of differentiating between 

{ iublic safety licensees and other private 
and mobile licensees in how we 
approach the allocation and assignment 
of private radio service spectrum, we 
propose to establish two categories of 
eligibles. Eligible* within a category 
would be able to access the frequencies 
assigned to other radio services within 
the same category. Interservice sharing 
across categories, however, would not 
be covered by these proposed rules. The 
first category would include all of the 
public safety radio services and 
governmental entities eligible in the 
Special Emergency Radio Services. (See 
47 CFR 90.17-90.45.) The second 
category would include all other 
eligibles In the Special Emergency Radio 
Service and all eligibles in the Industrial 
and Land Transportation Radio Services 
(except for the industrial Radiolocation 
Service which would appear to have 
little need for this ability in view of the 
nuture of that radio service). (See 47 
CFR 90 35-90.103.) 

9. The criteria for sharing a frequency 
assigned to another radio service within 
an applicant’s category would be that 
the applicant provide us at the time of 
application with: 

1) A determination by his or her 
frequency advisory committee, or a 
demonstration by a field study, that 
there is no satisfactory frequency 
available within the applicant’s own

radio service in the ares of desired 
operation: 

2) A demonstration that the 
frequency(s) requested in another radio 
service is not assigned in that radio 
service in the desired area of operation; 8 

3) A statement that the frequency 
coordinator^) having responsibility for 
the coordination in the radio service(s) 
in which the frequency in question is 
assigned concurs in its assignment in the 
manner proposed, and that it will not 
result in harmful interference to existing 
or applicants for pending systems in the 
service(s) in which the frequency is 
assigned; and 

4) A statement or showing that the 
proposed use of the assignment will not 
violate any of the technical limitations 
applicable in the service or serv ices to 
which the frequency is regularly 
allocated. 

10. Interservice sharing under this 
approach would be confined to the 
following frequency bands: 25-50. ISO- 
174, and 450—170 MHz and would not 
extend to frequencies which are not 
assigned to the private land mobile 
radio services on a primary basis. In 
addition, we are further excluding the 
frequencies allocated to the Special 
Emergency Radio Services because of 
the nature of the service, the number of 
frequencies available in this service 
below 450 MHz, and the specialized use 
of the 483/489 MHz group of frequencies 
for medical purposes. The frequencies 
above 470 MHz are not included in this 
proposed rule change because these 
frequencies are not assigned in the 
manner as below 470 MHz. 

11. The Commission concludes after 
an analysis of these proposed rules that 
they are not likely to have a significant 
economic impact on a substantial 
number of small entities, and, therefore, 
we are not preparing an accompanying 
initial regulatory flexibility analysis.

On February 12,1981. we received a 
petition that complies with the 
requirement of 5 353.30 of the Commerce 
Regulations (19 CFR 353.36). Filed by 
Rockwell International Corporation in 
Pittsburgh. Pennsylvania, on behalf of 
the U.S. industry producing truck trailer 
rtxle® and brake assemblies and parts 
thereof ("axles"), the petition alleges 
lhat axles from the Hungarian Peoples 
Republic ("Hungary") are likely to lie 
sold at less than fair value within the 
meaning of section 731 of the Tariff Act 
of 1930. ns amended (19 U.S.C 1B73) 
(“the Act"). It also alleges that these 
imports are likely to cause material 
injury to a U.S, industry'. The allegations 
of both sales at less than fair value and 
material injury' are supported by 
sufficient evidence to warrant initiation 
of an antidumping investigation. 

1 he petitioner has alleged that 
Hungary is a state-controlled economy 


country’ as defined in section 773(c) of 
the Act (19 U£.C. 1677b(c)). 

Accordingly', the petitioner bases its 
analysis on prices for such or similar 
merchandise in non-state-controlled 
economy countries (Canada, Italy and 
the United Kingdom). 

Currently classified under items 692.32 
arid 692 JbO of Che Tariff Schedules of the 
United States, these axles are tubular or 
rectangular beams with brakes attached. 
In their most common configuration, 
truck trailer axles are combined with a 
trailer which is joined to a tractor to 
form what is colloquially known as 
"eighteen wheelers." Separate brake 
assemblies are not included in this 
investigation. 

Upon examining this petition, we have 
found that the information presented 
reasonably supports the allegations. 
Therefore, in accordance with section 
732 of the Act. wc are initiating on 
investigation to determine whether there 
is a reasonable indication to believe or 
suspect that axles from Hungary are 
being, or are likely to be. sold in the 
United States at less than fair value.

The specific 
exemption is issued under the Federal 
Insecticide. Fungicide, and rodenticide 
Act.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: The 

Applicant reports that the two-spotted 
spider mite which infosts strawberries 
has developed resistance to registered 
pesticides such os Kclthane and 
Plictran. the most commonly miticide. 
The Applicant states that some 
registered pesticides, such os Omite, are 
too phytotoxic to be used after fruit set 
when they arc needed most. Data 
indicate that Carzol. which contains the 
active ingredient (aJ.) formetanate 
hydrochloride, is effective against the 
two-spotted spider mite on strawberries. 
The Applicant estimates a crop loss of 
$15.2 million on 4,000 acres if Carzol 
were not available. 

The Applicant proposed to apply a 
maximum of 79,100 pounds of the a.i, 
when the mites reach a level of at least 
20 mites and eggs per leaf. A maximum 
of 5 applications will be made and a 3- 
day preharvest interval will be 
observed. 

EPA has determined that residues of 
the a.i., in or on strawberries should not 
exceed 3 ports per million (ppm) from 
the proposed use. This level has been 
judged adequate to protect the public 
health. EPA anticipates no undue hazard 
to the environment from the proposed 
use. 

After reviewing the application and 
other available information, EPA has 
determined that the criteria for an 
exemption have been met. Accordingly, 
the Applicant has been granted 


permission to use the pesticide noted 
above until November 1.1981, to the 
extent and in the manner set forth in the 
application. The specific exemption is 
also subject to the following conditions: 

1. Five applications of Carzol SP (EPA 
Reg. No. 2139-99) are authorized at a 
dosage rate of 1.5 pounds product per 
acre (1.4 pounds a.i. per acre). 

2. A maximum of 79,100 pounds a.i. 
may be used on a maximum of 11,300 
acres of strawberries. 

3. Applications are authorized only 
when California State Extension agents 
or licensed private consultants 
determine that two-spotted spider mite 
populations reach levels requiring 
treatment with Carzol SP (20 mites and 
eggs per leaf)- 

4. Applications are to be made with 
ground spray equipment. All 
applications must be made by or under 
the supervision of a State-licensed 
commerica! applicator. 

5. There is to be a preharvest interval 
of 3 days. Treated fields are not to be 
planted to any crop other than 
strawberries for 18 months following 
treatment. 

6. Strawberries with a residue level of 
foremetanate hydrochloride not 
exceeding 3 ppm may enter interstate 
commerce. The Food and Drug 
Administration, U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services, has been 
advised of this action. 

7. A full report of the results of this 
program. Including effects on fish and 
wildlife, must be submitted to the EPA 
by the end of June 1982. 

8. The EPA shall be immediately 
informed of any adverse effects 
resulting from the use of Carzol SP in 
connection with this exemption. 

9. In order to minimize adverse effects 
to natural preadators, precautions must 
be taken to avoid or minimize drift to 
nontarget areas. 

10. All applicable directions, 
precautions, and restrictions on the 
EPA-registercd label must be followed.

Register of May 15,1979 (44 FR 28558- 
Initial) and July 29,1980 (45 FR 505444- 
Revised). The requirement to submit a 
PMN for new chemical substances 
manufactured or imported for 
commercial purposes became effective 
on July 1.1979. 
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EPA has proposed premanufacture 
notification mles and forms in the 
Federal Register issues of January 10. 
1979 (44 FR 2242 ) and October 18.1979 
(44 FR 59784). These regulations, 
however, are not yet in effect. Interested 
persons should consult the Agency’s 
Interim Policy published in the Federal 
Register of May 15.1979 (44 FR 28564) 
for guidance concerning premanufacture 
notification requirements prior to the 
effective date of these rules and forms. 

In particular, see page 28567 of the 
Interim Policy. 

A PMN must include the information 
listed in section 5(d)(1) of TSCA. Under 
section 5(d)(2) EPA must publish in the 
Federal Register nonconfidential 
information on the identify and use(s) of 
the substance, as well as a description 
of any test data submitted under section 
5(b). In addition. EPA has decided to 
publish a description of any test data 
submitted with the PMN and EPA will 
publish the identify of the submitter 
unless this information is claimed 
confidential. 

Publication of the section 5(d)(2) 
notice is subject to section 14 
concerning disclosure of confidential 
Information. A company can claim 
confidentiality for any information 
submitted as part of a PMN. If the 
company claims confidentiality for the 
specific chemical identity or use(s) of 
the chemical, EPA encourages the 
submitter to provide a generic use 
desreiption, a nonconfidential 
description of the potential exposures 
from use, and a generic name for the 
chemical. EPA will publish the generic 
name, the generic use(s). and the 
potential exposure descriptions in the 
Federal Register. 

If no generic use description or 
generic name is provided, EPA will 
develop one and after providing due 
notice to the submitter, will publish an 
amended Federal Register notice. EPA 
immediately will review confidentiality 
claims foT chemical identify, chemical 
use. the identity of the submitter, and for 
health and safety studies. If EPA 
determines that portions of this 
information are not entitled to 
confidential treatment, the Agency will 
publish an amended notice and will 
place the information in the public file, 
after notifying the submitter and 
complying with other applicable 
procedures. 

After receipt, EPA has 90 days to 
review a PMN under section 5(a)(1). The 
section 5(d)(2) Federal Register notice 
indicates the date when the review 
period ends for each PMN. Under 
section 5(c), EPA may, for g&od cause, 
extend the review period for up to an 
additional 90 days. If EPA determines 


that an extension is necessary, it will 
publish a notice in the Federal Register. 

Once the review period ends, the 
submitter may manufacture the 
substance unless EPA has imposed 
restrictions. When the submitter begins 
to manufacture the substance, he must 
report to EPA. and the Agency will add 
the substance to the Inventory. After the 
substance is added to the Inventory, any 
company may manufacture it without 
providing EPA notice under section 
5(a)(1)(A). 

Therefore, under the Toxic 
Substances Control Act, summaries of 
the data taken from the PMN’s arc 
published herein.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 

Leafminers have periodically plagued 
Florida vegetable growers. The primary 
damage by the vegetable leafminer is 
caused by the tunneling larvae which 
destroy the leaf tissue. The mines left by 
these pests are also excellent points of 
entry for bacterial and fungal pathogens 
which cause the heads of lettuce to 
break down with decay in transit or in 
the market. The nature of the leafminer 
limits its control to a contact adulticide 
since the other stages of its life cycle are 
either concealed within the host tissue 
or sheltered among the lettuce leaves. 

Of the various pesticides tried and 
registered for control of this pest, the 
Applicant claims that only acephate 
shows positive efficacy, but its use is 
prohibited after the beginning of head 
formation which precludes protection 
during the period it is needed most. The 
Applicant claims that permethrin plays 
an important role In the Integrated Pest 
Management (IPM) program that is 
being developed in Florida to control 
leafminers. The Applicant estimates a 
loss in the millions of dollars to the 
lettuce crop due to leafminer infestation 
without an effective control program. 

The Applicant proposed to use 
permethrin at a rate of 0.1 to 0.2 pound 
active ingredient (ad.) in a minimum of 3 
gallons of water per acre. State-certified 
applicators or qualified growers will 
apply permethrin using air equipment. 
TTiere will be a maximum of 10 
applications made at 5»day intervals. 
Treatment will be made in Collier, 
Hendry. Highland. Hillsboro. Orange, 
Palm Beach. Sarasota, and Seminole 
Counties. 

Residue levels of permethrin on 
lettuce are not expected to exceed 10 
parts per million (ppm), 8 ppm of the 
metabolite DCVA, and 5 ppm of the 
metubolitc 3-PBA from this use. These 
levels have been deemed adequate to 
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protect the public health- EPA has 
prohibited the feeding of wrapper leaves 
to livestock. EPA has also imposed other 
limitations to ensure that permethrin 
does not adversely affect the 
environment. 

After reviewing the application and 
other available information, EPA has 
determined that this use is an important 
component of Florida's Integrated Pest 
Management program and that the 
criteria for on exemption have been met. 
Accordingly, the Applicant has been 
granted a specific exemption to use the 
pesticide noted above until June 30, 

1981, to the extent und in the manner set 
forth in the application, subject to the 
following conditions: 

1. Use of the products Ambush ZE 
(EPA Reg. No. 10182-18). manufactured 
by IC1 Americas Inc., and Pounce 3.2 EC 
(EPA Reg. No. 279-3014). manufactured 
by FMC Corp., is authorized. 

2. Total acreage may not exceed

vegetable leafminer, Uriomyza sativae . 
and the tomato pinworm. Keiferia 
lycopersicella . have become the most 
serious pests in commercial tomato 
production in Florida. The leafminer 
destroys the tissue of tomato plants by 
laying eggs within Ihe leaf structure. The 
resulting larvae can cause rapid 
defoliation of the plant which reduces 
yields and exposes fmit to sun scald, 
thus lowering its quality. In addition, the 
punctures to leaves from the egg-laying 
process serve as points of entry for plant 
pathogens which hasten leaf 
destruction. The pinwom does severe 
damage to the fruit by the boring of the 
larvae directly into the tomato, so that a 
single pinworm larva renders the fruit 
inedible. The Applicant estimates a 
possible loss of more than $25 million 
duo to leafminer und pinwom damage 
without an effective control progrum. 

in the past, the Florida Cooperative 
Extension Service has rccommendced 
the use of various orga nophosphates for 
control of leafminers: however, the 
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Applicant claims that they no longer 
control the pest. Methomyl and 
methamidophos also do not provide 
adequate control of the leafminer and 
pinworm, the Applicant states. The 
Applicant reports that permethrin plays 
an important role in the Integrated Pest 
Management (1PM) program that Florida 
is developing to control the leafminer.

SUMMARY: The Board has adopted a 
resolution describing its consumer 
program, in voluntary response to 
F.xecutive Order 12160. The Executive 
Order, issued by the President on 


September 28* 197a established criteria 
for improving the managemenL 
coordination, and effectiveness of 
Federal consumer affairs activites. The 
Board's consumer program outlines its 
consumer affairs perspective, 
procedures for consumer participation, 
informational materials, education and 
training, complaint handling and general 
oversight

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: On 
September 30.1980, by Resolution No. 
80-817, the Board proposed for public 
comment a description of its consumer 
programs and the functions of the office 
at the Board responsible for 
administering and implementing these 
programs (45 FR 66871: published on 
October 8.1980). 

The Board received two comments 
from the public in response to the 
October 8.1980 publication. The 
comments addressed technical points 
about consumer participation In the 
supervisory process. These points have 
been clarified in Section II of the 
description. 

The Board programs are presented as 
they relate to the five elements of the 
Executive Order. 

Description of Consumer Programs of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank Board 

/. Consumer Affairs Perspective 

The Department of Consumer and 
Civil Rights (DCCR) was established in 
January, 1980 within the Office of 
Examinations and Supervision to assist 
the Board in fulfilling its short-and long 
term goals of adminstering and 
enforcing the civil rights and consumer 
protection laws and regulations 
applicable to thrift institutions regulated 
by the Board. The Department maintains 
its own budget within the Office of 
Examinations and Supervision. 

DCCR consists of an Assistant 
Director for Consumer and Civil Rights, 
two Consumer/Civil Rights Officers, 
three Consumer/Civil Rights Specialists 
and two clerical personnel. Each stuff 
member has par ticular expertise in 
various aspects of consumer credit and 
civil rights requirements. 

DCCR has assumed the responsibilites 
listed under Section 1-4 of Executive 
Order 12160. The staff participates in the 
development and review of ail agency 
regulations, rules, policies, programs 
and legislative proposals which have 
potential consumer impact. While DCCR 
coordinates the consumer affairs policy 
functions under the Order, the other 


Board offices play integral parts in their 
implementation. The Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board District offices 
examine institutions to ensure 
compliance with Board rules and 
regulations, including consumer statutes. 
Further, the Board relies on the 
supervisory agents in the twelve Federal 
Home Loan Banks to carry out policies 
established by the Board, and to 
implement the Board’s directives. 

The Board monitors and enforces 
compliance with the following consumer 
and civil rights statues through the 
regular examination and supervision of 
thrift institutions: Truth in Lending Act 
the Civil Rights Acts of 1964 and 1968 
including the Fair Housing Act and the 
Equal F.mploymcnt Opportunity Act 
Fair Credit Billing Act Consumer 
Leasing Act. Equal Credit Opportunity 
Act, Home Mortgage Disclosure Act. 
Community Reinvestment Act. Federal 
Trade Commission Improvement Act, 
Real Estate Settlement Procedures Act. 
Fair Credit Reporting Act. Fair Debt 
Collection Practices Act. the Electronic 
Funds Transfer Act. and other laws, 
regulations, and policy statements 
affecting consumers. DCCR recommends 
policy direction for examiners. 
Additionally, DCCR participates in 
training and general education on 
consumer and civil rights laws and 
regulations to examiners and staff. 

DCCR. in coordination with the Office 
of Genera! Counsel, assists in the 
preparation of testimony for Board 
members when they are called upon to 
testify on proposed consumer legislation 
before Congress, or submit comments on 
proposed regulations before the Federal 
Reserve Board, the Federal Trade 
Commission and other agencies. In 
addition, it reviews formal comments 
prepared by Board offices to assure that 
the comments take Into consideration 
the consumer impact of the proposed 
action. DCCR reviews and comments, 
when appropriate, on the consumer 
impact of the Board's proposed rules 
and regulations before they are acted on 
by the Board and published in the 
Federal Register. In addition. DCCR 
reviews all proposed general policies 
and programs for consumer impuct 
before they are submitted to the Board. 

It. Consumer Participation 

The Board generally conducts its 
business at open meetings. Except in 
cases involving sensitive financial 
matters, all meetings are open to the 
public pursuant to the Government In 
the Sunshine Act. The public is invited 
to attend these meetings which are 
announced in the Federal Register. 
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The Board holds hearings on 
proposals when appropriate, which are 
announced in the Federal Register and 
news releases. The public is invited to 
present written comment. Transcripts of 
the public hearings are part of the public 
record and are reviewed by the Board in 
formulating policy. 

The public may also participate when 
a rule or regulation has been proposed 
for public comment. The Board has 
established procedures pursuant to 5 
U SC. 553(b), to promote public 
participation in the rulemaking process. 
Announcements are made in the Federal 
Register and also by news releases. The 
public is generally given 30 to 60 days to 
comment on proposed regulations. The 
name and telephone number of the staff 
member handling the proposal appears 
In the Federal Register and in the news 
release. In addition, in making 
recommendations for policy changes to 
the Board. DCCR Includes ideas or 
suggestions for policies, programs and 
regulations which private citizens and 
consumer groups send to DCCR. 

DCCR maintains liaison with both 
consumer and dvil rights groups to 
expand the scope of contact with 
consumers and encourage their 
participation in Board activities. 
Furthermore. DCCR participates in 
numerous consumer seminars and 
conferences around the country by 
providing speakers and attendees. 

Consumers often state views on policy 
issues when filing complaints. These 
views are taken into account when 
changes in relevant matters arc being 
considered by the Board. 

Further, the supervisory staff is 
encouraged to contact the complainant 
during the investigation or review of 
complaints, and is required to do so 
when the complainant alleges 
discrimination. Such contact reinforces 
consumer participation. The complaint 
process is explained in further detail in 
Section V, Complaint Handling. 

The Community Reinvestment Act 
(CRA) requires the Board to take into 
account the record of a supervised thrift 
institution in helping to meet the credit 
needs of its community, including low- 
and moderate-income neighborhoods, in 
its evaluation of any application by that 
institution for a charter, deposit 
insurance, branch or other deposit 
facility, office relocation, merger or 
acquisition of another institution, and in 
connection with savings ond loan 
holding company acquisitions. The 
Board requires supervised thrift 
institutions to publish notice of their 
applications in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the relevant community, 
rhese notices apprise the public that an 
institution has filed an application and 


give the public the opportunity to 
comment on the proposal. Upon specific 
request, the appropriate Federal Home 
Loan Bank holds an oral argument when 
material objections are raised so that 
community groups and individual 
consumers may state their views on the 
proposal. Absent formal applications, 
individuals can state their views about 
on institution to that institution ond the 
Federal Home Loan Bank pursuant to 
CRA. In this way, consumers provide 
the Board with information that is used 
in the supervisory process. The Board 
also uses the CRA mailing lists of the 
twelve Federal Home Loan Banks to 
disseminate information to consumers. 

///. Informational Materials 

The Board has developed two 
brochures for consu mers t hus far. One is 
entitled "FSLIC= SAFETY” and 
explains the protections of the Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation. The second, entitled 
‘There Ought to Be a Law * * * There 
Is,'* explains the general Consumer 
Credit Protection Act protections and 
other consumer rights in an easy-to- 
read. concise pamphlet and attaches a 
consumer complaint/inquiry form, so 
that the agency may receive complaints 
and information from consumers. These 
publications are available in quantity 
for consumer groups and thrift 
institutions for distribution In their 
lobbies. Availability has been 
announced by news releases. The Board 
also publishes frequent news releases 
and fact sheets on current topics of 
interest to consumers. 

Board regulations require supervised 
institutions to provide consumers with 
useful information about the institution. 
Specifically, consumers can obtain 
copies of an institution’s written 
underwriting standards upon reouest. 
The underwriting standards explain the 
bases upon which the institution makes 
decisions on whether to grant particular 
loans. Institutions also must publish 
CRA statements that explain where in 
an area they will lend and the types of 
loans they make. 

The Board publishes The Journal 
which provides a wide range of 
information to the industry and 
consumers, and a number of other 
publications regarding operations and 
financial statistics of savings and loan 
associations and their operations in 
relation to other mortgage lenders in the 
country. Consumers having an interest 
in these publications should contact the 
Board's Office of Communications, 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board, 1700 G 
Street NW.. Washington, DC 20552. 

The Bourd has produced two films on 
compliance with the Equal Credit 


Opportunity Act and consumer 
counseling. These films are available to 
the thrift industry and consumers from 
the Office of Communications. 

IV. Education and Training 

DCCR is responsible for participating 
in the education of Board staff about 
Executive Order 12100, which is has 
done. 

DCCR also assists in the training of 
examiners with respect to consumer and 
civil rights issues. It provides lecturers 
at training sessions and is involved in 
the development of the curricula. The 
Board is also currently participating 
with the Federal Reserve Board. 
Comptroller of the Currency, the Pederal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, and the 
National Credit Union Administration in 
the development of an interagency 
school for the training of examiners. 

This school will expand the training 
provided by this agency. DCCR also 
furnishes information to examiners on 
relevant subject areas on a regular 
basis. 

DCCR furnishes technical information 
and comments on consumer matters to 
consumer groups, other agencies and 
Congress whenever such assistance is 
requested. 

In addition, staff members may 
participate in examinations and 
investigations in the field. Staff are also 
members of consumer professional 
organizations which allow them to 
maintain expertise about current issues 
and to provide other professionals in the 
field with information concerning the 
Board's programs. 

V. Complaint Handling 

The Board accepts complaints against 
thrift institutions within its supervisory 
jurisdiction. DCCR manages the Board's 
complaint processing system which uses 
computer entry and retrieval of 
information. The complaint system 
includes record maintenance, 
investigation, and resolution of 
complaints. The Board reviews and 
evaluates complaints and uses 
information gained from complaint 
categories in the development of policy. 

DCCR has a standardized system for 
logging complaints, inquiries, and 
comments from consumers. This 
standardized data-collection method 
permits tracking of cases and flexibility 
in analyzing results for management 
purposes. Complainants who telephone 
or personally appear are encouraged to 
file written complaints. 

Office procedures ensure proper 
referrals, while the tracking system 
indicates the status of cases and any 
unusual delays in processing. 
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Procedures also exist for investigations, 
types of responses, and appropriate 
follow up action. 

Complaints are generally investigated 
by the Board's supervisory agent in the 
appropriate Federal Home Loan Bank in 
which the institution is located. Written 
procedures set forth the type and extent 
of investigation and complainants may 
be interviewed if necessary to obtain 
additional information. In special cases 
complaints with extensive impact will 
be investigated directly by board 
examiners. The Board takes appropriate 
actions to correct conditions resulting 
from violations of its regulations and 
Federal statutes. 

DCCR produces statistical reports on 
consumer complaints to highlight 
patterns and provide information for 
agency policymaking. DCCR provides 
reports to the twelve Federal Home 
Loan Banks for use in general complaint 
handling and individual investigations. 

It also furnishes reports to key agency 
officials for policy formulation. 

DCCR monitors the complaint 
handling system on a sample basis to 
ensure proper resolution of individual 
cases. It evaluates data frequently to 
determine (he operating efficiency of the 
system and to ascertain patterns which 
suggest management action.

The affect of potential coal 
development on wildlife, archeologic 
and historic values are anticipated 
planning issues. Potential conflict 
between oil and gas and coal 
development is another anticipated 
issue. 

An interdisciplinary team will 
complete the review and amendment. 
Disciplines to be represented include 
archeology, hydrology, geology, realty, 
recreation, socioeconomics, soils, and 
wildlife. 

Public participation opportunities will 
be provided in the following ways: 1) A 
draft MFP Amendment brochure is 
scheduled to be distributed for public 
review in March 1982. Ninety days will 
be provided for public review and 
comment 2) a public meeting and 
hearing will be held during the 90-day 
review period. 

Public comments will be considered in 
preparation for the finol umendment 
which is scheduled to be completed and 
available to the public in June of 1982. 
Public comment on the draft amendment 
will be invited and definite dates and 
locations for a public meeting and 
hearing will be announced. Comment 
periods and public meetings will be 
announced in the Federal Register, 
newspapers, and by direct mailing to the 
interested members of the public.

On February 20,1981. the Bureau of 
Land Management (BLM) in consultation 
with the U.S. Geological Survey selected 
approximately 5.8 million acres of the 
National Petroleum Reserve in Alaska

leasing. As a part of the President*s 
initiative to accelerate onshore mineral 
leasing of Federal lands. BLM is 
proposing to lease 2 million acres in 
Fiscal Year 1982. The first sale is 
proposed for December 1981 and the 
second sale, if necessary, in July 1982. 
BLM proposes to sell as much acreage 
as possible at the first sale with the 
balance being sold at the second sale. 
Additional lease sales are proposed 
yearly thereafter occurring in July of 
each year until all suitable land is 
offered. 

BI.M is requesting comments on the 
schedule of the first two lease sales and 
on the proposal for subsequent sales.

Background standards and procedures 
for this MFP review and amendment 
preparation are dontained in the Federal 
Register.

46401 of August 7.1979. The standards 
for the coal review are discussed in a 
Final environmental statement 
describing the Secretary of Interior's 
preferred coal program and alternatives 
released in Aprol 1979, and the Federal 
Coal Management Regulations of 43 CPR 
3400. The standards for the wilderness 
review are the Draft Wilderness Study 
Policy contained in the Federal Register. 
Vol. 45, No. 246, 83780-63804 of 
December 19, I960; Instruction Memo 
No. WY-80-450 dated August 5. I960; 
and Wyoming's Interim Guidelines for 
Wilderness Studies of June 13,1980. 

The MFP amendment, planned for 
completion by September 30.1981 will 
identify both area9 acceptable for 
further consideration for coal leasing 
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and Ihe suitability for w flt te mett of the 
Raymond Mountain and Lake Mountain 
Wilderness Study Areas (WSAs). The 
amendment will be followed by activity 
planning for coal which includes the 
identification of tracts for lease, their 
ranking by economic and environmental 
factors, and preparation of a regional 
environmental impact statement for 
lease sales (sales proposed for 1984). If 
the amendment recommends that either 
Raymond Mountain or Lake Mountain 
WSAs are suitable for wilderness, an 
environmental impact statement will be 
initiated after October 1.1961. 

The coal review area is part of the 
BLM Kemmerer Resource Area and 
includes the entire area within the 
Kemmerer Known Recoverable Coal 
Resource Area (KRCRA) that is 
determined to have high-to-moderate 
coal development potential. The 
Kemmerer KRCRA encompasses two 
areas in Lincoln and Uinta Counties in 
Southwestern Wyoming. The larger area 
is a 3-10 mile band running north and 
south from 10 miles north of Kemmerer 
to 15 miles south of Interstate-60 at 
Sulphur Creek Reservoir (roughly 60- 
mite long band). The smaller area of the 
KRCRA is an area about 3 square miles 
in size located 2 miles north of 
Evanston. Wyoming. The Kemmerer 
KRCRA is within the Pioneer Trails 
Planning Unit of the BLM Kemmerer 
Resource Area. 

The two wilderness review areas are 
located near the Bridger National Forest 
in the Overthrust Belt. The Raymond 
Mountain Wilderness Study Area WSA) 
is located (n Lincoln County neur the 
western bomdary of the Bridger 
National Forest, on the Idaho-Wyoming 
border. It extends from Thomas Fork 
Canyon on the north to 3 miles above 
Cokevilte on the south and is an 
irregular band of 1-5 miles in width 
constituting the Sublette Range of 
mountains. The Raymond Mountain 
WSA ts located in the Pioneer Trails 
Planning Unit of the BLM Kemmerer 
Resource Area. The Lake Mountain 
WSA is located in Sublette County 
adjacent to the eastern boundary of the 
Bridger National Forest, and 3 miles east 
of the Lincoln-Sublette County boundary 
at LaBarge Creek.

Contract Negotiations With Boise 
Project Board of Control, Idaho; Intent 
To Begin Contract Negotiations for a 
Short-Term Agricultural Water Service 
Contract 

The Department of the Interior, 
through the Water and Power Resources 
Service, intends to open negotiations 
with the Boise Project Board of Control 
(BPBC), Boise. Idaho, leading to a short¬ 
term water service contract pursuant to 
the Reclamation Act of June 17,1902 (32 
Stat. 388), and the Reclamation Project 
Act of August 4.1939 (53 Stnt. 1187). for 
the 1981 irrigation season. 

The BPBC is the operating entity for 
Nampa and Meridian. Wilder. Boise- 
Kuna, New York, and Big Bend Irrigation 
Districts and has reserved 22,800 acre- 
feet of ArrowTock Reservoir storage for 
the prpposed I litlcrest Division for about 
60 years. During those years, the BPBC 
has paid a substantial portion of the 
capital costs and all operation and 


maintenance costa associated with that 
block of storage. The water was used, 
when needed, to augment the supplies 
distributed to the five irrigation districts 
under the BPBC jurisdiction. The 
Hillcrest Division has not developed: the 
current contract for the space expires in 
April 1981; and the BPBC has indicated 
o continuing need for the Hillcrest 
Division storage to supplement the Boise 
Project water supply. Further, 
consideration is being given to 
negotiating a long-term contract with 
BPBC to serve the 22.800 acre-feet of 
storage for the existing water users. 

Because of the time required for 
completion of a long-term contractual or 
permanent attachment of the Hillcrest 
space to the Boise Project’s storage 
rights, a short-term agricultural water 
service contract is proposed for the 1981 
irrigation season. The proposed contract 
would provide for a capital cost 
recovery at a rate of $0.40 per acre-foot 
to apply to all 22,800 acre-feet of space. 

In addition, the BPBC will be required to 
pay annual operation and maintenance 
charges for the reserved works assigned 
to Hillcrest Division storage space in 
Arrowrock Reservoir. 

The terms and conditions of the 
proposed contract will be submitted to 
the Secretary of the Interior for approval 
as to form.

19.1969).) The scope of the Commission 
review investigation of potassium 
chloride covers all Canadian producers 
of potassium chloride that have not 
previously been excluded from the 
scope of the order. It is the 
understanding of the Commission, at 
this time, that Texasgulf, Inc., is the only 
Canadian producer so situated. 

U.S. Borax & Chemical Co. was 
exempted from the original-finding when 
# published in 1969; it was never covered 
by the order. The following companies— 
AMAX Potash, Ltd.; Brockville Chemical 
Industries, Ltd.; Central Canada Potash 
Co.. Ltd.; Cominco, Ltd.; CF Industries. 
Inc.; Duval Corp. of Canada; Hudson 
Bay Mining and Smelting Co., Ltd.; 
International Minerals and Chemical 
Corp.: PPG Industries Canada Ltd.. 
Kalium Division; Potash Co. of America: 
Potash Co. of Canada; Potash Co. of 
Saskatchewan; and Swift Canadian Co.. 
Ltd.—were originally covered by the 
order, however, they have subsequently 
been excluded from the scope of the 
order by the Department of the Treasury 
(the administering authority of the 
dumping statute prior to the passage of 
the Trade Agreements Act of 1979). 

To quulify for an exclusion, the 
administering authority requires that a 
company demonstrate that "any sales nt 
less than fair value have been 
terminated for a substantial period of 
time," and that the company provide the 
administering authority with 
"assurances" that future sales will not 
be at less than fair value. 19 CFR 153.44. 

PPG’s petition was based entirely on 
the assumption that the companies 
excluded from the purview of T.D. 69- 
265 after providing the administering 
authority with assurances remain. 


nonetheless, subject to the order. PPG 
posited that the exclusion "with 
assurances’* from the order was not a 
revocation of the T.D. 69-265; rather, it 
was a conditional revocation of a 
portion of the antidumping order, or a 
conditional exclusion from the order. 

According to information received by 
the Commission staff from the U.S. 
Department of Commerce (the 
administering authority since the 
passage of the Trade Agreements Act of 
1979). this premise is not correct. 
Commerce informed the Commission 
staff that it considers the exclusion of a 
company from an antidumping order, 
based on the absence of LFTV sides and 
pricing assurances, to be a revocation of 
the order as to that company. I.e.. a 
partial revocation of the order. The 
absence of LTFV sales and the 
assuances arc preconditions for 
qualification for a revocation, and no 
more. Commerce does not distinguish 
between an exclusion with assurances 
and a revocation. 

In light of the information provided by 
Commerce to the Commission, the 
arguments and concerns expressed in 
PPG’s petition become moot. 
Accordingly, the Commission denied 
PPG’s request to expand the scope of 
investigation No. 751-TA-3 on 
potassium chloride from Canada.

Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1337) 
(section 337). 

The Commission, having determined 
that it has jurisdiction over the subject 
matter alleged in the complaint and that 
the complaint states a cause of action 
under section 337, instituted 
investigation no. 337-TA-80. on June 20, 
1980. and published a Notice of 
Investigation (45 FR 42894. June 25.1980) 
to that effect. 

The subject matter of this 
Investigation is the alleged importation 
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and sale by Aris-Isotoner Gloves. Inc. 
and Aris (Philippines). Inc. (collectively - 
respondents) of certain shell brim hats 
alleged to infringe the claims of U.S.

The 
complaint alleged the violation of 
section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930 with 
respect to the importation into the 
United States and sale of certain slide 
fastened stringers which were alleged to 
infringe claim 1 of U.S. Letters Patent 
3,143.779. and of certain machines and

Should the 
parties agree on a trustee, the trustee’s name 
will be submitted to the court for approval. 
Should the parties fall to agree on a trustee 
prior to the end of such extension, then each 
party shall nominate not more than two (2) 
candidates for trustee no later than two (2) 
weeks after the end of such extension. 
Thereafter, the court, upon appUcation of 
either party, shall appoint a trustee from the 
candidate nominated by plaintiff and 
FUntkote. 

G. The purpose of a trust established 
pursuant to Section IV.E. or F. shall be the 
prompt sale of the Gibbsboro plant in 
accordance with the provisions of this Final 
judgment Such sale must be approved by 
this court. The trustee shall hove all powers 
necessary and proper to accomplish the 
purpose of the trust The trustee shall serve at 
the expense of FUntkote on such terms and 
conditions as this court may set and shall 
account for all monies derived from the sale 
and all expenses incurred. After approval by 
this court of the account of the trustee, 
including fees for the trustee's services. aU 
remaining monies shaU be paid to Flintkote 
and the trust shall be terminated. Upon the 
appointment of a trustee. FUntkote shall use 
its best efforts to assist the trustee to 
accomplish the purpose of the trust. If the 
trustee has not sold the Cibbsboro plant 
within two (2) years after its appointment the 
trustee shall thereupon promptly file with the 
court a report setting forth (1) the trustee’s 
efforts to sell the plant and (2) the trustee’s 
recommendations. The trustee shall at the 
same time furnish a copy of ita report to both 
parties, who shaU each have the right to be 
heard and to make additional 
recommendationi. The court shall thereafter 
enter such orders os it shall deem 
appropriate. 

H. Nothing in this Final Judgment shall 
prohibit Flintkote from securing full payment 
for the purchase of the Gibbsboro plant by 
retaining, accepting, enforcing and settling a 
bona fide lien, mortgage, deed of trust or 
other form of security on all or any part of the 
Gibbsboro plant, provided that the purchaser 
of the Gibbsboro plant shall have requested 
thot FUntkote extend credit to the purchaser 


in connection with that purchase. If, after 
divestiture of the Gibbsboro plant Flintkote 
by enforcement or settlement of such security 
reacquires ownership or control of the 
Gibbsboro plant. Flintkote shaU notify the 
plaintiff of such event and Sections IV, V. VI 
and VII shall again become applicable to 
FUntkote with the same effect as if this Final 
Judgment were entered on the date of such 
reacquistion, except that a trustee shall 
promptly be appointed pursuant to the 
procedure set forth in Section 1VJ 7 . 

L At the request of the purchaser of the 
Gibbsboro plant. Flintkote will use its best 
efforts to negotiate with that purchaser a 
written contract pursuant to which FUntkote 
will purchase annually from that purchaser, 
at a reasonable market price and upon 
reasonable terms and conditions, up to 
400,000 units of dry-mixed concrete products 
produced at the Cibbsboro plant. Agreement 
by that purchaser to such a contract shall not 
be a condition of FUntkote’s (or the trustee’s) 
sale of that plant. 

V 

After the divestiture under Section IV is 
consummated, no officer, director, agent or 
employee of FUntkote shall, at the same time, 
be on officer, director or employee of the 
purchaser of the Gibbsboro plant. 

VI 

A. Flintkote shall promptly report the 
details of any proposed sale of the Gibbsboro 
plant and produce all relevant documentation 
to the plaintiff. 

B Following the receipt of any plan of sale, 
plaintiff shall have fifteen (15) business days 
In which to ob|cct to the proposed salt by 
written notice to FUntkote or to request 
additional information from FUntkote. If 
plaintiff so requests additional information 
from Flintkote. then FUntkote shall promptly 
furnish to plaintiff all requested information 
that it can along with a statement Identifying 
the requested information not furnished and 
the reasons the information was not 
furnished. Plaintiff shall have fifteen (15) 
business days from the date of its receipt of 
such response to so object to the proposed 
sale. If plaintiff does not object to the 
proposed sale as provided herein, it may be 
consummated after notice of the proposed 
sale is given to the court. If plaintiff does so 
object the proposed sale shall not be 
consummated until Flintkote obtains the 
court’s approval of the proposal sale or until 
plaintiff withdraws its objection. 

C FUntkote shall maintain records of its 
efforts to sell the Gibbsboro plant whch shall 
include (1) identification of all persons lo 
whom FUntkote has offered to sell the plant 
or who expressed to Flintkote an interest in 
purchasing the plant: (2) the terms and 
conditions of each offer to sell or purchase; 
and (3) all correspondence between FUntkote 
and the prospective purchasers. 

D. At the conclusion of each sixty (00) day 
period from entry of this Final Judgment until 
dlvestitute has been completed, and at the 
time that Flintkote reports to plaintiff 
regarding a plan of sale, Flintkote (1) shall 
file with this court and serve on the plaintiff 
an affidavit as to the fact and anner of 
compliance with Sections IV.A*. IV.B. and 
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IV.C. and (Z) shall furnish to plaintiff 
documents relevant thereto. Such affidavit 
shall include, among other things, a list of 
persons whom FUntkote contacted or who 
contacted Flintkote in connection with the 
contemplated sale of the Gibbs born plant and 
a copv of any advertisement which Flintkote 
has placed in connection with the sale. Such 
documents shall include s description of the 
consideration offered by any prospective 
purchaser or the consideration which 
Flintkote has asked a prospective purchaser 
to provide and copies of the documents 
described in Section VLC 

VU 

Fhntkute shall not cause or permit the 
destruction, removal or impairment of any of 
the assets to be divested in accordance with 
Section IV of the Final Judgment except in the 
ordinary course and operation of FUntkole's 
business and except for normal wear and 
tear. Prior to such divestiture*. Flinlkotc shall 
continue the normal business operations of 
the Gibbsboro plant as presently conducted 
(including the continued use of the 
trademarks "Home Crete* 4 . “Easy Crete” and 
*Tni-Bond”) and shull maintain the 
personnel assets and working capital for the 
Cibbsboro plant at a level commensurate 
with Its normal and seasonal level of 
business activity.

independent buyer. 

3. An independent buyer which has agreed 
to purchase dedicated product for Flintkote 
under this Section Vfil. shall have the option 
at all times during which that dedicated 
product Is to be purchased to have the 
product either delivered by Flintkote or made 
available on an F.O.B- basis. 

C. FUntkote * obligations under Section 
VU1.A. and VULD. shall be satisfied for any 
Offering Period if FUntkote and one or more 
Independent buyers, prior to the 
commencement of the Offering Period, 
execute supply contracts for the entire 
amount of the dedicated product for the 
calendar year following that Offering Period, 
provided such contracts comply with the 
requirements of Sections VUIC.

!i Any supply contract entered into 
between Flmlkote and an independent buyer 
may provide that Flinlkotc * obligations are 
subject to force majeure.

Jurisdiction is retained by this court for the 
purpose of enabling any of the parties to this 
Final Judgment to apply to this court at any 
time for such further orders and directions as 
may be necessary or appropriate for the 
construction or carrying out of this Pinal 
Judgment, for the modification of any of the 
provisions hereof, for the enforcement of 
compliance therewith, and for the 
punishment of violations thereof. 

XIH 

Except to the extent a shorter period Is 
specified herein, this Final Judgment shall be 
in effect until December 31.1990, at which 
time this Final Judgment shall terminate.

Entry of this Final Judgment it in the public 
interest.

Competitive Impact Statement 

Pursuant to Section 2(b],of the Antitrust 
Procedures and Penalties Act, 15 U.S.C. 
16(bHh). the United States files this 
Competitive Impact Statement relating lo the 
proposed Final Judgment submitted for entry 
in this dvil antitrust proceeding. 

I. Nature and Purpose of the Proceeding 

On September 30,19B0, the United States 
filed a dvil antitrust complaint under Section 
15 of the Clayton Act 15 U.S.C. 25. 
challenging the acquisition of the Home-Crete 
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Division of C. A W. ft Corson. Incorporated 
("Corson**) by The Flintkote Company 
("FUntkote") as a violation of Section 7 of the 
Clayton Act. 15 U.S.C 18. The complaint 
alleged that the acquisition eliminated actual 
and potential competition between Flintkote 
and Corson in the production and sale of dry- 
mixed concrete products: that competition 
generally in the production end sale of those 
products may be substantially lessened: and 
that concentration in the production and sale 
of those products may be substantially 
increased. The complaint alleged that the 
acquisition would have these effects in two 
geographic markets: the Washington/ 
Baltimore market, consisting of the cities of 
Washington. D C., Baltimore, their 
surrounding metropolitan areas and various 
intermediate points; and the Philadelphia/ 
New York market, consisting of the cities of 
Philadelphia, New York City, their 
surrounding metropolitan areas and various 
intermediate points. The complaint sought 
divestiture of the two plants acquired by 
Flintkote from Corson located in Milford, 
Virginia (near Fredericksburg) and 
Cibbsboro. New Jersey (near Camden), or in 
the alternative, sought recission of the 
transaction. In addition, the complaint sought 
a ban on further acquisitions by Flintkote of 
dry-mixed concrete products manufacturers 
In the northeastern United States. 

The United Stotes and Flintkote have 
stipulated that the proposed Final Judgment 
may be entered after compliance with the 
Antitrust Procedures and Penalties Act. Entry 
of the proposed Final (udgment will terminate 
this action, except that the court will retain 
jurisdiction to construe, modify or enforce the 
proposed Final Judgment. The stipulation 
between Flintkote and plaintiff will no longer 
be in effect upon entry of the proposed Final 
judgment. A separate stipulatfon between the 
United States and defendants Corson and IU 
International Carp, will result in the 
dismissal of this action against those 
defendants if the court enters the proposed 
Final judgment. 

II Description of Practices Involved in the 
Alleged Violation 

On April 11.1980, Flintkote acquired 
Corson's Home-Crete Division for total 
consideration in excess of $1.9 million. Before 
that date. Flintkote and Corson competed in 
the manufacture and sale of dry mixed 
concrete products. These products are 
packaged and dried combinations of cement 
and sand, or cement, sand and stone. They 
are used for a number of purposes, including 
cementing bricks, repairing concrete 
structures, and building small concrete 
structures. 

Before April 11.1980. Flintkote was Iho 
largest and Corson was the second largest 
manufacturer of dry-mixed concrete products 
In the northeastern United States. Flintkote 
owned two plants that competed with 
Corson's plants, and they were located tn 
Kenvil. New |ersey (west of New York City) 
and White Marsh. Maryland (near Baltimore), 
Flintkote's total 1979 sales of dry-mixed 
concrete products were approximately $15.5 
million, and Corson's 1979 sales of these 
products were approximately $2.1 million. 
Flintkote's 1979 market share in the 


Washington/Baltimore market was 
approximately 87 percent, and Corson's share 
was approximately 28 percent. In the 
Philadelphia/New York market Flintkote's 
1979 share was approximately 63 percent and 
Corson’s share was approximately 9 percent 

HI. Explanation of the Proposed Final 
Judgment 

Under the provisions of Section 2(e) of the 
Antitrust Procedures and Penalties Act entry 
of the proposed Final Judgment is conditioned 
upon a determination by the court that it ia in 
the public interest. 

A . Divestiture 

The proposed Final Judgment requires 
Flintkote to divest itself, by its own efforts, of 
its entire interest in the Cibbsboro plant 
within six months from the date of entry of 
the Final (udgment. If Flintkote cannot 
accomplish this divestiture within six 
months, it may petition the court for up to 
another six months: plaintiff, however, may 
oppose the petition and seek the appointment 
of a trustee to sell the plant divestiture must 
be made to a person approved by the 
plaintiff, or failing such approval, by the 
court. Any divestiture must be accomplished 
in a way that does not impair the ability of 
the purchaser of the Cibbsboro plant to 
operate as a going concern In the 
manufacture and sate of dry-mixed concrete 
products. 

If Flintkote docs not divest the Cibbsboro 
plant within one year, or if the court grants 
plaintiffs petition for appointment of a 
trustee, a trustee will be appointed to sell the 
plant. Should this event occur, the trustee 
shall have full power to dispose of the plant 
in accordance with the provisions of the Final 
judgment subject to the court's approval. 
Flintkote will pay the expenses of the trustee 
and will assist it in bringing about a sale. 

In order to advertise the availability of the 
plant. Flintkote must, among other things, 
place advertisements in publications that are 
likely to reach potential purchasers, as well 
as notify certain manufacturers of dry-mixed 
concrete products who may have an interest 
In purchasing the plant. Ftintkote must also 
report periodically to plaintiff regarding the 
status of its efforts to sell the Cibbsboro 
plant. When a purchaser is found, the details 
of the proposed sale must be reported to the 
plaintiff. In addition, plaintiff will have time 
to investigate the proposed transaction and 
to seek additional information from Flintkote. 
Should plaintiff object to a sale, it cannot be 
consummated until plaintiff withdraws its 
objection or the court approves the sale. 

Flintkote has also agreed to use its best 
efforts to negotiate a contract to purchase up 
to 400.000 units annually of dry-mixed 
concrete products at a reasonable market 
price from the purchaser of the Cibbsboro 
plant. The purchaser is not required to enter 
into such a contract as a condition of sale of 
the plant, and is free to accept or reject this 
offer. 

The Final Judgment also contains 
provisions which are designed to ensure that 
divestiture will be effective. Flintkote must 
for example, continue to use the trademarks 
acquired by it from Carson, and must also 
maintain the personnel assets and working 


capital of the Cibbsboro plant at a level 
commensurate with its normal and seasonal 
business activity. In addition, the Final 
Judgment provides that after the divestiture is 
consummated, no officer, director, agent, or 
employee of Flintkote shall be at the same 
time an officer, director, or employee of the 
purchaser of the Cibbsboro plant. This 
provision is designed lo ensure that the 
divested plant operates independently of 
Flintkote's control. 

B. Dedicated Product 

In each year from 1982 through and 
including 1990. Flintkote is required to make 
available 200,000 units of dry-mixed concrete 
products, bagged sand and bagged blacktop 
for delivery from either of the two Flintkote 
plants that serve the Washington/Baltimore 
market, namely, the White Marsh. Maryland 
plant and the Milford. Virginia plant. In 1981. 
Flintkote must make available 175400 units 
of these products. The proposed Final 
Judgment refers to this output which Flintkote 
shall make available as "dedicated product." 
and the class of persons who are entitled to 
purchase the dedicated product are defined 
as "independent buyers." Those persons are 
actual or potential competitors of Flintkote, 
and they must either own a dry-mixed 
concrete products manufacturing facility in 
Virginia, Maryland, Delaware, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania. New York. New jersey, 
Connecticut Rhode Island. Massachusetts or 
in the District of Columbia, or must have 
expressed a good faith intention to begin 
manufacturing such products in one of those 
areas. An independent buyer cannot be o 
company which is owned by Flintkote. either 
directly or indirectly. The purpose of this 
provision is to strengthen Flintkote's present 
competitors, or to induce persons who are not 
competitors of Flintkote in the Washington/ 
Baltimore or Philadelphia/New York markets 
to become competitors. 

Flintkote must make available 27.000 units 
per month from the White Marsh plant and 
23.000 units per month from the Milford plant. 
The dry-mixed concrete business is a 
seasonal one, and most of the sales of these 
products occur during the spring and summer 
months. Thus, tills provision ensures that all 
of the dedicated product will be made 
available to Flintkote's actual or potential 
competitors during those months if the 
independent buyers so desire. In addition, a 
portion of the units of dedicated product will 
consist ov vinyl concrete. Products such as 
vinyl concrete, which many manufacturers of 
dry-mixed concrete products do not produce, 
are important in strengthening a 
manufacturer's product line. 

The proposed Una) Judgment also contains 
a number of provisions to ensure that 
Flintkote cannot manipulate the price of 
dedicated product to discourage purchases. 

For exumplc. Flintkote is prevented from 
sharing in the profit realized by an 
independent buyer from the resale of 
dedicated product. Other provisions require 
that the price of certain bag sizes of 
dedicated product be no greater than the 
most favorable price at which Flintkote has 
agreed to sell the product to a similarly 
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situated customer within the three months 
preceding the delivery of dedicated product 

FUntkote must take certain steps to notify 
potential independent buyers that dedicated 
product Is available for purchase. The 
proposed Final Judgment sets up an offering 
period of three months Immediately 
preceding each calendar year In which 
dedicated product Is to be made available 
(or. for 1981, the months of April and May). If 
Flintkote has not already executed supply 
contracts with one or more independent 
buyers for the entire amount of the dedicated 
product for the calendar year. Flintkote must 
place advertisements and offer to sell 
dedicated product to Independent buyers. An 
independent buyer who wishes to purchase 
dedicated product must either accept 
Flintkote's offer or submit its own offer to 
Fiintkote by the end of the month following 
the offering period. 

In addition, the proposed Final Judgment 
contains provisions relating to the bag sires 
of dedicated product, bag labels, and other 
matters. These provisions ere designed to 
ensure that orders by independent buyers are 
filled in a way that is consistent with 
Flintkote’s normal business operations, and 
that the dedicated product conforms to 
requirements such as labeling laws. 

C. Miscellaneous Provisions 

The Final Judgment enjoins any further 
acquisitions by Flintkote, without plaintifTs 
consent, of dry-mixed concrete products 
manufacturing facilities located In any of the 
following areas: Virginia. Maryland, the 
District of Columbia. Pennsylvania. New 
Jersey . Delaware. New York. Connecticut, 
Rhode Island or Massachusetts. In addition, 
should Flintkote dispose of substantially all 
of its dry-mixed concrete products business, 
the acquiring party must agree to be bound 
by the provisions of this Final Judgment. 
Should Flintkote dispose of its White Marsh 
and Milford plants to the same person, that 
person must agree to be bound by the 
provisions of the Final Judgment relating to 
dedicated product. 

The Final Judgment also contains 
provisions which enable the United States to 
secure and determine compliance. Plaintiff 
may. subject to certain conditions, interview 
Flintkote employees and gain access to 
Flintkote's records. Flintkote must also report 
to the plaintiff periodically regarding Its 
efforts to sell the Cibbsboro plant and to 
make dedicated product available to 
independent buyers. Pinally. the Final 
ludgment will be in effect until December 31. 
1990. unless a shorter period is specified. 

IV. Remedies Available to Potential Private 
Litigants 

Section 4 of the Clayton Act. 15 U.S.C 15. 
provides that any person who has been 
injured as a result of conduct prohibited by 
the antitrust laws may bring suit In federal 
court to recover three times the damages the 
person has suffered, us well as costs and 
reasonable attorneys foes. Entry of the 
proposed Final Judgment will neither impair 
nor assist the bringing of any private antitrust 
damage actions. Under the provisions of 
Section 5(a) of the Dayton Act 15 USC. 
16(a). the proposed Pinal judgment has no 


prima facie effect in any subsequent private 
lawsuit that may be brought against the 
defendants. 

V. Procedures Available for Modification of 
the Proposed Final Judgment 

The proposed Final Judgment may be 
entered by the court after compliance with 
the provisions of the Antitrust Procedures 
and Penalities Act provided that the United 
States has not withdrawn its consent. The 
Ad conditions entry upon the court's 
determination that the proposed Final 
Judgment is In the public interest. 

The Act provides a period of at leASt 60 
days preceding the effective date of the 
proposed Final Judgment within which any 
person may submit to the government written 
comments regarding the proposed Final 
Judgment The United States will evaluate 
and respond to any comments. The comments 
and the response of the United States will be 
filed with the court and published in the 
Federal Register. Written comments should 
be submitted to*. Anthony V. Nanni. Chief. 
Trial Section. U.S. Department of Justice. 
Antitrust Division. Room 3266,10th Street 8 
Constitution Avenue NW.. Washington. D.C. 
2053a The proposed Pinal Judgment provides 
that the court will retain jurisdiction over this 
action, and that the parties may apply to the 
court for such orders as may be necessary or 
appropriate for its modification or 
envorccmnet. 

VL Alternatives to the Proposed Final 
Judgment 

The United States considered one 
alternative to the proposed Final Judgment: 
divestiture of both the Milford. Virginia and 
Cibbsboro. New Jersey plants sold to 
Flintkote by Corson. However, this 
alternative was rejected for three principal 
reasons. First, it is not dear whether the 
Milford plant could have been divested to a 
third person. Second, certain provisions of 
the Final Judgment may have a more 
favorable effect on competition than the 
complete divestiture which could have been 
obtained in a litigated judgment. Third, 
complete divestiture or reciaion would have 
required plaintiff to proceed to trial on the 
merits, which in view of the size of this 
transaction, would have resulted in a 
significant expenditure of resources and 
judicial time. 

The Milford plant accounted for only one- 
third of the total output of Corson’s Home 
Crete Division which Flintkote acquired. The 
plant has several other character!ulics. which 
appear to be widely known throughout the 
industry, that might make it difficult to set) In 
addition to its relatively low ouput. the plant 
was heavily dependent on one customer. The 
plant also appears to have been poorly 
designed. Because of these features, which 
would have discouraged potential 
purchasers, divestiture of the Milford plant 
alone or both plants as a package may have 
been difficult. 

In addition, the proposed Final Judgment 
has certain features to which FUntkote has 
agreed in lieu of divestiture of the second 
plant Some of these features may not have 
been obtainable in a litigated Judgment. As 
an illustration, the time period for divestiture 


la extremely short. Since divestiture is 
generally more effective when it is 
accomplished quickly, this provision should 
significantly enhance the likelihood that 
competition will be restored effectively and 
quickly. Flintkote's agreement to negotiate In 
good faith to purchase a portion of the output 
of the divested plant further ensures the 
likelihood of a successful divestiture. The 
-provisions relating to dedicated product will 
also assist new competitors to Flintkote. 

(such as the purchaser of the Cibbsboro 
plant) or strengthen existing competitors. In 
addition, the ban on acquisitions by Flintkota 
Is broader than the marketing areas that were 
the sub|ect matter of this complaint. Plaintiff 
estimates that most of Flintkote's production 
of dry-mixed concrete products Is sold in the 
areas covered by the acquisition ban. 

The proposed Final |udgment will dispose 
of the United States’ claim for injunctive 
relief against FUntkote. The only alternative 
available to the Department of Justice Is a 
trial of this case on the merits. Such a trial 
would require a substantial expenditure of 
public funds and Judicial time. While the 
relief that plaintiff would expect to obtain 
after winning a trial on the merits would be 
different in some respects from that in the 
proposed Final Judgment, the procompetitive 
effects of this Final Judgment are 
substantially similar, if not greater, than 
those which could be obtained after trial. 
Thus, the United States believes that entry of 
the proposed Final Judgment is in the public 
interest. 

VU. Determinative Documents 

Pursuant to 15 U.S.C 16(b), there are no 
determinative documents. Consequently none 
are filed with this competitive impact 
statement

Notice is hereby given that Jersey 
Central Power & Light Company 
(“JCP&L”), Metropolitan Edison 
Company (”Mct-Ed”), and Pennsylvania 
Electric Company (“Penelec”). public- 
utility subsidiary companies of General 
Public Utilities Corporation, a registered 
holding company, have filed a 
declaration with this Commission 
pursuant to the Public Utility Holding 
Company Act of 1935 ("Act")* 
designating Section 12(d) of the Act and 
Rule 44 promulgated thereunder as 


applicable to the proposed transaction. 
All interested persons are referred to the 
declaration, which is summarized 
below, for a complete statement of the 
proposed transaction. 

JCP&L, Met-Ed. and Penelec (the 
“Owners”) respectively own 25%. 50%, 
and 25% undivided interests In the Three 
Mile Island Nuclear Generating Station 
Unit No. 2, near Middletown, 
Pennsylvania (“TMI-2”). On March 28, 

1979, a nuclear accident occurred at 
TMI-2 which has made the nuclear 
steam supply components of that unit 
inoperable. TMI-2 has been out of 
service since March 28.1979. and it will 
remain out of service until the 
contaminated and damaged parts of the 
plant are decontaminated, inspected, 
and repaired, and suspension of the 
right to operate the unit is restored, a 
process which is expected to take 
between five and seven years to 
complete. To the best of the Owners’ 
knowledge and belief, the various 
components of the turbine generator, 
including its raters, were not damaged 
or otherwise affected by the accident 

On January 15,1981. representatives 
of Virginia Electric and Power Company 
("VEPCO”), an electric utility company 
with a service area in Virginia. North 
Carolina, and West Virginia, contacted 
the Owners and informed them that they 
discovered during a scheduled outage 
that the low pressure rater No. 2 in one 
of VEPCO’s North Anna nuclear 
generating units had to be replaced or 
else the affected unit would be required 
to be operated at a reduced power rating 
and later possibly suffer an unscheduled 
outage. VEPCO requested the Owners to 
make available to VEPCO a 
Westinghouse-manufactured turbine 
generator low-pressure rater (and 
certain associated equipment) from 
TMI-2 because the lead time for 
purchasing a replacement rater from the 
manufacturer, Westinghouse Electric 
Corporation, would take perhaps two 
years. 

Recognizing VEPCO’s urgent needs, 
its assistance to the Owners during the 
immediate aftermath of the TMI-2 
incident, and the likelihood that the 
requested rater would not be needed for 
TMI-2 operations for the next five to 
seven years, the Owners agreed to sell 
the requested rater to VEPCO in 
consideration of an amount equal to the 
Owners’ respective book costs of the 
rater (including applicable overhead and 
allowance for funds during 
construction), less accumulated 
depredation, if any. charged to 
customers prior to the removal of TMI-2 
from base rates, which at December 31, 

1980, was $4,605,856 (the “contract 


price”). VEPCO will also pay the 
Owners an amount equal to the sum of 
(a) the income tax effect on the 
difference between the Owners’ book 
cost of the rater and their income tax 
basis for the rater plus (b) an additional 
amount to compensate for income taxes 
on such difference which is estimated to 
be $1,299,458, and the sales and use 
taxes applicable to the transaction, if 
any. 

VEPCO will bear the costs and pay all 
expenses associated with dismantling, 
detaching, rigging, blocking, loading, 
inspecting, testing, crating, and shipping 
the rater from TMI-2 to its North Anna 
Station, and will also pay the costs of 
proceedings before this Commission and 
other regulatory bodies, and obtaining 
title opinions and releases from the 
indenture trustees and others. The rater 
is being purchased in its "as is, where 
is” condition. 

VEPCO is required to purchase and 
deliver to TMI-2 at VEPCO’s cost and 
risk, a new Westinghouse-manufactured 
turbine generator low-pressure rater of 
the same type as is to be sold to VEPCO 
(or, if a rater of the same type is not then 
available, of a type which is then 
available and is satisfactory for the 
purpose and is compatible with the 
other TMI-2 equipment), upon payment 
to VEPCO of an amount equal to the 
contract price. 

It is stated that the proposed sale will 
furnish the owners with immediate cash 
which can be used for their urgent 
business purposes, including sinking 
fund or maintenance fund payments, 
and will relieve the Owners of the cost 
and risk of maintaining and securing the 
rater during the period of inactivity 
before TMI-2 is restored to sendee. 

The declaration states that the Board 
of Public Utilities of the State of New 
Jersey has jurisdiction over the sale by 
JCP&L, one of the Owners, of its 
undivided 25-percent interest in the 
rater and that the Pennsylvania Public 
Utility Commission may have 
jurisdiction over the proposed sale. The 
fees and expenses to be Incurred in 
connection with the proposed 
transaction are to be furnished by 
amendment.

D C. 20006. filed with 
the Commission copies of a proposed 
rule change that describes a Computer 
Assisted Execution System ("CAE'* or 
“System”) which hus been designed, 
developed, and placed in operation by 
NASD Market Services, Inc., a 
subsidiary of the NASD. The CAE is an 
order routing and execution system 
which is an enhancement to the NASD's 
NASDAQ system. The CAE will enable 
participating firms to route their orders 
in listed securities to participating 
market makers for automatic execution. 
The CAE will provide order routing and 
execution capability as well as a 
capacity for linkage with the 
Intermarket Trading System (“ITS”). 

CAE Initially will commence 
operation on a pilot basis. Market 
makers and order entry firms will be 
able to enter orders Into the System 
either through a computer interface with 


the firm's internal order routing system 
or through a terminal. Participating 
market makers will enter their 
quotations and sizes at which they are 
prepared to trade automatically through 
their terminals. The quotes and sizes of 
CAE participating market makers will 
be displayed in the Consolidated 
Quotations Service (“CQS”) along with 
the quotes and sizes of other market 
makers and exchanges exactly as they 
are today, except that participant 
market makers will be identified on the 
screen with a special symbol. 

The System is designed so that orders 
may be entered into the System for 
execution either at the market or at a 
specified limit price. Further, the order 
entry firm may specify the market maker 
to which the order should be directed, 
request the System to direct the order to 
a participating market maker or request 
the System to direct the order to the 
highest bid or lowest offer with size 

Publication of notice of the amended 
proposed rule change is expected to be 
made in the Federal Register during the 
week of March 9.1981. Interested 
persons are Invited to submit written 
data, views and arguments concerning 
the proposed rule change on or before 
April 1,1961. Persons desiring to make 
written comments should file six copies 
thereof with the Secretary of the 
Commission, Securities and Exchange 
Commission, 500 North Capitol Street.

which is summarized below, for a 
description of the applicants and a 
statement of the bases upon which the 
exemptions are sought. 

PEPL and its subsidiaries are engaged 
in the purchase, transmission and sale 
of natural gas in interstate commerce, 
oil and gas exploration and production, 
and in other non-utility businesses. 

PEPL contemplates the formation of a 
holding company which would own all 
of the outstanding common stock of 
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PEPL PEPL would transfer to the 
holding company its ownership of 
Anadarko and certain other companies, 
and transfer to Anadarko PEPL’s 
investment in Pan East. Trunkline and 
its subsidiaries, and Pan West, would 
remain subsidiaries of PEPL in 
connection with the formation of such a 
holding company. PEPL is applying for a 
Commission order declaring that it and 
its major subsidiaries engaged in gas 
sales are not “gas utility companies'* 
within the meaning of section 2(a)(4) of 
the Act so that the proposed holding 
company would not be a “holding 
company" as defined in Section 2(a)(7) 
of the Act. 

PEPL and Trunkline sell gas in 12 
midwestem and south-central states. 


With respect to sales to 
manufacturers and other industrial 
consumers, it is stated that sales were 
made by PEPL Trunkline and Anadarko 
to 54. 2 and 2 customers, respectively, 
and that $96,418,089 of PEPL's sales 
were for use in products. 

With respect to sales to farm and 
rural customers, it is stated that such 
sales were made by PEPL Trunkline 
and Anadarko to 1782, 24 and 31 
customers, respectively. Such sales 
include (1) sales to irrigation districts 
and cooperatives which use the gas for 
purposes of operating pumping 
equipment, grain drying and providing 
other services to their members and (2) 
sales to certain farmers and other rural 
landowners. 

It is further stated with respect to 
sales to farm and rural customers that 
the company permits the landowner to 
tap gas directly from that portion of its 
main pipeline located on the 
landowner's property as consideration 
for the granting of a right of way or 
easement. The purchaser is billed 
directly by the company upon terms 
agreed upon privately by the purchaser 
and the company at the time the 
purchaser granted the right of way or 
easement. This arrangement, it is stated. 
Is standard in the southwest. 

The service provided by PEPL and 
Trunkline to wholesale customers is 


principally to investor-owned and 
municipal distribution systems which 
resell the gas to the public, and to 
industrial users, other pipeline 
companies and certain rural customers. 
PEPL and Trunkline also transport gas 
for unafiliated companies, and Trunkline 
has a subsidiary which transport gas for 
Trunkline and another subsidiary 
engaged in a projeci to import liquefied 
natural gas from Algeria which gas will 
be sold to Trunkline. Anadarko. Pan 
East and Pan West are Primarily 
engaged in domestic oil and gas 
exploration and production. 

Applicants' gas sales for the year 
ended December 31.1980. were as 
follows: 


regulated by the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission f'FERC") under 
the Natural Gas Act (15 U.S.C. 717 et 
soq ). The construction and operation of 
facilities to transport gas to industrial 
farm and rural customers and the 
transportation of such gas requires 
certificates of public convenience and 
necessity from FERC. The abandonment 
of service and curtailment of deliveries 
to such customers is also regulated by 
FERC. FERC does not fix the rates 
charged such customers. 

In nearly all of the states in which 
PEPL and Trunkline operate, tho 
respective public utility or public service 
commissions have been statutorily 
empowered to regulate rates with 
respect to gas sales to industrial and 
farm and rural customers. Such sales are 
presently made by PEPL in Texas, 
Oklahoma. Kansas. Missouri, Illinois. 
Indiana. Ohio and Michigan and by 
Trunkline in Texas. Louisiana, 
Tennessee. Kentucky and Illinois. Tho 
service provided by Anadarko to 
industrial and farm and rural customers, 
including rates, is regulated by the State 
Corporation Commission of the State of 
Kansas. 

Section 2(a)(4) provides, in part, that 
the Commission may declare a company 
not to be a “gas utility company" if it 
finds that "(a) such company is 
primarily engaged in one or more 


businesses other than the business of a 
ga6 utility company, and (b) by reason 
of the small amount of natural or 
manufactured gas distributed at retail 
by such company it is not necessary in 
the public interest or for the protection 
of investors and consumers that such 
company be considered a gas utility 
company for the purposes of |the Act)." 
Rule 10(a)(1) under the Act provides, 
further, that a company shall be exempt 
from the duties, liabilities and 
obligations imposed under the Act upon 
it as a “holding company" with respect 
to a subsidiary which, insofar as it is a 
public utility company, is declared not 
to be a “gas utility company" under 
Section 2(a)(4). Applicants state that for 
reasons stated in their amended 
application none of them is a “gas utility 
company" as defined in Section 2(a)(4). 

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that 
any interested person may. not later 
than April 2,1981, request in writing that 
a hearing be held on such matter, stating 
the nature of his interest, the reasons for 
such request, and the issues of fact or 
law raised by said application which he 
desires to controvert; or he may request 
that he be notified if the Commission 
should order a hearing thereon.

The adopted rules reduce the 
paperwork burden on household goods 
carriers, encourage rate and service 
options, and eliminate regulation to the 
maximum extent feasible consistent 
with the protection of individual 
shippers.

SUPPLEMENTARY information: Section 6 
of the Household Goods Transportation 
Act of 1980, enacted October 15,1900, 
directed that regulations and paperwork 
required of motor carriers providing 
transportation of household goods be 
minimized to the maximum extent 
feasible consistent with the protection of 
individual shippers. 

The act reaffirmed the Commission's 
existing authority to issue regulations 
protecting the individual consumer. It 
should be noted that section 6 of the act 
docs not establish new substantive 
rulemaking authority: rather it simply 
clanHes the Commission's existing 
authority. 

On October 16.1980, we instituted this 
proceeding by issuing a notice of 
proposed rulemaking published in the 
Federal Register on October 27.1980 at 
45 FR 70923 to implement the mandates 
of the new statute. In that notice, we 
announced that the Commission was 
undertaking a complete review of the 
existing household goods regulations. 
Our primary objective was to reevaluate 


the existing regulations appearing in 49 
CFR 1056. in light of the new 
congressional mandate. We invited 
public comment and over 100 statements 
were received from individuals and 
groups representing small businessmen, 
major carriers agents, carrier 
associations, consumer organizations, 
and governmental units. 

Performance Standards 

We also requested comments and 
recommendations in regard to those 
proposed regulations to which 
performance standards should be 
applied and to establish the basis for 
such standards. We received very few 
comments in this area. After 
consideration of the responses received 
we have formulated proposed standards 
and arc publishing concurrently with the 
issuance of this Decision a Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking. Ex Parte No. 19 
(Sub-No. 36A), Practices of Motor 
Common Carriers of Household Goods 
(Performance Standards), to obtain 
further comments. 

Procedural Matters 

North American Van Lines, Inc.. 
(NAVL) filed a motion requesting oral 
hearings and an opportunity for cross- 
examination and rebuttal of evidence. 
NAVL contends that principles of equity 
and fairness require “trial-type" 
hearings: that the Commission must 
afford interested parties an opportunity 
to rebut factual evidence: and that 
Congress intended the Commission to 
conduct an adjudicatory oral hearing in 
this proceeding. 

Section 6 of the Household Goods 
Transportation Act of 1980 required the 
Commission to institute a rulemaking 
proceeding to review and revise 
household goods operational 
regulations. The statute further required 
the proceeding to be instituted by 
December 16.1980, and to be completed 
by July 12,1981. 

Congress has not required oral 
hearings be held in this proceeding. The 
issue involved is legislative in nature: It 
is to minimize regulation to the 
maximum extent feasible consistent 
with the protection of individual 
shippers. The means of accomplishing 
this balanced goal is subject to 
numerous interpretations by individual 
and groups representing large business, 
small business, governmental, and 
consumer interests. 

We further believe the principles of 
equity and fairness dictate that 
comments on the Commission's 
proposed operation regulations be 
submitted in writing. This method 
affords each individual or group wishing 
to participate and be heard a means of 


expressing their opinions without 
incurring large expense of traveling to a 
hearing site. Finally, oral hearings In 
"legislative" rulemakings are not 
required by law. therefore, NAVL's 
motion will be denied. 

NAVL also filed a motion to renotice 
this proceeding, contending that the 
Commission instituted this proceeding 
without adequate reference to its legal 
authority, that it is engaging rn a rate 
prescription, and that it failed to apprise 
interested persons of the nature and 
scope of this proceeding. 

NAVL's motion will be denied. The 
"Summary" contained in the notice of 
proposed rulemaking made reference to 
the fact that this proceeding was 
instituted in compliance with the 
Household Goods Transportation Act of 
1980. Furthermore, Congress made it 
quite clear that the Commission has 
authority to institute this proceeding 
under its general authority without the 
new legislation. Page 11 of the House 
Reports accompanying S. 1798 states: 

Subsection (a)( 2) authorizes the 
Commission to issue regulations to carry out 
tills subtitle and clearly reaffirms its 
Authority to issue regulations protecting 
individual shippers. It should be noted that 
this provision does not establish now 
substantive authority: rather, it simply 
clarifies the Commission's existing authority 

The Commission is not engaging in 
any rate prescriptions by conducting 
this proceeding. In fact, both the 
proposed and final rules permit 
significant rate flexibility. Finally, the 
first sentence of the “Supplemental 
Information" section of the notice of 
proposed rulemaking clearly states that 
this proceeding provides for a “complete 
review" of all household goods 
regulations. This is sufficient notice to 
all interested parties as to the scope of 
this proceeding. 

The American Movers Conference 
(AMC) suggested that the Commission 
consider its proposal for so called "zero- 
based" regulations. AMC contends that 
a “new start" is required for the 
Commission to give full effect to 
Congressional intent rather than a 
reworking of existing regulations. The 
ten “zero based" proposed rules set 
forth general guidelines of carrier 
responsibilities and substantially reduce 
Commission regulations. 

We have carefully studied AMC's 
proposal and have come to the 
conclusion that although its general 
approach is desirable, the lack of any 
specific requirements does not comply 
with the Congressional mandate to 
reduce regulation of the moving industry 
to the maximum extent feasible 
consistent with the protection of 
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individual shippers. Past practices of 
this industry have clearly demonstrated 
that significant numbers of individual 
shippers have had serious complaints 
with the companies moving their 
household goods. Patterns of these 
complaints have demonstrated 
deficiencies in estimating practices, 
reasonable dispatch, and in complaint 
handling. To adopt the AMC proposal, 
at this time, would be a derogation of 
the Commission's responsibility to offer 
some protection to individual shippers 
where the facts clearly indicate that 
protection is necessary. 

The Commission has completely 
reviewed each of its existing regulations 
with a view towards reducing 
Commission interference with carrier 
operations while still protecting the 
consumer. We believe that the final 
regulations contained in Appendix B to 
this report fairly balance the needs of 
the individual shipper with the desirable 
goal allowing carriers the freedom of 
offering price and service options 
unencumbered by needless regulations 
and paperwork. 

The Household Goods Transportation 
Act of 1980 together with the final 
regulations give carriers the opportunity 
to offer binding estimates, guaranteed 
pick up and deliver)' of shipments with 
penalty payments for delays, and a wide 
latitude in the resolution of disputes and 
the assumption of liability in the 
settlement of claims. The use of such 
options, we believe, will significantly 
reduce the number of shipper complaints 
and the Commission's role in oversight 
of the moving industry. 

Proposed Rules—Discussion and 
Comments 

Certain individual and group 
comments will not be discussed 
specifically; however, all comments filed 
wore read carefully and considered. 

Proposed 1 10561 Applicability and 

Definitions 

(a) The regulations in this part are 
applicable to the operations of motor carriers 
« ^gaged in the transportation of household 
KinkIs at defined in paragraph (B)(1) in 
interstate or foreign commerce. 

(b) Definitions. As used In this part: 

(1) Household Goods, The term “household 
goods” means personal effects and property 
uw»d or to be used in a dwelling when a part 
of the equipment or supply of such dwelling 
»*nd such other similar property as the 
C ommission may provide by regulation; 
except that this definition shall not be 
construed to Include property moving from a 
fictorv or store except such property as a 
Householder has purchased with intent to use 
m his dwelling and which is transported at 
™ request of. and the transportation charges 
Md to the carrier by. the householder. The 
regulations under this part do not apply to the 


transportation of property transportable 
under 49 CSC 10102(10) (B) and (C). 

(2) Reasonable dispatch. The term 
"reasonable dispatch" means the 
performance of transportation, excluding 
transportation provided under tariff 
provisions requiring guaranteed service 
da ton, on the dates or during the period of 
time agreed upon by the earner and the 
shipper and shown on the Order for Service/ 
Bill of Lading. Provided, however, that the 
defenses of force manure as construed by the 
courts shall not be denied the carrier. 

(3) Advertisement, The term 
"advertisement" means any communication 
to the public, in written or printed form, in 
connection with an offer or sale of any 
interstate or foreign transportation service, 
but shall not be construed to include a listing 
of a carrier name, address, and telephone 
number in a telephone directory* or similar 
publication. 

(4) Certified Scales, As used in this part, a 
certified scale is any scale designed for 
weighing motor vehicles. Including trailers or 
semi-trailers not attached to a tractor, 
designed installed and maintained in 
compliance with the minimum standards of 
Handbook 44 us published by the National 
Bureau of Standards and certified by an 
authorized scale inspection and bcensing 
authority to meet those standards. A certified 
scale may also be a platform or warehouse 
typo scale meeting the Handbook 44 
standards and properly inspected and 
certified. The use of axle scales for the 
weighing of vehicles is prohibited 

(5) Individual Shipper. As used in this part, 
"individual shipper" refers to any person who 
is the consignor and/or consignee of a 
household goods shipment and who pays the 
transportation charges out of his or her own 
funds without the payment of the charges 
being guaranteed in the bill of lading contract 
by a third person, normally the employer of 
the consignor and/or consignee. Shipments 
for individual shippers may be transported on 
a prepaid, collect on delivery or credit basis 
at the discretion of the carrier. 

(6) Commercial Shipper As used in this 
part, "commercial shipper" refers to (a) any 
person who Is the consignor and/or 
consignee of a household goods shipment 
which Is transported under ■ bill of lading 
agreement that the transportation charges are 
guaranteed and/or paid by a third party, 
normally the employer of the consignor and/ 
or consignee: or. (b) any person, excluding 
the federal government, which It named ns 
the consignor and/or consignee in a bill of 
lading contract who is not the owner of the 
goods being transported but who assumes the 
responsibility for payment of the 
transportation charges for the account of the 
beneficial owner of the goods, normally an 
emptoyee of the consignor and/or consignee; 
or. (c) u freight forwarder which tenders a 
shipment to a carrier in furtherance of 
authorized or exempt freight forwarder 
operations. Shipments for commercial 
shippers may be transported on a prepaid, 
collect on delivery or credit basis at the 
discretion of the carrier. 

(7) Government Bill of Lading Shipper As 
used in this part, "government bill of lading 
shipper" refers to any person w hose property 


U transported under the terms and conditions 
of a government bill of lading issued by any 
department or agency of the federal 
government to the carrier responsible for the 
transportation of the shipment. 

(8) Other terms. Where any other terms 
used In the regulations in this pari are 
denned in 49 U.S.C. 10102. such definitions 
shall be controlling. Where terms are used in 
this part which are neither defined herein nor 
in 49 U.S.C 10102, they shall have the 
ordinary practical meaning of such terms. 

Comments and Discussion 

Consumers Union of the United 
States. Inc.. (CU) states that the 
definition of advertisement in 
$ 1056.1(b)(3) should be broadened to 
include advertisements conveyed by 
means of the broadcast and other 
electronic media. We agree that the 
phrase in the proposed rule "in written 
or printed form" appears to limit Ihe 
definition beyond normal usage; 
therefore, the phrase will be deleted. 

Many individual agents and carrier 
associations commented on proposed 
rule § 1056.1(b)(4) contending that the 
rule is unduly restrictive and difficult to 
ascertain compliance. Specifically, most 
parties ask that the limitation to the use • 
of scales meeting the standards of 
Handbook 44 be deleted. We agree that 
reference to Handbook 44 standards is 
inappropriate. Most slates and localities 
do follow Handbook 44 guidelines and 
the record indicates that a scale 
certified by local or state inspection or 
licensing authorities would protect the 
shipper without unduly burdening the 
cairier. We will also modify this 
definition by permitting the use of duly 
certified axle scales. Congress has 
directed the Commission to issue 
regulations which permit carriers the 
maximum possible flexibility in 
weighing shipments, consistent with 
assurance to the shipper of accurate 
weighing practices. If an axle scale is 
duly certified by state or local licensing 
authorities the shipper is afforded 
sufficient protection that the weight 
obtained is accurate. 

Turning to the proposed definitions of 
individual and commercial shippers, 
consumer groups generally suggest that 
individual shippers, regardless of who 
pays for their move, are entitled all 
protections and information given to 
shippers who incur their own moving 
costs. An analysis of the evidence 
submitted demonstrates that the term 
"individual shipper" should be 
simplified and defined as a person who 
is the consignee or consignor of a 
household goods shipment and owns the 
goods being transported. This change 
will permit all individuals moving their 
own household goods to have access to 
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the pre-move information and 
protections afforded by the Commission. 
Commercial shippers will be defined as 
to those consignees or consignors 
Identified in a bill of lading who do not 
own the goods being transported but 
who assume the responsibility for 
payment. 

Proposed ft 1056.2 Information for Shippers 

(it) Prior to the execution of an order for 
service relating to the proposed 
transportation far an individual shipper, of a 
shipment of household goods as defined in 49 
CFR 1056.1 (b)(1). every motor common carrier 
holding out to perform the service shall cause 
to be furnished to the prospective shippers 
the following publications. 

(1) Publication OCP-100. Your Rights and 
Responsibilities Whan You Move, as 
prescribed in the appendix to this Section. 

(2) A concise eosy-to-road, accurate 
summary of any dispute settlement program, 
as provided in 49 U.S.C. 11711 and approved 
by the Commission, in which tha carrier 
participates. 

(b) Class I and II motor common carriers of 
household goods shall also furnish each 
prospective individual shipper. 

(1) A copy of the Form OCP-101. Annual 
ihurformonce Report, most recently filed with 
the Commission if the carrier is required by 
49 CFR 1056.19 to prepare and file such 
report. In lieu of furnishing a copy of the 
actual report the carrier may reproduce ant! 
distribute the reported data appended to 
Publication OCP-100 provided the data is 
reproduced on a separate page In the same 
format as that of the Form OCIM01 without 
alteration or amendment and without any 
subjective evaluation or commentary 
appearing on the same page os the required 
performance information¬ 
al A publication describing the customer 
complaint and Inquiry handling procedures 
established and maintained by the carrier as 
required by 49 CFR 1056.13. Included in this 
publication there shall be a telephone 
number. eltheT for a toll-free service or for a 
regular telephone service at which collect 
calls will be accepted, which the shipper may 
use to communicate with the principal office 
of the carrier. 

Proposed ft 10562 fAppendix) 

Requirements for Publication OCP-100, 
Your Rights and RaspansiNlities When You 
Move. 

General Requirements 

(1) The text, format and arrangement of the 
publication shall not be changed without the 
written approval of the Director. Office of 
Consumer Protection. Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

(2) The Director. Office of Consumer 
Protection. Interstate Commerce Commission, 
shall, within 60 days following the effective 
date of a decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission changing any rule or regulation 
published at 49 CFR 1056, cause to be 
published in the Federal Register a notice of 
amendment to Publication OCfMOO reflecting 
such change or changes. Future amendments 
to Publication OCP-100 will become effective 


60 days after publication In tin* Federal 
Register. 

(3) The dimensions of the publication shall 
be optional. Provided, however, the product 
of multiplying the length by the width shall 
be not less then 36 square Indies. 

(4) The color and design of the front and 
back cover of the publication shall be 
optional, providing, however, the only words 
printed or appearing on the front cover shall 
be Your Rights and Responsibilities When 
You Move . 

Comments and Discussion 

Since the definition of '‘individual 
shipper" has been broadened it is 
anticipated that all individuals moving 
their own household goods, regardless 
of who pays for the move, will be 
furnished with the required pre-move 
information. AH consumer groups and 
carrier organizetiuns. as well as many 
individual comments, drew attention to 
the foct that class 111 carriers should not 
be excluded from providing performance 
reports and written descriptions of thoir 
customer complaint procedures. The 
comments submitted provide no basis 
for a conclusion that the need for 
shipper information varies with the 
carrier’s size; therefore, these 
requirements will be made to apply to 
all classes of household goods carriers. 

The National Furniture 
Warehouseman’s Association (NFWA). 
the AMC, and most carriers and agents 
vigorously attack the proposal requiring 
carrier's and agents to maintain certain 
toll free telephone numbers or designate 
a number at which collect calU will be 
accepted. They generally argue that 
such a service would be an unjustified 
financial burden on the carriers, 
especially the numerous small 
businesses in the moving Industry. 
Consumer groups were generally silent 
on this proposal. 

Although many businesses maintain 
toll free telephone numbers, such a 
service is assumed voluntarily as a 
means of improving customer 
communications and enhancing sales. 
Comments have been submitted 
indicating that it would cost businesses 
many thousands of dollars to maintain a 
toll-free service. To mandate toll-free 
service or to require all moving 
companies to accept collect calls would 
impose an undue financial hardship on 
the smaller earners and agents. 
Therefore. this proposal will be modified 
to require carriers to list a telephone 
number which the shipper may use to 
communicate with the carrier, 
accompanied by a clear statement 
concerning who shall pay for such 
telephone calls. Having available this 
information, the informed shipper may 
select a carrier that offers the services 


and price options the shipper deems 
mo9t important. 

Several individuals and groups offer 
constructive suggestions for improving 
the readibility of Publication OCP-100. 
Your Rights and Responsibilities When 
You Move. 

Many of these suggestions have been 
adopted. The publication has been 
further modified to reflect changes made 
in the final rules. The publication 
appears in Appendix A. Lastly, any 
amendment to publication OCP-100 will 
be published in the Federal Register 
within 30 days (rather than the proposed 
60 days). 

Proposed ft 2056.3 Estimates of Charges 

(a) Binding Estimates. Motor common 
earners engaged in the transportation of 
household goods as defined in 49 CFR 
105ai(bHl) may provide in their tariff* for 
the preparation and furnishing to shippers of 
binding estimates of the costs which the 
thipprrs will be required to pay for the 
services included tn the estimates. Such 
estimates must be furnished in writing to the 
shipper or other person responsible for 
payment of the freight charges and a copy ol 
curb such estimate must be retained by the 
corner as an addendum to the bill of lading 
All such estimates shall have dearly 
Indicated on the face thereof that the 
estimate Is binding upon the carrier and tho! 
the charges shown ere the maximum charge* 
which will be assessed for the services 
identified In the estimate. 

(b) Mon-binding Estimates. Motor common 
carrier* engaged in the transportation of 
household goods as defined in 49 CFR 
1056.1(b)(lJ may. without churge. provide 
estimates of the approximate costs which will 
be assessed for the transportation of such 
shipments. Estimates of approximate costs 
shall not be binding on the earners providing 
such estimates. The final charges on such 
estimated shipments shall be those appearing 
in the carriers' tariffs applicable to the 
transportation. Non-binding estimates must 
be furnished in writing to the shipper or other 
person responsible for payment of the freight 
charges and « copy of each such estimate 
must be retained by the carrier as an 
addendum to the bill of lading. All such 
estimates shall have dearly indicated on tin 
face thereof that the estimate is not binding 
on the carrier and that the charges shown are 
the approximate charges which will be 
assessed for the services identified In the 
estimate. Non-binding estimates of 
approximate costs shall specify the units 
used in setting charges for alt tine-haul, 
accessorial and storage charge* and 
valuation or Insurance charges; the carrier's 
charge per unit; and the estimated units 
Included tn the estimate 

ft:) Estimated Charges RtHjvtred to he 
Entt?red on the Order for Service and Bill of 
Lading. Motor common carriers furnishing 
non binding estimates of approximate co*» 
under provisions of pargraph (b) shnll enter 
on the order for service, if an order for 
servirx* Is required to be prepared under the 
provisions of 49 CFR 1066.5. and the bill of 
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luding relating to the shipment the amount of 
the approximate charges estimated and the 
maximum amount required to be paid at time 
of delivery as provided in paragraph (d). 

(d) Maximum Charges Required to he /hiid 
At Time of Delivery on Collect on Delivery 
Shipments Subject to Non binding Estimates 
of Approximate Costs. At time of delivery of 
a collect on delivery shipment, except when 
such shipment is delivered to a warehouse 
for storage at the request of the shipper on 
which a non-binding estimate of the 
.>ppraximate costs has been furnished by the 
canter under the provisions of paragraph (b). 
the shipper or his or her representative may 
n quest delivery of the shipment upon 
payment, in a form acceptable to the carrier 
uf an amount not exceeding 110 percent of 
the estimated charges. The carrier shall 
relinquish possession of the shipment upon 
payment of not more than 110 percent of the 
estimated charges and shall defer demand for 
the payment of the balance of any final 
charges for a period of 90 days following the 
date of delivery. A carrier relinquishing 
possession of a collect on delivery shipment 
without payment of the total final charges 
under the provisions of this paragraph may 
require that the shipper or other person 
e xpansible for payment of the freight charges 
sign a 30-day nan interest bearing promissory 
note for the unpaid portion of the final 
charges as a condition precedent to 
rrlmquUhlng possession of the shipment. Any 
document used for this purpose must be 
dearly identified as a non-interest bearing 
promissory note rrquiring payment of a sum 
certain on a specific date and shall not be 
incorporated in or be part of any other 
document 

Comments and Discussion 

Nearly all parties filing statements 
had significant comments on this 
proposed rule. Individual agents 
generally did not favor the Commission 
permitting the use of binding estimates. 
The Commission, however must permit 
carriers to offer binding estimates. 
Section 4 of the Household Goods 
Transportation Act of 1980 (49 USC 
10734) provides that a carrier may 
establish a rate for the transportation of 
household goods which is based upon 
the carrier’s written binding estimate. 

Ilie only qualifications to the use of 
binding estimates is that provisions for 
Riving such estimates must be published 
in the carrier’s tariff and such estimates 
niusl be made available on a non- 
pn fercntial basis to shippers and must 
not result in charges to shippers which 
are predatory. 

The NFWA and several individual 
furriers request that a 60-day time 
limitation be placed upon the duration 
of all written binding estimates. We will 
not require any time limitation: 
however, an individual carrier may 
provide for such a time limitation for its 
binding estimates as long as the time 
limitation is reflected in the carrier’s 
tariff and is clearly shown on the 


written estimate. Subsection (a) of 
i 1056.3 has also been rewritten for 
clarity. The last sentence of Subsection 
(b) dealing with non-binding estimates 
has also been restated so that it must 
clearly describe the shipment and all 
services to be provided. Subsection (c) 
has also been rewritten for clarity 
without substantive change. 

Turning to subsection (d). the NFWA 
argues that the 110 percent rule be 
abolished and that carriers be able to 
retain possession of the shipment until 
full payment has been made. They also 
contend the proposed extension of the 
15 day grace period to 30 days is 
unwarranted, and that the use of a 
promissory note for any balance due is 
ineffective. The AMC also questions the 
need for a promissory note and 
maintains that a carrier be permitted to 
collect up to 120 percent of ihe 
estimated charges (non-binding) prior to 
relinquishing the shipment. 

Organizations representing consumer 
interests universally attack the 
requirement that the shipper must sign a 
promissory note for payment of the 
remaining amount due the carrier. They 
cite numerous reasons for their position, 
all of which in essence put the consumer 
or shipper at an unfair disadvantage to 
the carrier Inasmuch as there is no 
support in the record for the requirement 
and no valid reason for its retention, it 
will be deleted. 

Concerning the increase in time to 30 
days for an extension of credit, we 
believe that the 15 day increase is 
warranted. The additional time will 
make it easier for shippers to obtain the 
necessary funds to satisfy a contractual 
debt which was not reasonably 
anticipated. 

Contrary to AMC arguments, the 
Commission believes that the 110 
percent rule has generally benefited 
both shippers and carriers. The rule will 
not be changed. More accurate 
estimating practices, refusal to handle 
additional tendered items without a new 
estimate, and the use of binding 
estimates all permit a carrier to 9olve 
any problems arising in this area. 

Proposed % 1066.4 Pinal Charges on 
Shipments Subject to Minimum Weight or 
Volume Provisions 

(a) Motor common carriers engaged in the 
transportation of household goods, and 
defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1). providing 
service for individual shippers on rates based 
on the transportation of u minimum weight or 
volume shall pi lor to the execution of an 
order for service relating to shipments which 
appear to be subject lo minimum weight or 
volume based rates, advise the shipper of the 
minimum weight or volume based rates and 
the minimum line-haul charges applicable to 
the shipment. 


(b) Failure to comply with the requirements 
of paragraph (a) shall require and the 
governing tariff shall contain a rule providing 
that the final linchaul charges relating to 
such a shipment bu computed bused on the 
actual weight or volume of the shipment and 
the rate applicable to a minimum weight or 
volume shipment. 

Comments and Discussion 

NAVL contends that in order to 
comply with the proposed regulation the 
carrier will need to establish a form to 
document the shipper’s receipt of the 
notification of minimum charges. They 
argue that this is an additional 
paperwork burden on the carrier. The 
U.S. Office of Consumer Affairs 
(USOCA) states that, as written, the rule 
is unenforceable, since any dispute as to 
notice will be reduced to the agents 
word against the consumer’s. Their 
argument support NAVL's contention 
that a receipt form would be required. 
Inasmuch as the Commission is 
attempting to reduce the paperwork 
burden on carriers while still protecting 
the consumer, the proposed rule will be 
modified to require carriers to disclose 
any minimum or volume based rates and 
the minimum line haul charges on the 
order for service. This method of 
disclosure informs the prospective 
shipper of such minimum charges 
without burdening carriers with 
maintaining additional forms or filings. 

Proposal f 1056.5 Order for Service 

(u) Order For Sen ice Required. Every 
motor common carrier shall, prior to the 
receipt uf a shipment of household goods ns 
defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1) to be moved 
for an individual shipper, prepare tin order 
for service which contains the following 
minimum information: 

(1) Shipper's name, address and telephone 
number. 

(2) Consignee's name, address and 
telephone number. 

(3) Name, address and telephone number of 
the delivering carrier's office or agent located 
at or nearest to the destination of the 
shipment. 

(4) A toll-free telephone number, or the 
number of a telephono at which collect calls 
will be accepted, by which means the 
shipper/consignee may contact the carrlor. 

(5) Agreed pickup date and agreed delivery 
date, or in lieu of specific dates, the agreed 
period or periods of Ume within which 
pickup, delivery, or the entire move will be 
accomplished. If the shipment is to be 
transported on a guaranteed service basis, 
the guaranteed dates or periods of time or 
pickup, transportation and delivery end the 
penally or per diem requirements of the 
agreement shall be entered under this item. 

(6) Complete description of any special or 
accessorial services ordered. 

(7) Any identification or registration 
number assigned the shipment by the carrier. 
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(8) Amount of estimated approximate 
charges and method of payment of total 
charges and maximum amount required to bo 
paid at time of delivery to obtain possession 
ol the shipment hy the consignee or his 
representative under the provisions of 49 CFR 
1056.3(c). 

(9) Amount of charges required to be paid 
based on a binding estimate and thp terms of 
payment under that cstimote. 

(10) Whether the shipper requests 
notification of the charges prior to delivery 
and telephone number or address at which 
such communications will be received. 

(11) A statement concerning the shipper’s 
right to request the rewelghing of a shipment 
rending as follows: 

Important Information About the Rave igh tag 
of Your Shipment 

As the person responsible for paying the 
charges on a shipment of household goods, or 
a representative of that person, you have the 
right to requost the reweigh of a shipment 
weighed at the origin at any time prior to the 
octuul commencement of the unloading. The 
carrier is required to inform you of the total 
charges and the weight of the shipment 
before commencing unloading. The carrier 
and/or delivering driver must perform the 
reweigh as requested; you must he advised of 
the time and specific location where each 
weighing will be performed and you must be 
given a reasonable opportunity to be present 
to observe both weighings. 

Should the weight of the shipment as 
determined by the reweigh be greater or less 
than the weight now shown on the freight 
bill the carrier may recompute the total 
charges based on the reweigh net weight tf 
the net weight is increased and must reduce 
charges if the net weight Is decreased based 
on the rvweigh net weight if both the gross 
and tare reweighs ore performed on the same 
scale and are observed by the person 
responsible for paying the charges or a 
representative of that person or unless the 
right to observe the weighings is specifically 
waived. 

(11) Signatures Required The order for 
service shall be signed by the shipper or his 
or her representative who is ordering the 
service and by the carrier or its agent. A copy 
of the order for service shall be dated and 
furnished the shipper or hit or her 
representative at the time it is executed. 

(b| Amendments to an Order For Service* 
Following the preparation and signing of an 
Order For Service, any change or amendment 
of the agreed service dates, as provided in 
paragraph (a)(6) or the amount of the 
estimated charges or amount required to be 
paid at time of delivery, as provided in 
paragraph (a)(9). shall be in writing and must 
lie signed by the shipper or his or her 
representative who is ordering the service 
and by the carrier or its agent. A copy of the 
amendment shall be dated and furnished the 
shipper or his or her representative at the 
time it is executed. 

Comments and Discussion 

Consumer groups wont the order for 
service to be made available to all 
shippers. Since the definition of 
"individual shipper" in 5 1056 (b)(5) has 


been significantly broadened, most 
consumers moving would receive an 
order for service. The AMC suggests the 
order for service be renamed an 
ordering document. We see no basis for 
changing the name. Based upon the 
comments received and the decision not 
to require a toll-free telephone number, 
we have modified the contents of the 
order for service. We have added to this 
document the name, address and ICC 
docket number of the carrier who is 
responsible for performing the service. 
This gives the shipper vital information 
as to who he or she is actually dealing 
with. The shipper’s or consignee’s 
telephone number will be only required 
if it is available. Notice of minimum 
weight, volume based, or minimum line- 
haul churgcs must be Included in 
accordance with § 1056.4(a). Part (11) 
hos been deleted because this 
information is set forth in publication 
OCP-100. Finally, subsection (b) has 
been simplified. 

Proposed 4 1056.6 Receipt or Bdl of luiding 

(a) Issuance of a receipt or bill of lading . 
Every motor common carrier engaged in the 
transportation of household goods as defined 
in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1) shall issue a receipt or 
bill of lading at the time a shipment is 
received for transportation. The receipt nr bill 
of lading containing the minimum information 
required by Section 1056.6(b) and the tnnns 
and conditions of the contract shall be 
furnished to the shipper, or his or her 
representative, prior to the commencement of 
the loading of a shipment Provided, however. 
That the receipt or bill of lading when 
furnished to the shipper, or his or her 
representative, shnll not Impose on the 
currier any liability for the property to lie 
transported prior to the acceptance of the 
shipment for transportation as provided by 
Section 1056.6(c). 

(b) Minimum information required on a 
receipt or bill of lading. Whenever a receipt 
or bill of lading is issued in compliance with 
paragraph (a) of this section, the carrier shall 
cause to be included therein the following 
minimum information; 

(1) The name and address of the motor 
carrier issuing the receipt or bill of lading. 

(2) The names and addresses of any other 
motor carriers which will participate, through 
interline. In the transportation of the 
shipment. 

(3) The name, address and telephone 
number of the office of the carrier issuing the 
receipt or bill of lading that should be 
contacted in relation to the transportation of 
the shipment. 

(4) When the transportation is to be 
performed on a collect on delivery basis, the 
name, address and telephone number of a 
person to whom notification provided for in 
Section (1056.7(b) of the regulations in this 
part shall be given. 

(5) When the transportation is to be 
performed for un Individual shipper, and 
except when the transportation is to be 
performed subject to tariff provisions for 
guaranteed service dates, the agreed date or 


period of time for pickup of the shipment and 
the agreed dale or period of time for delivery 
of the shipment The agreed dates or periods 
of time for pickup and delivery entered on the 
receipt or bill of lading shall conform to tbe 
agreed dates or periods of time for pickup 
and delivery entered on the order for service 
or a proper amendment to the order for 
service. 

(6) When the transportation is to be 
performed subject to tariff provisions 
providing for guaranteed pickup, 
transportation and delivery service, the date* 
for pickup and delivery and the penalty or 
per diem entitlements due the shipper under 
the agreement. 

(7) The actual date of pickup. 

(6) The company or license numbers of the 
vehicle on which the shipment is loaded. 

(9) The terms and conditions for payment 
of the total charges. 

(10) When the transportation is to be 
performed on a collect on delivery basis and 
if a pre move estimate of the charges Is 
provided to the shipper, the maximum 
amount required to be paid at the time of 
delivery to obtain delivery of the shipment. 

(11) The released rates valuation statement 
required by 49 CFR 1307 201(c). 

(12) Evidence of any insurance coverage 
sold to or procured for the shipper, including 
the amount of the premium for such 
insurance. 

(c) Requirement for an inventory of items 
in a shipment. Every motor common carrier 
of household goods a« defined in 49 CFR 
1H56 1(b)(1) shall prepare an Inventory of the 
individual items Included in each shipment. 
The inventory shall cither be incorporated tn 
the format of the receipt or bill of lading 
issued at the time of tender and acceptance 
of the shipment for transportation or 
prepared on a separate inventory form. In the 
event « seporate inventory form is used, a 
tme copy of the completed inventory form 
shall be appended to, and become pari of. the 
receipt or bill of luding. The Inventory shall 
be signed by the carrier, or its representative. 
In the preparation of the inventory cartons, 
boxes and other similar shipping containers 
containing more than one item shall be listed 
on the inventory as one item- Items 
disassembled into their component parts for 
the purposes of transportation shall be listed 
on the inventory by a separate entry to 
identify each component part. 

(d) Copy of Receipt or Bid of Lading to 
accompany shipment . A copy of the receipi 
or bill of lading, with a copy of the completed 
inventory appended thereto, shall accompany 
a shipment at all times while in the 
possession of a carrier. When the shipment is 
loaded on a vehicle for transportation, the 
receipt or bill of lading shall be in possession 
of the driver responsible for the shipment 

Comments and Discussion 

Bused on comments submitted and in 
consideration of other changes mode in 
the final rules, some parts of this 
proposed rule have been modified or 
deleted. Subsection (a) has been 
modified to make clear that Issuance of 
a bill of lading is required prior to the

commencement of loading a shipment. 
Part (2) of subsection (b) has also been 
modified by requiring this information 
only when it is known to the carrier. In 
part (4) the telephone number is only 
required if it is made available to the 
carrier. The requirement for license 
numbers in part (8) has been deleted 
and the carrier identification number 
has been substituted. Part (9) has also 
been modified to include notice of any 
minimum charges. 

Subsection (c) has been deleted. 
Current regulations do not require the 
preparation of an inventory and the new 
legislation cannot be viewed as a 
directive to increase paperwork. It 
should be noted, however, that most 
carriers now prepare inventories and 
will likely continue to do so.

The carrier must 
advise the shipper or any other person 
entitled to observe the weighings of the time 
and specific location where each weighing 
will be performed and must give that person 

a reasonable opportunity to be present to 
observe the weighings. Waiver by a shipper 
of the right to observe any weighing or 
reweightng is permitted and docs not affect 
any rights of the shipper under these 
regulations or otherwise 

(b) Weight tickets. 

(1) The carrier shall obtain a separate 
weight ticket for each weighing required 
under this section except when both 
weighings are performed on the same scale 
one weight ticket may be used to record both 
weighings. Every weight ticket must be 
signed by the person performing the weighing 
and must contain the following minimum 
information: 

(1) The complete name and address of the 
scale owner or operator. 

(2) The date and time of each weighing. 

(3) Identification of the weight entries 
thereon as being the tare, gross and/or net 
weights. 

(4) The license number and State 
registration of the vehicle. In the event of the 
weighing of a tractor-trailer unit, the license 
numbers and State of registration of both the 
tractor and the trailer shall be entered. 

(3) The last name of the shipper as it 
appears on the Bill of Lading. 

(8) The carrier's shipment registration or 
Bill of lading number 

(7) The original weight ticket or tickets 
relating to the determination of the weight of 
a shipment must be retained by the carrier as 
part of the file on the shipment. All freight 
bills presented to collect any shipment 
charges dependent on the weight transported 
must be accompanied by true copies of all 
weight tickets obtained in the determination 
of the shipment weight. 

(c) Reweighing of shipments . 

Prior to the actual commencement of the 
unloading of a shipment, which shall not 
commence until the shipper or other person 
responsible for payment of the freight charges 
is informed in writing of the billing (net) 
weight and total charges duo. the shipper, or 
his or her representative, may request a 
reweigh of a shipment which was weighed to 


determine the transportation charges prior to 
the tender for delivery. Such request must be 
in writing on a form furnished by the carrier 
with the following notice printed thereon in 
contrasting color in letters at least double the 
height of any other print on the form: 

IMPORTANT—READ BEFORE 
REQUESTING REWEIGHING OF YOUR 
SHIPMENT. 

As the person responsible for paying the 
charges on a shipment of household goods, or 
a representative of that person, you have the 
right to request the reweigh of a shipment 
weighed at origin at any time prior to the 
actual commencement of the unloading. The 
carrier is required to inform you of the total 
charges and the weight of the shipment 
before commencing unloading. The carrier 
and/or delivering driver must perform the 
reweigh as requested, you must be advised of 
the time and specific location where each 
weighing will he performed and you must be 
given a reasonable opportunity to he present 
to observe both weighings. 

Should the weight of the shipment 4s 
determined by the reweigh be greater or less 
than the weight now shown on the freight 
bill, the carrier may recompute th« total 
charges based on the reweigh n«*l weight if 
the net weight is increased end must reduce 
charges if the net weight is decreased hated 
on the reweigh net if both the noss and tare 
reweighs are performed on th* same scale 
and are observed by the person responsible 
for paying the charges or a representative of 
that person or unless right »o observe the 
weighing is specifically waived. 

DO NOT SIGN TIHS REQUEST FOR 
REWEIGH UNTIL YOU HAVE 
THOROUGHLY READ AND UNDERSTAND 
THE ABOVE NOTICE 

A copy of the written request for reweigh 
must be given to the shipper, or his or her 
representative, at the time the request is 
made. The original request for reweigh must 
be retained by the carrier as part of the file 
on the shipment. 

Comments and Discussion 

NAVL. AMC and numerous individual 
carriers and agents submitted comments 
and proposed changes in this rule. 
Subsection (a)(1) will remain as 
proposed, except for the definition of 
"certified scale" which has been 
changed to include scales approved by 
state or local authorities. NAVL 
contends that a portion of Subsection 
(a)(2) would permit backweighing of a 
shipment only when suitable scales are 
not reasonably available at point of 
loading. NAVL argues that it is the clear 
intent of Congress that the Commission 
cannot prohibit or condition carriers 
from buckweighing shipments. 

We agree with NAVL’s comments in 
this regard and the final rule will be 
modified. The Household Goods 
Transportation Act of 1980 does not give 
the Commission discretion to impose 
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conditions on the use of buck weighing 
shipments. See 49 U.S.C. 11110(c). 

Subsection (a)(3) will be modified by 
deleting the second sentence which 
provides that no packing or crating 
materials or supplies shall be loaded on 
the vehicle at the time of tare weighing. 
Such a requirement is not in the existing 
rule and it interferes with carrier 
operations. Furthermore, it is 
unnecessary for the protection of 
shippers because if such items arc 
included in the tare weight it will result 
in lower charges to the shipper. 

The last sentence of subsection (a)(5) 
will also be deleted so ns to conform to 
the broadened definition of certified 
scales in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(4). 

Almost all parties submitting 
comments opposed the option given in 
subsection (a)(6) which permits the use 
of manufacturer's weight of automobiles 
in lieu of actual weights. Most parties 
agreed that the manufacturer's weight is 
inaccurutc because it does not include 
weight of such items as air conditioners, 
radios, spare tires and other accessories 
which might be added on by a dealer. 
Manufacturers* weights would also not 
include gasoline and any items placed in 
the automobiles by the shipper. Upon 
review of the comments, we believe this 
subsection should be deleted. A scale 
weight is required to ensure the 
automobile's true weight. The last 
sentence in subsection (a)(8) will be 
deleted to conform to the changes made 
in subsection (a)(3). The subsections 
have been renumbered for clarity. 

Turning to subsection (b) "weight 
tickets." we find that the evidence 
demonstrates that the actual address of 
the scale may be difficult to obtain: 
therefore, only its location will be 
required on the weight ticket. Similarly, 
there is no need demonstrated to have 
the time of each weighing indicated on 
the ticket. Such information would be 
impossible to verify. Subsection (b)(4) 
has also been modified to permit the 
company or carrier Identification 
number to be used on the weight ticket 
This change was necessitated since 
each vehicle may have several licenses. 

After carefully reviewing all the 
comments filed relating to subsection 
(c), we have decided to delete this 
section in its entirety and replace it with 
the following sentence: 

Before the actual commencement of 
unloading of a shipment and after the shipper 
is informed of the billing weight and total 
charges, the shipper, or hi» or Hpt 
representative, may request a reweigh of the 
shipment. The charges shall be based an the 
reweigh weight. 

This modification was necessitated by 
the fact that the proposed rule is entirely 
too confusing. It would impose a 


burdensome paperwork requirement on 
carriers without providing any evident 
protection to shippers. Publication OCP- 
100. which is required to be given to all 
individual shippers before the move, 
sets forth the shippers rights and the 
carriers' responsibilities in this area. 

Proposed 1 10588 Reasonable Dispatch 

(a) Except when accepted for 
transportation subject to tariff provisions 
providing for guaranteed pickup, 
transportation and delivery service on agreed 
dates; 

(1) Reasonable dispatch required. Each 
motor common carrier accepting shipments of 
household goods as defined in 49 CKK 
1056.1(a) for transportation for the account of 
individual shippers shall cause such 
shipments to be transported with reasonable 
dispatch as defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b). The 
carrier may publish tariffs which provide for 
the payment of per diem to the shipper when 
pickup or delivery does not fall on the dates 
or during the periods of time specified in the 
order for service. Incentive tariffs for 
expedited delivery may also be published. 

(2) Notification of delay in providing 
serxice with reasonable dispatch. Whenever 
a carrier is unable to perform either or both 
the pickup end delivery of a shipment being 
transported for an individual shipper on the 
dates or during the periods of time specified 
in the order for service, the carrier shat) 
notify the shipper or his or her representative 
by telephone or in person, at the carrier’s 
expense, of the delay. Such notification shall 
be given as soon as it becomes apparent to 
the carrier that it will be unable to provide 
the service In compliance with the terms of 
the order for service. 

(3) Carrier shipper agreement on extended 
dates or periods of time for the providing of 
service . At the time of notification of delay 
the carrier shall advise the shipper of the 
dates or periods of time that pickup and/or 
delivery can be mode and obtain the consent 
of the shipper to the amended dates or 
periods of time. If the notification of delay 
occurs prior to the pickup of the shipment, the 
amendment shall be in writing as required by 
49 CFR 10S6.4(b]. If the notification of delay 
occurs subsequent to the pickup of the 
shipment, the carrier representative notifying 
the shipper of the delay shall prepare a 
written record of the date, time and manner 
of notification and the amended date or 
period of time for delivery agreed to by the 
carrier and shipper, which record shall be 
retained by the carrier es part of its file on 
the shipment and a true copy thereof shall be 
furnished, by first class mail or in person, to 
the shipper. 

(b) False or misleading information. No 
carrier or carrier agent, employee or 
representative shall knowingly and willfully 
give false or misleading information as to the 
reasons for delay In picking up and delivering 
shipments. 

(c) Tendering for delivery. Except upon the 
request or concurrence of the shipper, or his 
representative, a shipment being transported 
for on individual shipper shall not be 
tendered for delivery prior to the agreed 
delivery date or period of time specified on 
the hill of lading: Provided however. That 


whenever a carrier is able to tender such a 
shipment for final delivery more than 24 
hours prior to such specified date or the first 
day of such specified period of time, and the 
shipper or his representative has not 
requested or concurred in such early delivery 
the carrier may. at its option, place the 
shipment In storage for its own account and 
at its own expense in a warehouse located in 
close proximity to the destination point of the 
shipment. Whenever a carrier shall sttrdse 
such option, it shall immediately notify the 
shipper of the name and address of the 
warehouse in which the shipment has been 
placed, and shall make and keep a record of 
such notification as a part of Ms record of 
shipment. The carrier's responsibility for the 
shipment under the term* and conditions of 
the bill of lading and Its responsibility for the 
charges for redelivery, handling and storage 
thereof shall continue until finol delivery: 
Provided, however. That the carrier's 
responsibility under the bill of lading shall 
not extend beyond the agreed delivery date 
or the firs! day of the period within which 
delivery was to have been accomplished as 
specified in the bill of lading. 

Comments and Discussion 

Consumer groups argue that 
reasonable dispatch rules should apply 
to all shippers. Inasmuch as the term 
"individual shipper" has been redefined 
and broadened, we believe that most 
shippers will be covered by this rule. 

The last two sentences of Subsection 
(a)(1) have been deleted. These deleted 
sentences would constitute redundant 
regulation since the Household Goods 
Transportation Act of 1980 expressly 
provides that carriers may publish 
tariffs for per diem payments and 
expedited delivery is implicit in this 
statutory scheme. See (49 U.S.C. 
10734(b)(1)). Many carriers and agents 
contended that a telephone number may 
not be available at a new residence and 
that many times it is not possible to 
notify a shipper in person of a delay. 

The use of a telegram has been included 
in subsection (a)(2) as another method 
of notifying a shipper of a delay in 
providing service with reasonable 
dispatch. 

Carriers. Industry associations, and 
individual agents vigorously otlack the 
proposed rule in subsection (a)(3) which 
would require obtaining the shipper s 
consent for setting a new pickup or 
delivery date. The USOCA suggests that 
the new dates should be "mutually 
agreeable" while the AMC offered 
alternative language which would 
permit the carrier to choose alternate 
dates which considers the needs of the 
shipper. The comments demonstrate that 
the rule, as written, is not practical. 
Requiring the shipper's consent to 
alternate dates not only can unduly 
delay subsequent shipments but may 
also impair the shipper's right to collect 
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Jamages for lute pickup or delivery. II is 
possible that carriers can use as a 
defense, the shipper s "consent" to an 
alternate date. On balance, we believe 
that the carrier can unilaterally set 
alternate pickup or delivery dates as 
long as the carrier takes into 
consideration the needs of the shipper. 
This substitute language offers the 
shipper the opportunity to consult with 
the carrier and arrive at an alternate 
period for service. The carrier will have 
every incentive to accommodate the 
shipper inasmuch as the shipper can sue 
for damages for breach of contract and 
penalties may be assessed for shipper 
harm after considering any good faith 
efforts of the carrier. 

Subsection (b) will be deleted since it 
is un unnecessary regulation.

( otrtnwnl and Discussion 

The Transportation Consumer Action 
brojecl (TCAP) and CU strongly 
‘Hsagree with the proposal to allow 
priors to charge for notification of 
c harge*. We believe that the clear intent 
® Congress in passing the Household 
(roods Transportation Act of 1900 whs 
*'> permit carriers to have the maximum 
n&xtbility in pricing their services: 
therefore* we will not require carriers to 
incur such costs even though it might be 
a good business practice to do so. Such 

Mness judgments will be left to the 

kpi place. We encourage consumers 


to shop around for the best price 
consistent with service meeting their 
needs. TCAP also contends that Ihe 24- 
hour notification requirement i* too brief 
and should be increased to 48 hours. 
NAVI, correctly points out that the 
proposed regulation is fundamentally 
incompatible with a earner’s statutory 
right to backweigh. where a shipment 
must be unloaded before the final 
charges can be computed. We believe 
the 24-hour notification period provides 
a reasonable opportunity for a shipper 
to acquire the necessary funds to pay for 
the move. If the move was performed 
under a non binding estimate, the 
shipper has known from the beginning 
the maximum amount he or she would 
be required to have available at the time 
of delivery (the 110 percent rule). 
Increasing the notification period to 48 
hours could unduly delay the delivery of 
a shipment, and thereby subject 
shippers to needless delays. Carriers 
choosing to backweigh shipments will 
be excluded from the 24-hour 
notification requirement since 
compliance would be Impossible. 

Proposed ft iOS&W Si&wd Receipt far 
Shipment Me Jea4e Prohibited 

No delivery acknowledgment on any 
shipping document to lie signed by the 
consignor at tune of delivery shall contain 
any language which purports to release or 
discharge the carrier or its agents from 
liability, other than a statement that the 
property has been received in apparent good 
condition except as noted on the shipping 
documents. 

Comments and Discussion 

No significant comments were 
received concerning this rule. The final 
rule has been made more clear. 

Proposed ft WSh tt Selling of Inuuranee to 
Shippers 

(a) When a shipment is released for 
transportation at a value not exceeding 60 
cents per pound per article, and the shipper 
does not declare e valuation of $1.25 or more 
per pound and pay or agree to pay the aimer 
for assuming liability for the shipment equal 
to the declared value, any common carrier of 
household goods as defined in 49 CKR 
1056 1(h)(1). or any employee, agent, or 
representative thereof, may sell or offer to 
sell or prucure for any shipper, any kind of 
insure nee. under any type of policy, covering 
loss c»r damage in excess af the specified 
currier liability to a shipment or shipments of 
household goods to be transported in 
interstate or foreign commerce by such 
carrier Provided, that the shipper Is issued a 
policy or other appropriate evidence of the 
insurance purchased, and a copy thereof ba 
furnished to the shipper at the time the 
insurance is sold or procured Carrier issued 
policies shall be written in plain English and 
shell denrty specify the nature and extent of 
coverage. Failure to issue a policy or other 
appropriate evidence of insurance purchased 


shall subject Ihe carrier to full liability for 
any claims lo recover for loss or damage 
attributed to the earner. 

(b) Any carrier offering or selling or 
procuring insurance* as provided in («) shall 
provide in its tariff for the provision of such 
service. The tariff shall also provide for the 
base transportation charge to include 
in sumption by Ihe carrier tor Full liability for 
the value of the shipment in the event a 
policy or other appropriate evidence of Ihe 
insurance purchased by the shipper is not 
issued lo the shipper at the time of purchase. 

Comments and Discussion 

Consumer organizations generally 
recognized and wore mindful of the 
previous abuses which prompted the 
Commission to prohibit the sale of 
insurance by carriers. They contend that 
if the Commission-decides to permit the 
sale of insurance by carriers, consumers 
should be protected by disclosure forms 
nnd a careful monitoring of the program 
of the Commission. 

Carrier associations did not offer 
significant comments or suggestions in 
this area, and some individual carriers 
suggested it was a bad idea because it 
would subject them to additional 
paperwork burdens. Some individual 
carriers suggested modified insurance 
regulations. NAVL strongly opposes the 
proposed rule. Some carriers suggest 
modified insurance regulations. They 
argue that if the proposed rule were lo 
be adopted carriers would be permitted 
to sell insurance with complete 
disregard to the current released rates 
order and circumvent the intent of 
Congress that the Commission monitor 
released rates. They contend consumers 
may be harmed because unsophisticated 
shippers may not be able to distinguish 
between bargain insurance with low 
rates and high deductible* and full 
coverage insurance with higher 
premiums. Moreover, they state that the 
proposed regulation would split 
responsibility for cargo loss and dumage 
between an insurance company and the 
carrier, thereby causing consumers 
numerous problems. Finally. NAVL 
contends dial the proposed regulation 
would ultimately minimize a carrier’s 
responsibility to exercise diligent cure in 
hundling household goods shipments. 

Based on the record before us. we 
have decided to odopt the proposed rule. 
Carriers will be permitted to sell 
Insurance if requested by Ihe shipper. A 
record of the insurance purchase will be 
required on the bill of lading and a 
policy or other appropriate evidence of 
insurance must be given to the shipper. 
This will protect shippers against the 
possibility that they may pay for 
insurance and find later that such 
insurance was not made effective. 
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Carriers or agents that find the 
paperwork requirements of this 
regulation too burdensome need not 
offer insurance. 

Proposer! 1 1056.12 Liability of Carriers 

(a) Liability restricted Except as provided 
tn 1 105611(a), common carriers by motor 
vehicle of household goods as defined in 49 
CFR 1056.1(b)(1) shall not assume any 
liability in excess of that for which they are 
legally liable under their lawful bills of lading 
and published tariffs. 

(b) Limitations of Liability. A common 
carrier by motor vehicle of household goods 
shall be liabte for loss of or damage to any 
articles caused by it while being transported 
or whilo being held for atoragein-transit. 
including incidental pickup or delivery, and 
including liability for loss or dumage to any 
article or applicance resulting from the 
servicing of such article or appliance by a 
third person engaged by the carrier to 
perform such service, to the extent provided 
in the outstanding released rates order: 
except that the carrier may exempt Its 
liability in the following instance: 

(1) No liability need be assumed for 
perishable articles included in the shipment 
without the knowledge of the carrier and a 
carrier accepting for shipment perishable 
articles may impose reasonable conditions 
necessary to insure the safe transportation of 
such commodities. 

(c) Storage in-transit A common carrier by 
motor vehicle of household goods holding 
goods for atorage-in-translt (S.t.T.) shall, no 
less than 10 days prior to the expiration of 
either the specified period of time during 
which the goods are to be held in such 
storage or the maximum period of time 
provided in the carrier's tariff for storage in- 
tmnsit. notify the shipper in writing (1) of the 
date of conversion to permanent storage. (2) 
of the existence of a nine month period 
subsequent to the date of conversion to 
permanent storage during which shipper may 
file claims against the carrier for loss and/or 
damage which occurred to the goods in 
transit or during the S.I.T. period, and (3) of 
the fact that on the date of conversion the 
liability of the carrier shall terminate und the 
property shall be subject to the rules, 
regulations, and charges of the 
warehouseman. Notification shall be by 
certified mail, return receipt requested. A 
common carrier by motor vehicle of 
household goods holding goods for storage- 
in-tranait for a period of time less than 10 
days shull. no less than one day prior to the 
expiration of the specified time during which 
the goods are to be held In such storage, give 
notification to the shipper of the information 
specified in paragraph (d)(11. (2), and (3) of 
this section, and maintain a record thereof ss 
pari of its record of the shipment. Failure or 
refusal of a carrier to notify the shipper In 
accordance with the foregoing shall 
automatically effect a continuance of carrier 
liability pursuant to the applicable tariff 
provisions with respect to S.I.T., until the end 
of the day fullowing the date upon which 
notice is given. 


Comments and Discussion 

No significant comments were . 
received regarding this proposed rule. It 
will be adopted as proposed. 

Proposed \ 1056.13 Complaint and Inquiry 
Handling 

(a) Class I and 11 motor common carriers 
engaged in the transportation of household 
goods as defined In 49 CFR 1056.1(a) shall 
establish and maintain a procedure for 
responding to complaints and inquiries from 
shippers for which such transportation is 
provided. As a minimum the procedure shall 
provide: 

(1) A means whereby shippers may 
communicate with the principal office of the 
carrier by telephone without expense to the 
shipper during the period of time commencing 
with the date of the signing of an order for 
service and ending with the data of final 
settlement of all claims arising out of the 
transportation as provided in 49 CFR 1005 or. 

If no claim is filed, the expiration of the 
period provided for the filing of claims. 

(2) The carrier shall retain and make pari 
of the file relating to a shipment o written 
record of all complaints and inquiries 
received from a snipper by any means of 
communication. The record shall include, as 
a minimum, the date of the complaint or 
Inquiry: the nature or description of the 
complaint or inquiry: the date of resolution or 
final handling of the complaint or inquiry and 
the full name of the carrier or employee 
responsible for the handling or resolution. 

(b) The carriers shall publish in their tariffs 
applicable to the transportation a full 
description of the complaint and inquiry 
handling procedure and shall not amend or 
otherwise change the published procedure in 
any manner which will result in the providing 
of a diminished complaint end inquiry 
handling procedure without filing notice of 
the amendment or change by appropriate 
amendment of the applicable tariffs. 

Comments and Discussion 

CU argues that the application of this 
rule should not be limited to Class I and 
II carriers. We agree that the rule, as 
revised, should apply to all carriers. 
Carrier organisations and individual 
carriers generally oppose this proposed 
rule as not being cost effective. AMC 
states that adoption of the proposed rule 
would entail significant additional 
expenses and enormous paperwork. 

Considering the record end all the 
comments we received on this Issue, we 
have decided to promulgate a final rule 
which deletes several requirements. As 
stated before, the final rule will apply to 
all earners. Subsection (a)(1) has been 
modified by deleting the requirement 
that the carrier absorb the expense of all 
telephone calls. We will leave this cost 
decision to the marketing practices of 
each carrier. Some large carriers may 
provide for free telephone service, while 
other carriers may decide that it is more 
economical and efficient to hove its 
local agent communicate directly with 


the shipper. Although we will continue 
lo require all carriers to maintain 
written records of all complaints, the 
final rule will not specify what minimum 
information must be maintained. This 
requirement is necessary to establish 
the time when possible shipper harm 
occurred and what actions were taken 
by the carrier to resolve the matter. 
Finally, subsection (b) will be entirely 
deleted. Very few consumers would ever 
hove access to. or interest in. a carrier s 
tariff. Moreover, forcing carriers to seek 
Commission approval to modify their 
internal complaint and inquiry 
procedures serves no purpose other than 
to inhibit innovation in providing such 
procedures. 

Proposed f 1056.14 Responsibility of 
Principal Carrier for Acts of Agents 

(a) Each principal carrier shall be 
absolutely responsible for all acts or 
omissions of any of its agents which relate to 
the performance of household goods 
transportation services (including accessorial 
or terminal services) In interstate or foreign 
commerce when those services are held out 
or performed for the principal carrier or when 
the shipper is led to believe that those 
transportation services would be performed 
by the principal carrier. 

(b) Each principal carrier shall use due 
diligence and reasonable care in selecting 
and maintaining agents who are sufficiently 
knowledgeable, fit, willing, and able to 
provide adequate household goods 
transportation services (including accessorial 
and terminal services), and to fulfill 
obligations imposed upon them by the 
Commission and by their principal 

Comments and Discussion 

This proposed rule will be deleted. 

The Household Goods Transportation 
Act of 1980 establishes the legal 
responsibility of principal carriers for 
the acts of their agents See 49 U.S.C. 
10934. A restatement of the statute 
serves no useful purpose. 

Proposed \ 105615 Reporting und 
Disclosure Requirements 

(a) For the purpose of Section 1050.14. 
agents employed by or providing 
transportation services for any principal 
carrier shall be defined as follows: 

(1) Prime agents are defined as all agents 
who are permitted or required under the 
terms of any agreement or arrangement with 
u principal carrier to provide any 
transportation service for or on behalf of the 
principal carrier, including the selling of of 
arranging for any transportation service, and 
who perform such services on other than an 
emergency or temporary' basis. 

(2) Military agents ore defined as all agents 
who are permitted or required under the 
terms of any agreement or arrangement with 
a principal carrier lo provide origin and/or 
destination services only on shipments 
transported on Government bills of lading 
issued by the Department of Defense, and 
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who perform such services on other titan an 
emergency or temporary basis. 

(3) Temporary agents are defined us all 
agents who are permitted or required under 
the terms of any agreement or arrangement 
with a principal carrier to provide origin and/ 
or destination services on bohalf of the 
principal carrier, excluding the selling of or 
arranging for any transportation service, and 
who perform such services on on emergency 
or temporary basis. 

(b) Each principal carrier must disclose the 
following information to each prospective 
prime agent and to each prospective military „

will do business. 

(2) Official names und addresses and

Common ts and Discussion 

The AMC end NAVL suggest that 
subsection (a) of the proposed rule 
should be redrafted to make clear that 
agents are not employees of carriers. 
The final rule has been modified 
accordingly. The NFWA strongly 
opposes subsection (b)(4). as proposed, 
since it gives carriers “unfettered 
discretion # • * to principals to 
terminate the agency relationship at 
will." They contend that this is 
unconscionable since an agent may 
potentially be released at anytime, for 
any reason, without notice. We believe, 
based on the record in this proceeding, 
that mutuality of obligation and 
commercial fairness require principals 
to furnish to prospective agents 
standards of termination. However, we 
will not impose any specific standards. 
Such standards should be left to 
business negotiation between the 
principal and agent prior to 
commencement of the agency 
relationship. 

Subsections (b) and (c) have been 
deleted as being unnecessary 
regulations. The final rule has been 
renumbered, re-entitled “Agency 
Agreements*’ and will appear as 49 CFR 
1056.14. 

Proposed | 2066.16 Collection of Freight 
Chargee on Household Goods Shipments 
involving Loss or Destruction in Transit 

(a) No motor common carrier of household 
goods in interstate or foreign commerce shall 
collect or shall require a shipper thereof to 
pay, any published freight charges (including 
any charges for accessorial or terminal 
services) when that shipment is totally lost or 
destroyed In transit. The provisions of this 
subsection shall apply only to the 
transportation of household goods as defined 
in $ 1056.1(b)(1) of these rules. 
Notwithstanding any other provisions of this 
subsection, a carrier shall collect, and the 
shipper shall be required to pay. any specific 
valuation charge that may be due. This 
subsection shall not be applicable to the 
extent that any such loss or destruction Is 
due to the act or ommission of the shipper. 

(b) In the event that any portion, but less 
than all. of a shipment of household goods is 
lost or destroyed in transit, no motor common 
carrier of household goods in interstate or 
foreign commerce shall collect, or shall 
rvquire a shipper thereof to pay. at the time of 
delivery, that proportion of its published 
freight charges (including any charges far 
accessorial or terminal services) 
corresponding to that portion of the shipment 
which is lost or destroyed in transit. In order 
to calculate the charges applicable to the 
shipment as delivered, the carrier shall 
multiply the percentage corresponding to the 
portion of the shipment delivered by the total 
chaign (including accessorial and terminal 
charges) applicable to the shipment as 


tendered by the shipper If the charges 
computed in the manner set forth above 
exceed the charges otherwise applicable to 
the weight or volume corresponding to the 
weight or volume of the shipment as 
delivered, the lesser of those charges shall 
apply. The provisions of this subsection shall 
apply only to (he transportation of household 
goods os defined in g 1056.1(b)(1) of these 
rules. Notwithstanding any other provisions 
of this subsection, a carrier shall collect, and 
the shipper shall be required to pay. that 
proportion of any accessorial or tarminal 
sen ices rendered which corresponds to the 
proportion of the shipment not lost or 
destroyed in transit and any specific 
valuation charge that may be due. In the 
event that any shipment of household goods 
to which this subsection applies shall sustain 
loss or destruction in transit amounting to 10 
percent or less of that shipment, by tveight or 
volume, notwithstanding any other provisions 
of this subsection. the carrier may collect 
freight charges (including charges for 
accessorial or terminal services) for that 
portion of the shipment lost or destroyed in 
transit; Provided, that such charges shall nol 
be considered due or owing to the carrier, 
and provided further that the carrier must, 
within 90 days of the date of delivery of any 
portion of that shipment refund to the 
shipper any charges (including charges for 
accessorial or terminal services] assessed for 
that portion of the shipment lost or destroyed 
in transit The provisions of this subsection 
shall not be applicable to the extent that any 
such loss or destruction is due to the act or 
omission of the shipper. Carriers shall 
determine, at their own expense, the weight 
or volume of that part of the shipment no! 
lost or destroyed in transit 

(c) The rights provided by this section are 
in addition to. and not in lieu of. any other 
rights which the shipper of household goods 
may have with respect to a shipment of 
household goods which is lost or destroyed, 
or partially lost or destroyed, in transit 
whether or not that shipper has exercised the 
rights provided in paragraphs (a) and (b) of 
this section. 

Comments and Discussion 

Consumer groups oppose the 
provision which would permit carriers to 
collect total freight charges where 10 
percent or less of the shipment was lost 
or destroyed and then allow the carriers 
90 days to refund any chatges assessed 
on the part of the shipment that was lost 
or destroyed. Upon review of the record 
we will delete this provision. There is no 
good reason why the shipper, w>ho has 
suffered loss, should be made to pay for 
any service not duly rendered. 
Furthermore, permitting a carrier to hold 
the aggrieved shipper’s funds for up to 
90 days is totally unreasonable. 

NAVL and AMC propose the 
Commission adopt a de minimus rule 
which would allow carriers to forego 
making refunds to customers in amounts 
of $10 or less (AMC suggests a $15 
limitation). We do not accept this 
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proposal. Although the carrier's 
processing C09ls may exceed the total 
amount due to a shipper, the fact 
remains that the shipper is entitled to be 
compensated for his or her loss. 

Proponed ft 1056.17 Collection of Freight 
Charges on Shipmentt Transported on More 
Than One Vehicle 

(a) Whenever a shipment of household 
goods, as defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(h)(1), is 
transported on more than one vehicle on a 
collect on delivery basis, the carrier 
delivering such split or divided shipment 
shall observe the requirements of 
subparagraphs (1). (2) and (3) in the collection 
of the charges. 

(1) The collection of the charges 
attributable to the transportation of the 
portion of the shipment transported on each 
vehicle may be deferred until all portions of 
the shipment are delivered, or. 

(2) Providing that all portions of the 
shipment have been weighted or that the 
total volume of the shipment has been 
determined and the final charges determined 
as if the entire shipment was transported on 
one vehicle, the carrier may collect at the 
time of delivery of any portion of the 
shipment that percentage of the final charges 
represented by the portion of the shipment 
tendered for delivery or. 

(3) In the event that the combined weight or 
volume of all portions of the shipment and 
the ftnn! charges due the carrier for the 
transportation of the entire shipment cannot 
be reasonably determined at the time any 
portion of the shipment is tendered for 
delivery, the carrier shall determine the 
weight or volume of the portion of the 
shipment being delivered and collect the 
charges due the carrier for the transportation 
of a shipment of that weight or volume: 
Provided That at the time of lender of 
delivery of the final portion of the shipment 
the total charges due the carrier for the 
transportation of the entire shipment shall be 
determined and the charges required to be 
paid at the time of delivery of the final 
portion of five shipment shall be not more 
than the difference between the total of the 
charges paid ut the time of delivery of 
previously delivered portions of the shipment 
and the total charges due from the 
transportation of the entire shipment. 

(b) In the event of the loss or destruction of 
any part of a portion of a shipment being 
transported on more than one vehicle the 
collection of charges as provided in 
paragraph (a) of this section shall also be in 
conformity with the requirements of 49 CFR 
1056.10. 

Comments and Discussion 

The final rule has been modified to 
make clear that it is the carrier who has 
the option of selecting the method of 
collecting charges. 

Proposed § 1056.IS Advertising by Motor 
Common Carrion of Household Goods 

(a) Rvery motor common carrier engaged in 
the transportation of household goods In 
interstate or foreign commerce, including any 
carriers providing any accessorial service 


incidental to or part of such Interstate or 
foreign transportation, shall include, and 
shall require each of its agents to include. In 
every advertisement as defined in ft 1056.1(d), 
the name or trade name of the motor carrier 
under whose operating authority the 
advertised service will originate, and the 
ccrtficate or docket number assigned to such 
operating authority by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission 

(b) Such certificate or docket number shall 
lie in the following form in every 

advertisement: 'ICC No. MC-" but 

shall not include any sub numbers which may 
have been assigned. 

(c) No motor common carrier engaged in 
the transportation of household goods, as 
defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(a). or any agent or 
other representative of such a carrier, shall 
publish or cause to be published or use any 
advertisement as defined In 1056.1(c), which 
is false, misleading or deceptive. 

(d) No agent of a motor common carrier 
engaged in the transportation of household 
goods, as defined in 49 CFR 1066(b)(1) which 
is also a motor common carrier of household 
goods under authority issued by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission shall, in 
the solicitation of the sale of transportation 
or transportation reluted services to be 
performed under the authority of the agent 
employ, use or distribute to a prospective 
shipper any sales literature, brochure, form, 
document or advertisement bearing the name, 
emblem, logo, certificate or docket number or 
any other written or printed matter, picture or 
color scheme which, regardless of intent, 
might cause the prospective shipper to 
assume or believe that the transportation or 
transportation services will be performed by 
any motor common carrier other than the 
agent. 

(e) No motor common earner engaged in 
the transportation of household goods as 
defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1). shall in the 
performance of such transportation employ, 
use or distribute any forms, documents or 
other written or printed material bearing a 
name, emblem, logo, certificate or docket 
number or any other written or printed 
matter, picture or color scheme which might 
cause the shipper, or his representative, to 
assume or believe that the transportation is 
being performed by any motor common 
carrier other than the carrier responsible for 
the issuance of the bill of lading, provided, 
however, the names and addresses of 
connecting carriers and agents employed in 
the performance of the service may appear on 
the bill of lading and other documents when 
required. 

Comments and Discussion 

Many individual agents strongly 
object to the inclusion of subsections (d) 
and (e). They argue that the regulation, 
as written, would require a double 
expenditure on all advertising and 
promotional material. Some agents 
pointed out that a literal reading of the 
regulation would require them to 
purchase two sets of vehicles because 
the sides of the trailers contain 
advertising. United Van Lines contends 
that subsection (d) would prohibit its 


agents from using any item which 
associated the agent with United when 
the agent was contracting under its own 
authority. This. United claims, includes 
tractors, trailers, single units, packing 
vans, driver’s uniforms, and packing 
materials. Upon consideration of the 
comments received, we Find that 
proposed subsections (d) and (e) should 
be deleted from the Final rule. 

Duplication of all advertising and 
promotional material constitutes an 
undue financial burden on the numerous 
agents who also hold individual 
authority. Such a regulation would 
further inhibit agents from seeking new 
or additional individual authority which 
would be contrary to the intent of both 
the Motor Carrier Act of 1980 and the 
Household Goods Transportation Act of 
1980. The shipper will be adequately 
protected against false, misleading and 
deceptive advertising by retention of 
subsection (c) and by the requirements 
of 49 CFR 1056.5(a)(1) which provides 
that the name, address, and I.C.C. 
docket number of the carrier responsible 
for performing the service be written on 
the Order for Service. 

Proposed ft 105619 Preparation and Filing

2. When random sampling is used, the 
minimum sample size in every instance shall 
be 400 shipments or claims, as appropriate, in 
replicates of 100 shipments or claims each. 

All samples must conform to standard 
deviation with a 65% confidence level. 

3. Carriers submitting Perm OCP-101 shall 
retain and make available for review by an 
authorized Commission employee all working 
papers, notes and other files relating to the 
preparation of each report for a period of not 
less than 24 months following the date of 
filing such a report 

Comments and Discussion 

Consumer organizations object to the 
design of the questions on the form 
which presents the carrier’s 
performance in an affirmative manner. 

In the past such questions were 
presented in a negative format; e.g„ 

What percentage of shipments were 
delayed? We believe the affirmative 
formal satisfies the numerous objections 
of the moving industry without 
significantly affecting the ability of the 
prospective shipper to select a carrier on 
tiie basis of past performance. For 
example, in the past, a shipper would 
probably select a carrier which had the 
lowest percentage of late deliveries. 
Under the proposed format, the same 
consumer would probably select a 
carrier with the highest percentage of 
on-time deliveries, all other things being 
equal. 

Public Citizen Congress Watch 
believes that carriers should not be 
permitted to use random sampling 
techniques in compiling (he annual 
report. We disagree. Properly controlled 
random sampling techniques produce 
statistically valid results without 
overwhelming the carrier with 
burdensome paperwork requirements. 

Carrier organizations suggest that the 
minimum dollar amount on claims which 
must be reported be increased from $50 
to $100 to account for tho effects of 
inflation over the past several years. We 
believe that there is adequate economic 
justification supporting the carriers 
position, The $50 guideline has been in 
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use for several years and an increase to 
$100 appears warranted. This increase 
would alleviate additional paperwork 
burdens without seriously affecting 
consumer knowledge concerning the 
carriers* handling of significant claims. 
The instructions to the annual 
performance report will be amended 
accordingly. Finally, it should be noted 
that the pack and crate carriers (so 
called Kingpack carriers) will not be 
required to prepare annual performance 
reports. 

Proposed 5 1 (*56-20 Use of Charge Cord 
Plans 

Motor common tamers of household 
goods. c» defined in 49 CFR 1058(bH1). may 
provide in their tariffs for the acceptance of 
charge cards for the payment of freight 
charges whenever shipments are transported 
under agreements and tariffs requiring 
payment by cash, certified check or money 
order payment by charge card shall be 
considered the same as payment by cash, 
certified check or money order. Any tariff 
rule or item permitting the acceptance of 
charge cards shall identify the charge card 
plans participated in by tne carrier. 

Proposed § 1322.6 Choree Card Plans Not 
Included (Under Credit Heguhtions) 

It is proposed to amend 11322.6 to read as 
follows: 

The provisions of this Part shall not apply 
to the payment of interstate transportation 
charges by use of charge cards as provided In 
49 CFR 1059.19 and when the shipper of 
household goods does not force an 
involuntary extension of credit by the earner 
by causing the charge card issuer to reverse 
the charge transaction and charge payments 
back to the carrier’s account. 

Comments and Discussion 

No substantive comments were 
received concerning these 
complementary proposed rules. It should 
be noted thot the acceptance of charge 
cards is left to the business judgment of 
each carrier. The final rule simply 
permits another puymenl option not 
previously available. 

Proposed Deletion of 49 CFR 1056 18 and 
1056.21 

Carrier organizations oppose the 
deletion of these existing regulations 
which taken together presently inhibit 
rate and service competition between 
carriers and their agents. The AMC 
argues retention of these rules is: 

(a) Not contrary to antitrust 
provisions 

(b) Needed to prevent shipper 
discrimination 

(c) Needed to prevent shipper 
confusion 

AMC stoles that deletion of these 
rules would: 

(a) Adversely affect pooling 
arrangements 


(b) Create a competitive relationship 
between principal and agent 
Considering all the above arguments 
we believe that the benefits derived 
from deletion of these two rules far 
outweigh any of the feared 
consequences. Deletion of the rules will 
permit price and service competition 
between and among principal carriers 
and their agents. The intention to foster 
such competition is now part of the 
National Transportation Policy and was 
the prime motivation, along with 
reduced regulation, for enactment of 
both the new motor carrier and 
household goods legislation. 

Proposed §{ 1005.1 and 1310.15 

No significant comments were 
received regarding these proposals. 

They will be adopted as final rules 
based upon the justifications contained 
in the notice of proposed rulemaking 
Section 1310.15 has been modified to 
conform to the decision in Ex Parte No. 
MC-19 (Sub-No. 34). Household Goods 
Transportation (Storage-ln-Transit 
Charges). 

This proceeding is not a major Federal 
action significantly affecting energy 
consumption or the quality of the human 
environment. 

The rules in 49 CFR 1056 are vacated, 
except the performance report form 
required by rule 1056.16 w hich will 
remain in effect until the Office of 
Management and Budget (OMB) 
approves the proposed form. 

We adopt the rotes set forth in 
Appendix B. 

This action is taken under the 
authority of 49 U.S.C. 10321.11100.

Introduction 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
(ICC) regulations protect consumers on 
interstate moves and define the rights 
and responsibilities of consumers and 
movers. 

The mover gives you this pamphlet to 
provide information about your rights 
and responsibilities as a shipper of 
household goods. You should talk to 
your mover if you have further 
questions. The mover will also furnish 
you with a pamphlet describing its 
procedure for handling your questions 
and complaints. The pamphlet includes 
a telephone number you cun call to 
obtain additional information about 
your move. 

If. after discussing your move with the 
mover, you still need information or 
assistance, you may obtain help from 
the National Consumer Assistance 
Center. Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Washington. D.C. 20423. or 
by calling the center using the toll-free 
number (B00) 424-9312 (275-0860 within 
the District of Columbia). 

Moving Service Questionnaire 

Included with this pamphlet is a brief 
questionnaire which we ask you to 
complete and mail, postage free, to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission s

tMirnates 

Although the ICC cannot requiro that 
moving companies give estimates most 
movers do provide estimates when 
requested. There are two types of 
estimates, binding and non-binding. 

Binding Estimates 

I he mover may charge you for 
providing a binding estimate. 


mover's services either call or write to 
the National Consumer Assistance 
Center mentioned above. 


Binding estimates must clearly 
describe the shipment and all services 
provided. 

When you receive a binding estimate, 
you cunnot be required to pay any more 
than the amount of the estimate. To be 
effective, a binding estimate must be in 
writing and a copy given to you before 
you move. A copy of the binding 
estimate must also be attached to the 
bill of lading. 


If you agree to a binding estimate, you 
ore responsible for paying the charges 
by cash, certified check, or money order 
at time of delivery unless the mover 
agreed before you move to extend credit 
or to accept payment by charge card. If 
you are unable to pay the amount 
required at the time the shipment is 
delivered, the mover may place your 
shipment in storage at your expense 
until the charges are paid. 

Non-Binding Estimates of Approximate 
Cost 

The mover is not permitted to charge 
forgiving a non-binding estimate. 

A non-binding estimate does not bind 
the mover. When you receive a non* 
binding estimate there is no guarantee 
that the final cost will not be more than 
the estimate. 

Non-binding estimates must be in 
writing and clearly describe the 
shipment and all services provided. Any 
time a mover provides such an estimate 
it is required that the amount of the 
charges estimated must be entered on 
the order for serv ice and bill of lading 
relating to your shipment. If you are 
given a non-binding estimate, do not 
sign or accept the order for service or 
bill of lading unless the amount 
estimated is entered on each form when 
prepared by the mover. 

If you are given a non-binding 
estimate, the mover cannot require you 
to pay more than the amount of the 
original estimate plus 10 percent, at time 
of delivery. You will then have at least 
30 days after the date of delivery to pay 
any remaining charges. 

If you request the mover to provide 
more sendees than those included in the 
estimate. the mover may demand full 
payment for those add(*d sendees at 
time of delivery . 

Order for Service 

Moving companies are required to 
prepare an order for service on every 
shipment transported for an individual 
shipper. You are entitled to a copy of the 
order for service when it is prepared. 

The order for service is not a contract. 
Should your move be cancelled or 
delayed or if you decide not to use the 
services of the mover, you should 
promptly cancel the move. 

Should there by any change in the 
dates on which you and the mover 
agreed that your shipment will be 
picked up and delivered, or any change 
in the non-binding estimate, the mover

Bill of Lading Contract 

The bill of lading is the contract 
between you and the mover. The mover 
is required by law to prepare a bill of 
lading for every shipment it transports. 
The information on a bill of lading is 
required to be the same information 
shown on the order for service. The 
driver who loads your shipment must 
give you a copy of the bill of lading 
before loading your furniture. You must 
also sign the bill of lading. 

// is your responsibility to read the 
bill of Jading before you sign it If you 
do not agree with something on the bill 
of lading do not sign it until you are 
satisfied that the bill of lading shows 
what service you want 

The bill of lading requires the mover 
to provide the service you have 
requested, and you must pay the mover 
the charges for the service. The bill of 
lading is an important document . Do not 
lose or misplace your copy. Have it 
uvailable until your shipment is 
delivered, ail charges are paid and all 
claims, if any. are settled. 

Inventory 

At the time the mover's driver loads 
your shipment he or she, although not 
required to do so. usually Inventories 
your shipment listing any damage or 
unusual wear. The purpose of this is to 
make a record of the condition of each 
item. If the driver does not make an 
inventory you should make one yourself. 

After completing the inventory, the 
driver will usually sign each page and 
ask you to sign each page. It is 
important before signing that you make 
sure that the inventory lists every item 
in your shipment and that the entries 
regarding the condition of each item are 
correct. You have the right to note any 
disagreement. When your shipment is 
delivered if an item is missing or 
damaged, your ability to recover from 
the mover for any loss or damage may 
depend on the notations made. 

The driver will give you a copy of 
each page of the inventory. Attach the 
complete inventory to your copy of the 
bill of lading. It is your receipt for the 
goods. 

At the time your shipment is 
delivered, it is your responsbility to 
check the items delivered against the 
items listed on your inventory. The 
driver usually places a small numbered 
tag on each item as the inventory is 
prepared. The numbers should 
correspond to the numbered items on 
the inventory form and facilitate 


checking off the items off as they are 
brought into your new residence. Check 
each item for damage that did not exist 
when the shipment was loaded. If new 
damage is discovered, make a record of 
it in the space provided on the inventory 
form. Be sure to call the damage to the 
attention of the driver and request that a 
record of the damage be made on the 
driver's copy of the inventory. 

After the complete shipment is 
unloaded, the driver will request that 
you sign the driver’s copy of the 
inventory to show that you received the 
items listed. Do not sign the inventory 
until you have assured yourself that it is 
accurate and that proper notations hove 
been entered on the form regarding any 
mission or damaged items. When you 
sign the inventory at the time of 
unloading, you are giving the driver a 
receipt for your goods. 

Shipments Subject to Minimum Weight 
or Volume Charges 

Movers usually have a minimum 
weight or volume charge for transporting 
a shipment. Usually the minimum is the 
charge for transporting a shipment of at 
least 500 pounds. 

If your shipment appears to weight 
less than the mover's minimum weight, 
the mover is required to advise you on 
the order for service of the minimum 
cost before agreeing to transport the 
shipment. Should the mover fail to 
advise you of the minimum charges and 
your shipment is less than the minimum 
weight, the final charges must be based 
on the actual weight instead of the 
minimum weight. 

Determining the Weight of Your 
Shipment 

If charges are to be based upon weight 
of the shipment, the mover is required to 
weigh the shipment. Unless your 
shipment weighs less than 1,000 pounds 
and can be weighed on a warehouse 
platform scale, the mover is required to 
determine the weight of your shipment 
by one of the following processes. 

Origin Weighing —If your shipment is 
weighed in the city or area from which 
you are moving, the driver is required to 
weigh the truck on which the shipment 
is to be transported before coming to 
your residence. This Is called the tare 
weight. At the lime of this first weighing 
the truck may already be partially 
loaded with one or more other 
shipments. This will not effect the 
weight of your shipment. The truck 
should also contain pads, dollies, 
hundtrucks. ramps, and other equipment 
normally used in the transportation of 
household goods shipments. 

After loading, the truck will be 
weighed again to obtain the loaded 


weight, called the gross weight The net 
weight of your shipment is then 
obtained by subtracting the tare weight 
from the gross weight. 

Destination Weighing-- The mover is 
also permitted to determine the weight 
of your shipment at the destination at 
the time of unloading. The fact that a 
shipment is weighed at the destination 
instead of at the origin will not affect the 
accuracy of the weight of your shipment 
The most important difference is that 
the mover will not be able to determine 
the exact charges on your shipment 
before it is unloaded. 

Destination weighing is done in 
reverse to origin weighing. After arriving 
in the city or area to which you are 
moving, the driver will weigh the truck, 
with your shipment loaded on it to 
obtain the gross weight before coming to 
your new residence to unload. After 
unloading your shipment, the driver will 
again weigh the truck to obtain the tare 
weight. The net weight of your shipment 
will then be obtained by subtracting the 
tare weight from the gross weight. 

Each time a weighing is performed the 
driver is required to obtain a weight 
ticket showing the date and place of 
weighing and the weight obtained The 
ticket must also have your name and 
shipment number entered on it along 
with the ID number of the truck. The 
ticket must be signed by the person who 
performed the weighing. If both the 
empty (tare) and loaded (gross) 
weighings are performed on the same 
scale, the record of both weighings may 
be entered on one weight ticket. 

At the time the mover gives you the 
freight bill to collect the charges, a copy 
of every weight ticket relating to your 
shipment must accompany your copy of 
the freight bilL 

You have the right to observe every 
weighing. The mover is required to 
inform you of the specific location of 
each scale that will be used and to 
allow you a reasonable opportunity to 
be present. If you desire to observe 
either or both of the weighings, you 
should tell the mover at the time the 
order for service is prepared or. in any 
event, before the day of your move. 1 his 
will enable the mover to contact you 
before the weighing to advise you of the 
location of the scale. 

Reweighing of Shipments 

If your shipment is weighed at origin 
and you agree with the mover that you 
will pay the churges at time of delivery, 
the mover Is required to give you written 
notice of the weight and charges on your 
shipment before commencing to unload 
at your destination residence. If you 
believe that the weight is not accurate. 
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you have the right to request that the 
shipment be reweighed before 

unloading. 

The mover is not permitted to charge 
for the rewelghing. If the weight of your 
shipment at the time of the reweigh is 
different from the weight determined at 
origin, the mover must recompute the 
charges based on the reweigh weight. 

Before requesting a reweigh, you may 
find it to your advantage to estimate the 
weight of your shipment using the 
following method: 

(1) Count the number of items in your 
shipment. Usually there will be either 30 
or 40 itoms listed on each page of the 
inventory, For example, if there are 30 
items per page and your inventory 
consists of four complete pages and a 
fifth page with 15 items listed, the total 
number of items will be 135. if an 
automobile is listed on the inventory do 
not include that item in the count of the 
total items . 

(2) Subtract the weight of any 
automobile included in your shipment 
from the total weight of the shipment. If 
the automobile was not weighed 
separately, its weight can be found on 
the title or license receipt. 

(3) Divide the number of items in your 
shipment into the weight. If the average 
weight resulting from this exercise 
ranges between 35 and 45 pounds per 
article, it is unlikely that a reweigh will 
prove beneficial to you and could result 
in your payment of higher charges. 

F.\perience has shown that the 
average shipment of household goods 
will weigh about 40 pounds per item. If a 
shipment contains a large number of 
heavy Items, such as cartons of books, 
boxes of tools or heavier than average 
furniture, the average weight per item 
may be 45 pounds or more. 

Picking Up and Delivering Shipments on 
ihe Agreed Dates 

Agree with your mover on set times 
fur pick up and delivery. You and your 
mover must reach an agreement as to 
when your shipment is to be picked up 
and delivered. It is your responsibility to 
hjturmine on what date, or between 
vvu*t dates, you need to have the 
shipment picked up and on what date or 
■^tween what dates, you require 
delivery It is the mover’s responsibility 
0 te *l you if the service can be provided 
on or between those dates or, if not, on 
wh.it other dates the service can be 
provided. 

In the process of reaching an 
^reemenl with a mover it may be 
necessary for you to alter your moving 
dnd f rHV el plans if no mover can provide 
^rvice on the specific dates you desire 

Uo not agree to have your shipment 
^ • Kt d up or delivered ‘'as soon as 


possible." The dates or periods of time 
you and the mover agree on should be 
definite. 

Once an agreement is reached on the 
dates service is to be provided, the 
mover is required to enter those dates 
on the order for service. Do not sign or 
accept an order for service that does not 
have the agreed dates for service 
entered on the form. Do not sign or 
accept an order for service which has 
dates for the pickup or delivery entered 
on it which are different from those 
dates to which you have agreed. The 
dates you have agreed upon must also 
be entered on the bill of lading and 
become part of your contract with the 
mover. 

Once your goods are loaded, the 
mover is contractually bound to provide 
the service described in the bill of 
lading. The only defense for not 
providing the service on the dates called 
for in the contract is the "defense of 
force majeure." This is a legal term 
which means that if circumstances 
which could not have been foreseen and 
which are beyond the control of the 
mover prevent the performance of the 
service as agreed to in the bill of lading, 
the mover is not responsible for 
damages resulting from the non¬ 
performance. 

If. after an order for service is 
prepared, the mover is unable to make 
pickup or delivery on the agreed upon 
dates, the mover is required to notify 
you by telephone, telegram or in person 
about the delay. The mover must at that 
time tell you when your shipment can be 
picked up or delivered. If for any reason 
you are unable or unwilling to accept 
pickup or delivery on the dates named 
by the mover, you should attempt to 
reach agreement with the mover on 
alternate dates. 

The establishment of a delayed 
pickup or delivery date does not relieve 
the mover from liability for damages 
resulting from the failure to provide 
service as agreed. However, when you 
are notified of alternate delivery dates it 
is your responsibility to be available to 
accept delivery on the dates specified 
to. If you are not available and willing to 
accept delivery, the mover has the right 
to place your shipment in storage at 
your expense or hold the shipment on its 
truck and assess additional charges. 

If after the pickup of your shipment. 
vou request the mover to change the 
delivery date, most movers will agree to 
do so providing your request will not 
result in unreasonable delay to their 
equipment or interfere with another 
customer’s move. However, the mover is 
not required to consent to amended 
delivery dales und has the right to place 
your shipment in storage at your 


expense if you are unwilling or unable 
to accept delivery on the date agreed to 
in the bill of lading. 

If the mover fails to pick up and 
deliver your shipment on the date 
entered on the bill of lading and you 
have expenses you otherwise would not 
have had, you may be able to recover 
those expenses from the mover. This is 
what is called an inconvenience or 
delay claim. Should a mover refuse to 
honor such a claim and you continue to 
believe that you are entitled to be paid 
damages, you may sue the mover. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 
no authority to order the mover to pay 
such claims . 

While it is hoped that your shipment 
will not be delayed, you should consider 
this possibility and find out before you 
agree for a mover to transport your 
shipment what payment you can expect 
if the service is delayed through the 
fault of the mover. 

Space Reservations, Expedited Sendee, 
Exclusive Use of a Vehicle and 
Guaranteed Pickup and Delivery 

It is customary for movers to offer 
price and service options. 

The total cost of your move may be 
increased if you want additional or 
special service. Before you agree to have 
your shipment moved under a bill of 
lading providing special service, you 
should have a clear understanding with 
the mover what the additional cost will 
be. You should always consider that you 
may find that other movers who can 
provide the service you require without 
requiring that you pay the additional 
charges. 

One service option is a space 
reservation . If you agree to have your 
shipment transported under a space 
reservation agreement, you are required 
to pay for a minimum number of cubic 
feet of space in the moving van 
regardless of how much space in the van 
is actually occupied by your shipment. 

Another service option is expedited 
service to aid shippers who must have 
their shipments transported on or 
between specific dates which the mover 
could not ordinarily agree to do in its 
normal operation. 

Another customary service option is 
exclusive use of a vehicle . If for any 
reason you desire or require that your 
shipment be moved by itself on the 
mover’s truck or trailer, most movers 
will provide such service. 

Still another service option is 
guaranteed service on or between 
agreed dates. If you take this service 
option you enter into an agreement with 
the mover that provides for your 
shipment to be picked up, transported to 
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destination and delivered on specific 
guaranteed dates. If the mover fails to 
provide the service as agreed, you are 
entitled to be compensated at a 
predetermined amount or a daily rate 
(per diem) regardless of the expense you 
actually might have incurred as result of 
the mover’s failure to perform. 

Before requesting or agreeing to any 
of these price and service options, be 
sure to ask the mover's representative 
about the final costs you will be 
required to pay and consider all possible 
alternatives if you feel that the charges 
will be more than you are willing to pay. 

Notification of Charges 

You must advise the mover at the time 
you make the arrangements for the 
move if you wish to be notified of the 
weight or volume and charges on your 
shipment. You are required to give the 
mover a telephone number or address at 
which the notification will be received. 

The mover must notify you of the 
charges at least one 24-hour weekday 
prior to the delivery, unless when the 
shipment is to be delivered the day after 
pickup. The 24-hour requirement does 
not apply when you obtain an estimate 
of the costs prior to the move or when 
the shipment is to be weighed at the 
destination. 

Receipt for Delivery of the Shipment 

At the time of delivery the mover 
expects you to sign a receipt for your 
shipment. This is usually accomplished 
by having you sign each page of the 
mover’s copy of the inventory. 

Movers are prohibited from having 
you to sign a receipt which relieves the 
mover from all liability for loss or 
damage to the shipment. Do not sign any 
receipt which does not provide that you 
are signing for your shipment in 
apparent good condition except os noted 
on the shipping documents . 

The Mover’s Liability for Loss or 
Damage 

All moving companies are required to 
assume liability for the value of goods 
which they transport. However, there 
are different levels of liability, and 
consumers should be aware of the 
amount of protection provided and the 
charges for each plan. 

First, unless you make specific 
arrangements otherwise, the mover is 
required to assume liability for the 
entire shipment at an amount equal to 
$1.25 per pound times the weight of your 
shipment. For example, if your shipment 
weighs 4000 pounds, the mover will be 
liable to you for loss or damage up to 
$5000. Though you have made no 
specific arrangements for this plan, the 
mover is entitled to charge you $5.00 for 


each $1000 of liability beyond the 
‘released*value" (which will be 
discussed below) of your shipment. 

Under this arrangement, if you shipped a 
10 pound painting valued at $1000 in 
your 4000 pound shipment, you could 
collect for the full value of the painting if 
it was lost or damaged. Under this plan, 
our valuables are somewhat protected, 
ut you pay for It. 

Next if the value of your shipment 
exceeds $1.25 per pound, you may 
obtain additional liability protection 
from the mover. You do this by declaring 
a specific dollar value for your 
shipment The amount you declare must 
exceed $1.25 per pound times the weight 
of the shipment. If you declare that your 
4000 pound shipment is worth $10,000. 
the mover will charge you $5.00 for each 
$1000 of declared value, which in this 
case would result in a charge of $50.00. 

If you ship articles that are usually 
expensive, such as art or antiques, be 
sure to declare its full value. You must 
do this in writing. 

The least amount of liability a mover 
can assume when transporting your 
goods is the “released value" referred to 
above. Movers publish what are known 
as released value rates. Under such 
rates, the mover assumes liability for 
not more than 60 cents per pound, per 
article. Under this arrangement, if that 
10 pound painting which was described 
in the previous example were lost or 
damaged, and you had agreed to 
released value shipment, the mover 
would be liable for not more than $6.00. 
Obviously, the consumer should think 
carefully before agreeing to such on 
agreement. There is no extra charge for 
this minimal protection, but you must 
sign a specific statement on the bill of 
lading agreeing to it. Remember that 
unless you do sign such an agreement, 
the mover is liable for $1.25 per pound, 
and can charge you for it. 

The mover pays for loss or damage in 
each of the three forms of liability 
described above. These are not 
insurance agreements. An additional 
option for the consumer is to agree to 
the released value transportation and 
obtain insurance directly from the 
moving company or from an insurance 
company Your regular insurance 
company should be able to quote you a 
rate for your move. Some consumers 
have found this to be an inexpensive 
and satisfying alternative. 

Your mover can sell you or procure for 
you liability insurance in the amount 
you require if you release your shipment 
for transportation at a value of 60 cents 
per pound per article. In the event of 
loss or damage which is the 
responsibility of the mover the mover 
would be liable only for an amount not 


exceeding 60 cents per pound per article 
and the balance of the loss would be 
recoverable from the insurance 
company up to the amount of insurance 
purchased. The mover’s representative 
can advise you of the availability of 
such liability insurance and the cost per 
$1.000 of coverage. 

If you purchase liability insurance 
from or through the mover, it is required 
that the mover issue a policy or other 
written record of the purchase and to 
provide you with a copy of the policy or 
other document at the time of purchase 
If the mover fails to comply with this 
requirement it becomes fully liable for 
any claim for loss or damage attributed 
to its negligence. 

Complaints and Inquiries About the 
Mover's Service 

All movers are expected to respond 
promptly to complaints or inquiries from 
their customers. Should you have a 
complaint or question about your move, 
you should first attempt to obtain a 
satisfactory response from the mover’s 
local agent, the sales representative who 
handled the arrangements for your 
move, or the driver assigned to your 
shipment 

If for any reason you are unable to 
obtain a satisfactory response from one 
of these persons, you should then 
contact the mover’s principal office. 
When you make such a call be sure to 
have available your copies of all the 
documents relating to the move. 
Particularly important is the number 
assigned to your shipment by the mover 

If you do not receive a satisfactory 
answer, you may contact the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s National 
Consumer Assistance Center. The toll* 
free telephono number is (800) 424-41312 
(In the Washington, D.C., dialing area, 
call 275-0860.) The mailing address is: 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
National Consumer Assistance Center. 
Washington. D C. 20423. 

Anytime you call the National 
Consumer Assistance Center regarding 
your shipment, please have available 
the name of the mover and the number 
assigned to your shipment. If you write 
to the Center, be sure to include that 
information in your letter. 

All interstate moving companies are 
required to maintain a complaint and 
Inquiry procedure to assist their 
customers. At the time you make the 
arrangements for your move, you should 
ask the mover's representative for a 
description of the mover's procedure, 
the telephone number to be used to 
contact the carrier and whether the 
mover will pay for such telephone calls 
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Payment of the Transportation Charges 

A1 the time of payment of the 
transportation charges, the mover is 
required to give you a freight bill 
identifying the service provided and the 
charge for each service. It is customary 
for most movers to use a copy of the bill 
of lading as a freight bill; however, some 
movers use an entirely separate 
document for this purpose. 

Except in those instances where a 
shipment is moving on a binding 
estimate, the freight bill must 
specifically identify each service 
performed, the rate per unit for each 
service, and the total charges for each 
service. Do not accept or pay a freight 
hilt which does not contain this 
information. 

If your shipment was transported on a 
collect on delivery basis (COD), you will 
be expected to pay the total charges 
appearing on the freight bill at the time 
of delivery unless the mover provided a 
non-binding estimate of approximate 
cost and the total charges for the 
services included in the estimate exceed 
110 percent of the estimated charges. 

It is customary for movers to provide 
in their tariffs that freight charges must 
be paid in cash, by certified check, or 
money order. When this requirement 
exists, the mover will not accept 
personal checks. At the time you make 
imingements for your move, you should 
ask the mover about the form of 
payment that is acceptable. 

Some movers permit payment of 
freight charges by use of a charge card. 
However, do not assume that because 
you have a nationally recognized charge 

credit card that it will be acceptable 
for payment. Ask the mover at the time 
die arrangements are made. 

If you do not pay the transportation 
charges at the time of delivery the 
mover has the right under the bill of 
lading to refuse to give you your goods. 
The mover may place them in storage at 
your expense until the charges are paid. 

If. before payment of the 
transportation charges, you discover an 
error in the charges, you should attempt 
to correct the error with the driver, the 
mover’s local agent, or by contacting the 
mover’s main office. If an error is 
discovered after payment, you should 
write the mover (the address will be on 
the freight bill) explaining the ereor and 
request a refund. 

Movers customarily check all 
shipment files and freight bills after a 
move has been completed to make sure 
■he charges were accurate. If an 
overcharge is found you will be notified 
and a refund made. If an undercharge 
occurred you will be billed for the 
additional charges due. 


Payment of the Transportation Charges 
on Shipments Transported on Two or 
More Vehicles 

Although all movers try to move each 
shipment on one truck it becomes 
necessary at times to divide a shipment 
among two or more trucks. This 
frequently occurs when an automobile is 
included in the shipment and it is 
transported on a vehicle specially 
designed to transport automobiles. 

When this occurs your transportation 
charges are the same as if the entire 
shipment moved on one truck. 

If your shipment is divided for 
transportation on two or more trucks 
you are not required to pay the total 
charges until all portions of the 
shipment have been delivered. 

However, as each portion of the 
shipment is delivered, the mover can 
require payment for that portion. 

Movers are also permitted, but not 
required, to delay the collection of all 
the charges until the entire shipment is 
delivered. At the time you make the 
arrangements for your move, you should 
ask the mover about its policies in this 
respect. 

Payment of Transportation Charges on 
Shipments Lost or Destroyed in Transit 

Movers customarily make every effort 
to assure that while your shipment is in 
their possession for transportation, no 
items are lost, damaged or destroyed. 
However, despite the precautions taken, 
articles are sometimes lost or destroyed 
during the move. 

In addition to any money you may 
recover from the mover to compensate 
for lost or destroyed articles, you are 
also entitled to recover the 
transportation charges represented by 
the portion of the shipment lost or 
destroyed. 

Should your entire shipment be lost or 
destroyed while in the mover’s 
possession, the mover cannot require 
you to pay any of the charges except the 
amount you have paid or agreed to pay 
for added liability protection. The fact 
that you do not pay any transportation 
charges does not affect any right you 
may have to recover reimbursement for 
the lost or destroyed articles providing 
you pay the charges for added liability 
protection. 

Filing of Claims for Loss and Damage or 
Delay 

Dispute Resolution Programs 

Should your move result in the loss or 
damage to any of your property you 
have the right to file a claim with the 
mover to recover money for such loss or 
damage. 


You have nine months following either 
the date of delivery or the date on which 
the shipment should have been 
delivered to file a claim. However, you 
should file a claim as soon as possible. 

If you fail to file a claim within 120 days 
following delivery and later bring a legal 
action against the mover to recover the 
damages, you may not be able to 
recover your attorney fees even though 
you win the court action. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
cannot resolve loss and damage claims. 
If you cannot settle a claim with the 
mover, you may file a civil action to 
recover in court. If the mover 
participates in a dispute resolution 
program, you may find submitting your 
claim to arbitration under such a 
program a less expensive and more 
convenient way to 9eek recovery. 

Movers which participate in a dispute 
resolution program are required to 
advise all shippers of the existence and 
details of the program before they 
accept a shipment to be transported. If 
the mover does not provide information 
about a dispute resolution program at 
the time an order for service is prepared, 
you should ask whether the mover 
participates in such a program. 

In Conclusion 

Should you have any questions about 
your move which are not answered in 
this pamphlet, do not hesitate to ask the 
mover’s representative who handled the 
arrangements for your move, the driver 
who transports your shipment or the 
mover’s main office for additional 
information.

Points to Remember 

• Movers may give binding estimates. 

• Non-binding estimates may not be 
accurate; actual charges may often 
exceed the estimate. 

• Specify pick up and delivery dates in 
the order for service. 

• The bill of lading is your contract with 
the mover * * * read it carefully 

* * * if you have any questions ask 
your mover or call the ICC. 

• Be sure that you understand the 
extent of your mover’s liability for 
loss and damage. 

•You have the right to be present each 
time your shipment is weighed. 

• You may request a reweigh of your 
shipment. 
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• If you have moved on a non-binding 
estimate, you should have enough 
cash or a certified check to pay the 
estimated cost of your move plus 10 
percent more at time of delivery.

Authority: 49 U.S.C. 10321.11109.11110 and

$ 1056.1 Applicability and definitions. 

(a) The regulations in this part are 
applicable to the operations of motor 
carriers engaged in the transportation of 
household goods as defined in 
paragraph (b)(1) in interstate or foreign 
commerce. 

(b) Definitions. As used in this part: 

(1) Household Goods . The term 

"household goods'* means personal 
effects and property used or to be used 
in a dwelling when a part of the 
equipment or supply of suett dwelling 
and such other similar property as the 
Commission may provide by regulation; 
except that this definition shall not be 
construed to include property moving 
from a factory or store except such 
property as a householder has 
purchased with intent to use in his 
dwelling and which is transported at the 
request of, and the transportation 
charges paid to the carrier by. the 
householder. The regulations under this 
part do not apply to the transportation 
of property transportable under 49 
U.S.C. 10102(10) (B) and (C). 


(2) Reasonable dispatch. The term 
"reasonable dispatch” means the 
performance of transportation, 
excluding transportation provided under 
tariff provisions requiring guaranteed 
service dates, on the dates or during the 
period of time agreed upon by the 
carrier and the shipper and shown on 
the Order For Service/Bill of Lading, 
Provided , That the defenses of force 
majeurc as construed by the courts shall 
not be denied the carrier 

(3) Advertisement. The term 
"advertisement” means any 
communication to the public in 
connection with an offer or sale of any 
interstate or foreign transportation 
service, but shall not be construed to 
include a listing of a carrier name, 
address, and telephone number in a 
telephone directory or similar 
publication. 

(4) Certified Scales. As used in this 
part, a certified scale is any scale 
designed for weighing motor vehicles, 
including trailers or semi-trailers not 
attached to a tractor, and certified by an 
authorized scale inspection and 
licensing authority. A certified scale 
may also be a platform or warehouse 
type scale properly inspected and 
certified. 

(5) Individual Shipper. As used in this 
part, "individual shipper” refers to any 
person who is the consignor or 
consignee of a household goods 
shipment and is identified as such in the 
bill of lading contract and owns the 
goods being transported. 

(6) Commercial Shipper. As used in 
this part, "commercial shipper” refers to 
(a) any person, excluding the federal 
government, who is named as the 
consignor and/or consignee in a bill of 
lading contract who is not the owner of 
the goods being transported but who 
assumes the responsibility for payment 
of the transportation and other tariff 
charges for the account of the beneficial 
owner of the soods. normally an 
employee of the consignor and/or 
consignee; or, (b) a freight forwarder 
which tenders a shipment to a carrier in 
furtherance of authorized or exempt 
freight forwarder operations. 

(7) Government Bill of Lading 
Shipper. As used in this part, 
“government bill of lading shipper” 
refers to any person whose property is 
transported under the terms and 
conditions of a government bill of lading 
issued by any department or agency of 
the federal government to the carrier 
responsible for the transportation of the 
shipment. 

(8) Other terms. Where any other 
terms used in the regulations in this part 
are defined in 49 U.S.C. 10102, such 
definitions shall be controlling. Where 


terms are used in this part which are 
neither defined herein nor in 49 U.S.C. 
10102, they shall have the ordinary 
practical meaning of such terms. 

9 1056.2 Information for shippers. 

(a) Prior to the execution of an order 
for service of a shipment of household 
goods, as defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1). 
every motor common carrier holding out 
to perform the service shall cause to be 
furnished to the prospective individual 
shipper the following publications. 

(1) Publication OCP-100, Your Rights 
and Responsibilities When You Move. 

(2) A concise, easy-to-read, accurate 
summary of any dispute settlement 
program in which the carrier 
participates, as provided in 49 U.S.C. 
11711 and approved by the Commission. 

(3) A copy of the Form OCP-101, 
Annual Performance Report, most 
recently filed with the Commission if the 
carrier is required by 49 CFR 1056.17 to 
prepare and file such report. 

(4) A written description of the 
customer complaint and inquiry 
handling procedures established and 
maintained by the carrier. Included in 
this description shall be a telephone 
number which the shipper may use to 
communicate with the carrier, 
accompanied by a dear and concise 
statement concerning who shall pay for 
such calls. 

General Requirements 

(1) The text and format of the 
publication shall not be changed without 
the written approval of the Director, 
Office of Consumer Protection. 

Interstate Commerce Commission. 

(2) The Director, Office of Consumer 
Protection, Interstate Commerce 
Commission, shall, within 30 days 
following the effective date of a decision 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
changing any rule or regulation 
published at 49 CFR 1058, cause to be 
published in the Federal Register a 
notice of amendment to Publication 
OCP-100 reflecting such change or 
changes. 

(3) The dimensions of the publication 
shall be optional. Provided\ however. 
The product of multiplying the length by 
the width shall be not less than 36 
square inches. 

(4) The color and design of the front 
and back cover of the publication shall 
be optional. Provided, the only words 
printed or appearing on the front cover 
shall be “Your Rights and 
Responsibilities When You Move.” 

§ 1056.3 Estimates of charge*. 

(a) Binding Estimates. Motor common 
carriers engaged in the transportation of 
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household goods as defined in 40 CFR 
1056.1(b)(1) may provide in their tariffs 
for the preparation and furnishing to 
shippers of binding estimates of the 
costs which the shippers will be 
required to pay for the services included 
in the estimates. Binding estimates must 
be furnished in writing to the shipper or 
other person responsible for payment of 
the freight charges and a copy of each 
such estimate must be retained by the 
carrier as an addendum to the bill of 
tading. All such estimates shall have 
clearly indicated on its face that the 
estimate is binding on the carrier and 
that the charges shown are the charges 
which will be assessed for the services 
identified in the estimate. Binding 
estimates must clearly describe the 
shipment and all services to be 
provided. 

(b) Non-binding Estimates . Motor 
common carriers engaged in the 

asportation of household goods as 
defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1) may 
provide estimates of the approximate 
costs which will be assessed for the 
transportation of such shipments. Non¬ 
binding estimates shall be reasonably 
accurate. Estimates of approximate 
costs shall not be binding on the carriers 
providing such estimates. The final 
charges on shipments moved on non¬ 
binding estimates shall be those 
appearing in the carriers* tariffs 
applicable to the transportation. Non¬ 
binding estimates must be furnished 
without charge and in writing to the 
shipper or other person responsible for 
payment of the freight charges and a 
copy of each such estimate must be 
retained by the carrier as an addendum 
to the bill of lading. All such estimates 
shall have clearly indicated on the face 
thereof that the estimate is not binding 
on the carrier and that the charges 
shown are the approximate charges 
which will be assessed for the services 
identified in the estimate. Non-binding 
estimates must clearly describe the 
shipment and all services to be 
provided, 

(c) Estimated Charges Required To Be 
En tered on the Order for Service and 
thl! of Lading. Motor common carriers 
famishing non-binding estimates shall 
enter the estimated charges on the order 
for service, if an order for service is 
required, and on the bill of lading. 

(d) Maximum Charges Required To 

P° l d at Time of Delivery on Collect 

° n Delivery Shipments Subject to Non- 
binding Estimates of Approximate 
t osts. At time of delivery of a collect on 
delivery shipment, except when such 
shipment is delivered to a warehouse for 
storage at the request of the shipper, on 
which a non-binding estimate of the 


approximate costs has been furnished 
by the carrier under the provisions of 
paragraph (b), the shipper may request 
delivery of the shipment upon payment, 
in a form acceptable to the carrier, of an 
amount not exceeding 110 percent of the 
estimated charges. The carrier shall, 
upon request of the shipper, relinquish 
possession of the shipment upon 
payment of not more than 110 percent of 
the estimated charges and shall defer 
demand for the payment of the balance 
of any remaining charges for a period of 
30 days following the date of delivery. 

§ 1056.4 Final charges on shipments 
subject to minimum weight or volume 
provisions. 

(a) Motor common carriers engaged in 
the transportation of household goods, 
as defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1), 
providing service for individual shippers 
on rates based on the transportation of a 
minimum weight or volume, must 
indicate on the order for service the 
minimum weight or volume-based rates, 
and the the minimum charges applicable 
to the shipment. 

(b) Failure to comply with the 
requirements of paragraph (a) shall 
require, and the governing tariff shall 
contain, a rule providing that the final 
charges relating to such a shipment be 
computed based on the actual weight or 
volume of the shipment 

$ 1056.5 Order for service. 

(a) Order for Service Required. Every 
motor common carrier shall, prior to the 
receipt of a shipment of household 
goods as defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1) 
to be moved for an individual shipper, 
prepare an order for service which 
contains the following mimunum 
information: 

(1) Name and address and ICC docket 
number of carrier who is responsible for 
performing the service. 

(2) Shipper’s name, address and, if 
available, telephone number. 

(3) Name, address and telephone 
number of the delivering carrier’s office 
or agent located at or nearest to the 
destination of the shipment. 

(4) A telephone number at which the 
shipper/consignee may contact the 
carrier or its designated agent. 

(5) Agreed pickup date and agreed 
delivery date, or the agreed period or 
periods of time within which pickup, 
delivery, or the entire move, will be 
accomplished. If the shipment is to be 
transported on a guaranteed service 
basis, the guaranteed dates or periods of 
time for pickup, transportation and 
delivery and any penalty or per diem 
requirements of the agreement shall be 
entered under this item. 


(6) Complete description of any 
special or accessorial services ordered; 
and minimum weight or volume charges 
applicable to the shipment. 

(7) Any identification or registration 
number assigned the shipment by the 
carrier. 

(8) Amount of estimated non-binding 
charges; method of payment of total 
charges: and. maximum amount required 
to be paid at time of delivery to obtain 
possession of the shipment; or. the 
amount of charges required to be paid 
based on a binding estimate and the 
terms of payment under that estimate. 

(9) Whether the shipper requests 
notification of the charges prior to 
delivery and the telephone number or 
address at which such communications 
will be received. 

(10) Signatures Required. The order 
for service shall be signed by the 
shipper who is ordering the service, and 
by the carrier or its agent. A copy of the 
order for service shall be dated and 
furnished the shipper at the time it is 
executed. 

(b) Amendments to an Order For 
Service. Prior to loading an order for 
service may be amended by agreement 
of both parties. 

§ 1056.6 Receipt or bill of lading. 

(a) Issuance of a receipt or bill of 
lading. Every motor common carrier 
engaged in the transportation of 
household goods as defined in 49 CFR 
1056.1(b)(1) shall issue a receipt or bill 
of lading. The bill of lading shall contain 
the minimum information required by 

S 1056.6(b) and the terms and conditions 
of the contract. The carrier shall furnish 
a complete copy of the bill of lading to 
the shipper prior to the commencement 
of the loading of a shipment. 

(b) Minimum information required on 
a receipt or bill of lading. Whenever a 
receipt or bill of lading is issued in 
compliance with paragraph (a), the 
carrier shall cause to be included 
therein the following minimum 
information: 

(1) The name and address of the 
motor carrier issuing the receipt or bill 
of lading. 

(2) The names and addresses of any 
other motor carriers, when known, 
which will participate, through interline, 
in the transportation of the shipment. 

(3) The name, address and telephone 
number of the office of the carrier that 
should be contacted in relation to the 
transportation shipment. 

(4) When the transportation is to be 
performed on a collect on delivery basis, 
the name, address and. if furnished, the 
telephone number of a person to whom 
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notification provided for in § 1056.9(b) 
shall be given. 

(5) When the transportation is to be 
performed for an individual shipper, and 
except when the transportation is to be 
performed subject to tariff provisions 
providing for guaranteed service dates, 
the agreed date or period of time for 
pickup of the shipment and the agreed 
date or period of time for the delivery of 
the shipment. The agreed dates or 
periods of time for pickup and delivery 
entered on the receipt or bill of lading 
shall conform to the agreed dates or 
periods of time for pickup and delivery 
entered on the order for service or a 
proper amendment to the order for 
service. 

(6) When the transportation is to be 
performed subject to tariff provisions 
providing for guaranteed pickup, 
transportation and delivery service, the 
dates for pickup and delivery and any 
penalty or per diem entitlements due the 
shipper under the agreement. 

(7) The actual date of pickup. 

(8) The company or carrier 
identification number of the vehicle on 
which the shipment is loaded. 

(9) The terms and conditions for 
payment of the total charges including 
notice of any minimum charges. 

(10) When the transportation is to be 
performed on a collect on delivery basis 
and if a pre-move estimate of the 
charges is provided to the shipper, the 
maximum amount required to be paid at 
the time of delivery to obtain delivery of 
the shipment. 

(11) The released rates valuation 
statement required by 49 CFR 
1307.201(c). 

(12) Evidence of any insurance 
coverage sold to or procured for the 
shipper, including the amount of the 
premium for such insurance. 

(c) Copy of Receipt or Bill of lading to 
accompany shipment. A copy of the 
receipt or bill of lading shall accompany 
a shipment at all times while in the 
possession of a carrier. When the 
shipment is loaded on a vehicle for 
transportation the receipt or bill of 
lading shall be in possession of the 
driver responsible for the shipment. 

5 1056.7 Determination of weights. 

(a) Every motor common carrier 
transporting household goods on a non¬ 
binding estimate shall determine the 
weight of each shipment transported 
prior to the assessment of any charges 
dependent on the shipment weight. 
Except as otherwise provided herein the 
weight shall be obtained on a scale 
meeting the definition of a certified 
scale as provided in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(4). 

(1) Weighing procedure. Except as 
otherwise provided herein the weight of 


each shipment shall be obtained by 
determining the difference between the 
tare weight of the vehicle on which the 
shipment is to be loaded prior to the 
loading and the gross weight of the same 
vehicle after the shipment is loaded; or. 
the gross weight of the vehicle with the 
shipment loaded and the tare weight of 
the same vehicle after the shipment is 
unloaded. 

(2) At the time of both weighings the 
vehicle shall have installed or loaded all 
pads, dollies, handtrucks. ramps and 
other equipment required in the 
transportation of such shipments. 

Neither the driver nor any other persons 
shall be on the vehicle at the time of 
either weighing. 

(3) The fuel tanks on the vehicle shall 
be full at the time of each weighing or. in 
the alternative, no fuel may be added 
between the two weighings when the 
tare weighing is the first weighing 
performed. 

(4) The trailer of a tractor-trailer 
vehicle combination may be detached 
from the tractor and the trailer weighed 
separately at each weighing providing 
the length of the scale platform is 
adequate to accommodate and support 
the entire trailer at one time. 

(5) Shipments weighing 1,000 pounds 
or less may be weighed on a certified 
platform or warehouse scale prior to 
loading for transportation or subsequent 
to unloading. 

(6) The net weight of shipments 
transported in containers shall be the 
difference between the tare weight of 
the container, including all pads, 
blocking and bracing used or to be used 
in the transportation of the shipment 
and the gross weight of the container 
with the shipment loaded therein. 

(7) The shipper or any other person 
• responsible for the payment of the 

freight charges shall have the right to 
observe all weighings of the shipment. 
The carrier must advise the shipper or 
any other person entitled to observe the 
weighings of the time and specific 
location where each weighing will be 
performed and must give that person a 
reasonable opportunity to be present to 
observe the weighings. Waiver by a 
shipper of the right to observe any 
weighing or re weighing is permitted and 
does not affect any rights of the shipper 
under these regulations or otherwise. 

(b) Weight tickets. The carrier shall 
obtain a separate weight ticket for each 
weighing required under this section 
except when both weighings are 
performed on the same scale, one weight 
ticket may be used to record both 
weighings. Every weight ticket must be 
signed by the person performing the 
weighing and must contain the following 
minimum information: 


(1) The complete name and location of 
the scale. 

(2) The date of each weighing. 

(3) Identification of the weight entries 
thereon as being the tare, gross and/or 
net weights. 

( 4 ) The company or carrier 
identification of the vehicle. 

(5) The last name of the shipper as it 
appears on the Bill of Lading. 

(6) The carrier’s shipment registration 
or Bill of Lading number. 

(7) The original weight ticket or 
tickets relating to the determination of 
the weight of a shipment must be 
retained by the carrier as part of the file 
on the shipment. All freight bills 
presented to collect any shipment 
charges dependent on the weight 
transported must be accompanied by 
true copies of all weight tickets obtained 
in the determination of the shipment 
weight. 

(c) Re weighing of shipments. Before 
the actual commencement of the 
unloading of a shipment weighed at 
origin and after the shipper is informed 
of the billing weight and total charges, 
the shipper may request a reweigh. The 
charges shall be based on the reweigh 
weight. 

§ 1056.8 Reasonable dispatch. 

(a) Unless accepted for transportation 
on the basis of guaranteed pickup and 
delivery dates: 

(1) Reasonable dispatch required. 

Each motor common carrier accepting 
shipments of household goods as 
defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1) for 
transportation for the account of 
individual shippers shall cause such 
shipments to be transported with 
reasonable dispatch as defined in 49 
CFR 1056.1(b)(2). 

(2) Notification of delay in providing 
service with reasonable dispatch. 
Whenever a carrier is unable to perform 
either or both the pickup and delivery' of 
a shipment on the dates or during the 
periods of time specified in the order for 
service, the carrier shall notify the 
shipper by telephone, telegram or in 
person, at the carrier’s expense, of the 
delay. Such notification shall be given 
as soon as it becomes apparent to the 
carrier that it will be unable to provide 
the service in compliance with the term* 
of the order for service. 

(3) Carrier notification of delay. At 
the time of notification of delay the 
carrier shall advise the shipper of the 
dates or periods of time that pickup 
and/or delivery can be made, which 
considers the needs of the shipper. If the 
notification of delay occurs prior to the 
pickup of the shipment, the amendment 
shall be in writing as required by 49 CFR 
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1058.4(b). If the notification of delay 
occurs subsequent to the pickup of the 
shipment, the carrier representative 
notifying the shipper of the delay shall 
prepare a written record of the date, 
time and manner of notification and the 
amended date or period of time for 
delivery by the carrier which record 
shall be retained by the carrier as part 
of its file on the shipment and a true 
copy thereof shall be furnished, by first 
class mail or in person, to the shipper. 

(b) Tendering for delivery. Except 
upon the request or concurrence of the 
shipper, a shipment being transported 
for an individual shipper shall not be 
tendered for delivery prior to the agreed 
delivery date or period of time specified 
on the bill of lading: Provided, That 
whenever a carrier is able to tender 
such a shipment for final delivery more 
than 24 hours prior to such specified 
date or the first day of such specified 
period of time, and the shipper has not 
requested or concurred in such early 
delivery, the carrier may. at its option, 
place the shipment in storage for its own 
account and at its own expense in a 
warehouse located in proximity to the 
destination of the shipment. Whenever a 
carrier shall exercise such option it shall 
immediately notify the shipper of the 
name and address of the warehouse in 
which the shipment has been placed, 
and shall make and keep a record of 
such notification as a part of its record 
of shipment. The carrier’s responsibility 
for the shipment under the terms and 
conditions of the bill of lading and its 
responsibility for the charges for 
redelivery, handling and storage thereof 
shall continue until final delivery: 
Provided, that the carrier’9 
responsibility under the bill of lading 
shall not extend beyond the agreed 
delivery date or the first day of the 
period within which delivery was to 
have been accomplished as specified in 
the bill of lading. 

5 1056.9 Notification of charges. 

(a) Whenever an individual shipper of 
a shipment being transported on a 
collect on delivery basis specifically 
requests notification of the actual 
weight or volume and charges on a 
shipment, and supplies the carrier with 
an address or telephone number at 
which the communication will be 
received, the carrier shall comply with 
such request upon determining the 
actual weight and charges. Such 
notification shall be made by telephone, 
telegram, or in person. 

(b) Whenever a shipper requests 
notification of the weight or volume and 
charges on a shipment as provided in 
paragraph (a), the notification must be 
received by the shipper, at least one full 


24-hour day, excluding Saturdays. 
Sundays and legal holidays, prior to any 
tender of the shipment for delivery. The 
24-hour notification requirement shall 
not apply on a shipment to be 
backweighed or on a shipment which, 
with the agreement of the shipper, is to 
be picked up and delivered within a 
time period encompassing two 
consecutive week days, or on a 
shipment on which the charges have 
been estimated and the maximum 
amount required to be paid at time of 
delivery is 110 percent of the estimated 
charges. 

$ 1056.10 Signed receipt for shipment- 
release prohibited. 

A shipping document to be signed by 
the consignee at time of delivery shall 
not contain any language which 
purports to release or discharge the 
carrier or its agents from liability, but 
may contain a statement that the 
property has been received in apparent 
good condition except as noted on the 
shipping documents. 

$ 1056.11 Selling of Insurance to shippers. 

(a) When a shipment is released for 
transportation at a value not exceeding 
60 cents per pound per article, and the 
shipper does not declare a valuation of 
$1.25 or more per pound and pay or 
agree to pay the carrier for assuming 
liability for the shipment equal to the 
declared value, any common carrier of 
household goods as defined in 49 CFR 
1056.1(b)(1), or any employee, agent, or 
representative thereof, may sell, or offer 
to sell or procure for any shipper, any 
kind of insurance, under any type of 
policy, covering loss or damage in 
excess of the specified carrier liability to 
a shipment or shipments of household 
goods to be transported in interstate or 
foreign commerce by such carrier; 
Provided, that the shipper is issued a 
policy or other appropriate evidence of 
the insurance purchased, and a copy 
thereof be furnished to the shipper at the 
time the insurance is sold or procured. 
Carrier issued policies shall be written 
in plain English and shall clearly specify 
the nature and extent of cover Age. 
Failure to issue a policy or other 
appropriate evidence of insurance 
purchased shall subject the carrier to 
full liability for any claims to recover for 
loss or damage attributed to the carrier. 

(b) Any carrier offering or selling or 
procuring insurance as provided in (a) 
shall provide in its tariff for the 
provision of such service. The tariff shall 
also provide for the base transportation 
charge to include assumption by the 
carrier for full liability for the value of 
the shipment in the event a policy or 
other appropriate evidence of the 


insurance purchased by the shi piper is 
not issued to the shipper at the time of 
purchase. 

$ 1056.12 Liability of carriers. 

(a) Liability restricted . Except as 
provided in g 1056.11(a), common 
carriers by motor vehicle of household 
goods as defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1) 
shall not assume any liability in excess 
of that for which they are legally liable 
under their lawful bills of lading and 
published tariffs. 

(b) Limitations of liability . A common 
carrier by motor vehicle of household 
goods shall be liable for loss of or 
damage to any articles caused by it 
while being transported or while being 
held for storage-in-transit, including 
incidental pickup or delivery, and 
including liability for loss or damage to 
any article or appliance resulting from 
the servicing of such article or appliance 
by a third person engaged by the carrier 
to perform such service, to the extent 
provided in the outstanding released 
rates order except that the carrier may 
exempt its liability in the following 
instance: 

(1) No liability need be assumed for 
perishable articles included in the 
shipment without the knowledge of the 
carrier, and a carrier accepting for 
shipment perishable articles may 
impose reasonable conditions necessary 
to insure the safe transportation of such 
commodities. 

(c) Storage-in-transit. A common 
carrier by motor vehicle of household 
goods holding goods for storage-in- 
transit (S.l.T.) shall, no less than 10 days 
prior to the expiration of either the 
specified period of time during which 
the goods are to be held in such storage 
or the maximum period of time provided 
in the carrier’s tariff for storage-in- 
transit. notify the shipper in writing (1) 
of the date of conversion to permanent 
storage. (2) of the existence of a nine- 
month period subsequent to the date of 
conversion to permanent storage during 
which shipper may file claims against 
the carrier for loss and/or damage 
which occurred to the goods in transit or 
during the S.l.T. period, and, (3) of the 
fact that on the date of conversion, the 
liability of the carrier shall terminate 
and the property shall be subject to the 
rules, regulations, and charges of the 
warehouseman. Notification shall be by 
certified mail, return receipt requested. 

A common carrier by motor vehicle of 
household goods holding goods for 
storage-in-transit for a period of time 
less than 10 days shall, no les 9 than one 
day prior to the expiration of the 
specified time during which the goods 
are to be held in such storage, give 
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notification to the shipper of the 
information specified in paragraph (d) 

(1), (2), and (3) and maintain a record 
thereof as part of its record of the 
shipment. Failure or refusal of a carrier 
to notify the shipper in accordance with 
the foregoing shall automatically effect a 
continuance of carrier liability pursuant 
to the applicable tariff provisions with 
respect to S.I.T.. until the end of the day 
following the date upon which notice is 
given. 

§ 1056.13 Complaint and inquiry handling. 

(a) Motor common carriers engaged in 
the transportation of household goods as 
defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(a) shall 
establish and maintain a procedure for 
responding to complaints and inquiries 
from shippers for which such 
transportation is provided. The 
procedure shall include a means 
whereby shippers may communicate 
with the principal office of the carrier by 
telephone. 

(b) The carrier shall retain and make 
part of the file relating to a shipment a 
written record of all complaints and 
inquiries received from a shipper by any 
means of communication. 

9 1056.14 Agency agreement*. 

(a) Household Goods Agents are 
defined as follows: 

(1) Prime agents are defined as all 
agents who are permitted or required 
under the terms of any agreement or 
arrangement with a principal carrier to 
provide any transportation service for or 
on behalf of the principal carrier, 
including the selling of or arranging for 
any transportation service, and who 
perform such services on other than an 
emergency or temporary basis. 

(2) Military agents are defined as all 
agents who are permitted or required 
under the terms of any agreement or 
arrangement with a principal carrier to 
provide origin and/or destination 
services only on shipments transported 
on Government bills of lading issued by 
the Department of Defense, and who 
perform such services on other than an 
emergency or temporary basis. 

(3) Temporary agents arc defined as 
all agents who are permitted or required 
under the terms of any agreement or 
arrangement with a principal carrier to 
provide origin and/or destination 
services on behalf of the principal 
carrier, excluding the selling of or 
arranging for any transportation service, 
and who perform such services on an 
emergency or temporary basis. 

(b) Agreements between principal 
carriers and their prime or military 
agents must be reduced to writing and 
signed by the principal and the retained 
agent, and copies of any such 


agreements must be retained in the files 
of the principal carrier for a period of 
not less than 24 months following the 
date of termination of each agreement. 

§ 1056.15 Collection ot freight charges on 
household goods shipments involving loss 
or destruction In transit 

(a) No motor common carrier of 
household goods in interstate or foreign 
commerce shall collect, or shall require 
a shipper thereof to pay, any published 
freight charges (including any charges 
for accessorial or terminal services) 
when that shipment is totally lost or 
destroyed in transit. The provisions of 
this subsection shall apply only to the 
transportation of household goods as 
defined in 9 1056.1(b)(1) of these rules. 
Notwithstanding any other provisions of 
this subsection, a carrier shall collect, 
and the shipper shall be required to pay. 
any specific valuation charge that may 
be due. This subsection shall not be 
applicable to the extent that any such 
loss or destruction is due to the act or 
omission of the shipper. 

(b) In the event that any portion, but 
less than alt of a shipment of household 
goods is lost or destroyed in transit, no 
motor common carrier of household 
goods in interstate or foreign commerce 
shall collect, or shall require a shipper to 
pay, at the time of delivery, that 
proportion of its published freight 
charges (including any charges for 
accessorial or terminal services) 
corresponding to that portion of the 
shipment which is lost or destroyed in 
transit. In order to calculate the charges 
applicable to the shipment as delivered, 
the carrier shall multiply the percentage 
corresponding to the portion of the 
shipment delivered by the total charges 
(including accessorial and terminal 
charges) applicable to the shipment as 
tendered by the shipper. If the charges 
computed in the manner set forth above 
exceed the charges otherwise applicable 
to the shipment as delivered, the lesser 
of those charges shall apply. The 
provisions of this subsection shall apply 
only to the transportation of household 
goods as defined in § 1056.1(b)(1) of 
these rules. Notwithstanding any other 
provisions of this subsection, a carrier 
shall collect, and the shipper shall be 
required to pay, that proportion of any 
accessorial or terminal services 
rendered which corresponds to the 
proportion of the shipment not lost or 
destroyed in transit and any specific 
valuation charge that may be due. The 
provisions of this subsection shall not be 
applicable to the extent that any such 
loss or destruction is due to the act or 
omission of the shipper. Carriers shall 
determine, at their own expense, the 


proportion of the shipment not lost or 
destroyed in transit. 

(c) The rights provided by this section 
are in addition to. and not in lieu of. any 
other rights which the shipper may have 
with respect to a shipment of household 
goods which is lost or destroyed, or 
partially lost or destroyed, in transit, 
whether or not that shipper has 
exercised the rights provided in 
paragraphs (a) and (b) of this section. 

§ 1056.16 Collection of freight charges on 
shipments transported on more than one 
vehicle. 

(a) Whenever a collect on delivery 
shipment of household goods, as defined 
in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1), is transported on 
more than one vehicle the carrier 
delivering such split or divided shipment 
shall observe the requirements of 
subparagraphs (1). (2) or (3) of this 
section in the collection of the charges 

(1) At the option of the carrier, the 
collection of the charges attributable to 
the transportation of the portion of the 
shipment transported on each vehicle 
may be deferred until all portions of the 
shipment are delivered; or, 

(2) Providing that the charges for the 
entire shipment have been determined, 
the carrier may collect at the time of 
delivery of any portion of the shipment 
that percentage of the charges 
represented by the portion of the 
shipment tendered for delivery: or. 

(3) In the event that the charges due 
the carrier for the transportation of the 
entire shipment cannot reasonably be 
determined at the time any portion of 
the shipment is tendered for delivery, 
the carrier shall determine and collect 
the charges for the portion of the 
shipment being delivered. The total 
charges assessed by the carrier for the 
transportation of the separate portions 
of the shipment shall not exceed the 
charges due for the entire shipment. 

(b) In the event of the loss or 
destruction of any part of a shipment 
being transported on more than one 
vehicle, the collection of charges as 
provided in paragraph (a) of this section 
shall also be in conformity with the 
requirements of 49 CFR 1056.15. 

9 1056.17 Advertising by motor common 
carriers of household goods. 

(a) Every motor common carrier 
engaged in the transportation of 
household goods in interstate or foreign 
commerce, including any carriers 
providing any accessorial service 
incidental to or part of such interstate or 
foreign transportation, shall include, and 
shall require each of its agents to 
include, in every advertisement as 
defined in { 1056.1(b)(3), the name or 
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trade name of the motor carrier under 
whose operating authority the 
advertised service will originate, and the 
certificate or docket number assigned to 
such operating authority by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

(b) Such certificate or docket number 
shall be in the following form in every 

advertisement: "LC.C. No.-*' but 

shall not include any sub numbers 
which may have been assigned. 

(c) No motor common carrier engaged 
in the transportation of household 
ttoods. as defined in 49 CFR 1056.1(b)(1), 
or any agent or other representative of 
such a carrier, shall publish or cause to 
be published or use any advertisement 
as defined in S 1056.1(b)(3), which is 
false, misleading or deceptive. 

J 1056.18 Preparation and filing of annual 
performance report. 

(a) Minimum Filing Requirement.— 
Koch motor common carrier for 
household goods as defined in 49 CFR 
1056.1(b)(1), which delivers 100 or more 
interstate shipments to individual 
shippers as defined in 49 CFR 
1056.1(b)(5). during any calendar year 
shall, on or before March 31 of the 
following year, cause to be filed with the 
Office of Consumer Protection, 

Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Washington. D.C. 20423, a report of the 
service performed during the report 
year. The report shall be submitted on 
Form OCP-101.

PART 1310—FREIGHT RATE TARIFFS

The 
proposed performance standards would 
establish minimum acceptable levels of 
performance for such carriers in the 
critical areas of accuracy of estimating 
moving charges, transportation of 
shipments with reasonable dispatch, 
and timely handling of claims for loss, 
damage or delay, as a means of 
encouraging an improved level of 
performance in the moving industry. The 
Commission has determined that these 
ureas are ones in which individual 
consumers may suffer substantial harm 
in the absence of adequate performance 
by carriers. The proposed performance 
standards may form the basis for 
enforcement action by this Commission 
for protection of the public, where that 
is deemed necessary. The Commission 
also intends to approve the use of 
random sampling as a means to verify 
compliance with the standards 
proposed.

proceeding issued on October 16,1980. 
and published on October 27.1980 at 45 
FR 70923, we solicited the comments of 
all interested persons regarding the 
adoption of proposed new regulations to 
be included in 49 CFR 1056, to govern 
the movement of household goods by 
motor common carriers. At the same 
time, the Commission indicated its 
intent that performance standards be 
developed, wherever appropriate, to 
apply to those regulations. The 
Commission solicited the comments and 
recommendations of interested persons 
with respect: (1) to identifying those 
regulations to which performance 
standards should be applied: (2) to 
establishing the guidelines or basis for 
such standards; and. (3) to determining 
the most effective application of the 
standards once established. 

We requested further that, in 
commenting on the development and 
implementation of performance 
standards, all parties take into account 
and provide comments regarding six 
criteria. Section 6(a)(1) of the Household 
Goods Transportation Act of 1980 [49 
U.S.C. 11110), sets forth those criteria 
and requires the Commission to take 
them into account in establishing 
reasonable performance standards for 
the transportation of household goods. 
They are: 

(A) The level of performance that can 
be achieved by a well-managed motor 
common carrier transporting household 
goods: 

(B) The degree of harm to individual 
shippers which could result from a 
violation of the regulation: 

(C) The need to set the level of 
performance at a level sufficient to deter 
abuses which result in harm to 
consumers and violations of regulations; 

(D) Service requirements of the 
carriers; 

(E) The cost of compliance in relation 
to the consumer benefits to be achieved 
from such compliance; and, 

(F) The need to set the level of 
performance at a level designed to 
encourage carriers to offer service 
responsive to shippers needs. 

The Commission received limited 
response to its request for comments 
regarding performance standards. 
Comments were received from several 
consumer groups, industry groups, and 
Federal agencies, including the 
Transportation Consumer Action 


Project. Consumers Union of the United 
States, the American Movers 
Conference, Barrett Moving and Storage 
Company, the U.S. Office of Consumer 
Affairs, the U.S. Department o! 
Transportation, and the Commission's 
Office of Special Counsel. 

The Commission anticipates that all 
motor carriers of household goo:ts will 
attempt to attain full operational 
compliance with all the provisions of 49 
CFR Part 1056 and related sections being 
adopted. Even in the absence of specific 
performance standards for all 
provisions, we expect that carriers will 
make every effort to achieve full 
compliance with those rules. We 
nevertheless recognize that the 
Household Goods Act of 1980 requires 
establishing standards in some areas of 
household goods transportation in order 
to invoke the Commission's authority to 
take certain administrative actions. The 
three areas where we believe such 
standards are needed are those 
involving: (1) ensuring the accuracy of 
non-binding estimates of charges 
provided to the public by motor carriers 
of household goods ($ 1056.3]; (2) 
ensuring that shipments of household 
goods accepted for movement by the 
carriers are transported with reasonable 
dispatch ($ 1056.8); and. (3) ensuring that 
motor carriers of household goods 
observe the requirements for timeliness 
in handling and disposing of claims for 
loss, damage, or delay of household 
goods transported (49 CFR Part 1005], 

The principal considerations which 
the Commission has taken into account 
in putting forward these proposed 
performance standards for public 
comment are as follows: 

Estimating 

The Commission proposes to establish 
a performance standard holding .arriers 
to a performance level in which it least 
90 percent of non-binding estimates are 
for amounts not less than 90 percent of 
total charges. This proposed standard is 
based upon a review of the Household 
Goods Carriers Performance Reports 
Tiled with the Commission for the years 
1974 through 1979. which show that the 
nation's largest movers of household 
goods underestimated an average of 23.9 
percent of shipments on which estimates 
were provided, with a resulting average 
accuracy level of 76.1 percent. The 
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carriers are now permitted to provide 
binding estimates and to use more 
flexible and innovative estimating 
procedures. They should now be able 
and motivated to provide a higher level 
of accuracy with non-binding estimates. 
This required level of performance 
should be within the abilities of a well 
managed carrier and deter the 
estimating abuses which occurred in the 
past While increasing the accuracy of 
estimates given to individual shippers, 
the proposed standard should not 
significantly interfere with carriers' 
service requirements or impose 
substantial additional costs of 
compliance. Based on actual industry 
averages these standards should also 
encourage carriers to offer service 
responsive to shipper needs, either by 
providing more accurate non-binding 
estimates or by offering binding 
estimates. 

Proposed $ 1056.18(a): 

Estimating .—Motor common carriers 
providing non-binding estimates to shippers 
under 49 CFR 1058.3(b) shall cause such 
estimates to be prepared in a manner which 
will ensure that, on a calendar year basis, not 
less than 90 percent of such estimates are for 
amounts equivalent to not less than 90 
percent of the total final charges found to be 
due and payable for such transportation and 
other services, including valuation protection 
charges, and any lawful surcharges included 
in the non-binding estimates. 

Reasonable Dispatch 

It is proposed that carriers be held to 
a performance standard under which at 
least 95 percent of shipment pickups and 
no less than 90 percent of shipment 
deliveries must take place on the 
agreed-upon dates or within the agreed- 
upon periods of time. Comments 
submitted by the consumer 
representatives identify untimely pickup 
and delivery as practices causing 
consumers great harm and 
inconvenience. Our own review of the 
Household Goods Carriers Performance 
Reports for 1974-1979 with regard to the 
major moving companies shows that on- 
time pickups occurred on an average 
95.0 percent of shipments and that on- 
time deliveries were reported in 85.1 
percent of shipments. In consideration of 
increased operational flexibility 
provided carriers by the new regulatory 
framework the standards proposed 
reflect a level of performance which can 
be achieved by well-managed carriers. 
We believe that the benefits of these 
standards are sufficient to outweigh any 


increased cost of compliance. The 
proposed performance standard should 
also encourage carriers to provide 
service more responsive to shipper 
needs. 

Proposed Section 1056.18(b): 

Reasonable Dispatch .—Excluding 
shipments transported under tariff provisions 
requiring guaranteed service performance, 
not less than 95 percent of all shipments must 
be picked up and not less than 90 percent of 
shipments must be delivered on the dates or 
within the periods of time agreed to by a 
carrier and set forth in the order for service 
and/or bill of lading relating to a shipment. 

Handling of claims for loss, damage or 
delay 

The Commission proposes 
performance standards requiring that 
carriers acknowledge not less than 95 
percent of all claims for loss damage, or 
delay of household goods shipments 
within 30 days of receipt, and that the 
carriers must pay. decline, or make a 
firm compromise settlement offer with 
respect to 90 percent of such claims 
within 60 days and with respect to 95 
percent of such claims within 120 days 
of receipt. 

Acknowledgment of claims by the 
carriers is the first step for fair handling 
of consumer claims and assures the 
ublic that the industry intends to abide 
y its service obligations. All further 
steps in the claims process are based 
upon acknowledgment of receipt of the 
claim. We are aware that in the past 
some carriers have not acted promptly 
in acknowledging claims. For that 
reason, the Commission is proposing 
this performance standard as a means to 
insure that the carriers abide by their 
notice obligation. 

The proposed performance standards 
for settlement and disposition of claims 
within 60 ond 120 days, respectively, are 
based upon the Commission's 
experience with claim complaints and 
data in the Household Goods Carriers 
Performance Reports filed with the 
Commission for the years 1976-1979. 
These reports show that the nation's 
largest movers were able to settle an 
average of 84 percent of the loss and 
damage claims within 60 days after 
filing. The Commission believes that the 
proposed standards are within the 
means of well-managed carriers. 
Additionally, we believe that the 
proposed performance levels are 
necessary to prevent monetary losses 
and mental anguish to individual 
shippers. 


The carriers' strict compliance with 
the acknowledgment and settlement 
standards should reduce the cost of 
claims handling by significantly 
shortening the period of time and 
reducing the amounts of resources 
devoted to claims handling. In any 
event, the consumer benefits to be 
derived far outweigh any additional 
costs of compliance. 

The performance standards here 
proposed for application under 49 CFR 
1005 will be applicable only to 
household goods claims for loss, damage 
or delay. 

Proposed S 1056.18(c): 

Handling of Claims For Loss . Damage or 
Delay .—Not less than 95 percent of all claims 
for loss, damage, or delay of household good 
shipments filed by individual shippers shall 
be acknowledged within 30 days of receipt by 
a carrier, as provided in 49 CFR 1005.3(a). 
unless paid or declined within that time. A 
motor carrier who receives a written claim 
for loss, damage, or delay of household good 
shipments shall, pursuant to 49 CFR 1005.5. 
pay. decline, or make a firm compromise 
settlement offer to a claimant within 80 days 
of receipt with respect to 90 percent of claims 
filed and within 120 days of receipt with 
respect to 95 percent of all such claims. 

Additional Comments 

The Commission has given 
consideration to comments received 
recommending performance standards 
with respect to other regulatory areas. 
We do not believe that any additional 
performance standards are necessary. 
Should we determine that additional 
performance standards are necessary, 
we will not hesitate to propose them. 

Method for Ascertaining Compliance 
with Standards 

The Commission will use the random 
sampling procedures described in the 
General Instructions for the preparation 
of Form OCP-101 to review carrier 
compliance. 

Regulatory Flexibility': Certificate of No 
Significant Adverse Impact 

Section 603 of the Regulatory Flexibility 
Act [5 U.S.C. 603) requires that the 
Commission examine the impact of proposed 
rules on small businesses and small 
organizations. 

Although the proposed standards are 
generally somewhat higher than the 
existing practices in the industry, 
increased flexibility under the 
Household goods Transportation Act of 
1980 should facilitate compliance with 
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these requirements. No significant 
adverse economic impact on small 
businesses or organizations is 
anticipated. It should be noted that 
carriers handling less than 100 
shipments a year will not be required to 
file annual performance reports. We do. 
however, invite comments on this issue. 

It does not appear that this proposal 
will significantly affect the quality of the 
human environment or conservation of 
energy resources.

summary: The NRC is amending its 
regulations to permit licensees greater 
leeway in disposing of liquid 
scintillation media and animal carcasses 
containing tracer levels of hydrogen-3 
(tritium) or carbon-14. These rule 
changes will primarily affect NRC 
licensed hospitals and medical research 
institutions. Most licensees presently 
dispose of these items by sending them 
to a radioactive waste burial ground or 
by obtaining special authorization from 
NRC for incineration or onsite burial. 
Under the new regulations, the licensee 
may dispose of specified concentrations 
of these materials without regard to 
their radioactivity. The NRC is also 
amending its regulations to raise the 
annual limits for disposal of hydrogen-3 
and carbon-14 by release to the sanitary 
sewerage systems. The rule changes will 
conserve waste burial capacity that is 
already in short supply.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 

Background 

Radionuclide tracers are used 
extensively in biomedical research and 
for the diagnosis of diseases in humans. 
One of the end products of these 
research and medical activities is 
radioactive wastes. These wastes are 
usually shipped to radioactive waste 
burial grounds although certain water 
soluble or dispersible wastes are 
released into sanitary sewerage 
systems. Two of the most commonly 
used radionuclides in biomedical 
research (and to a lesser extent in 
medical procedures) are hydrogen-3 and 


carbon-14. The concentrations of these 
radionuclides in biomedical waste are 
minute, generally less than 0.05 
microcuries per gram. 

Liquid scintillation media and animal 
carcasses, both containing tracer 
quantities of hydrogen-3 or carbon-14, 
constitute the largest volume of 
radioactive biomedical waste. 

Liquid scintillation counting has 
become a widespread technique for 
detecting radioactivity in biological 
samples such as blood or urine. 
Typically, a fraction of a milliliter of the 
biological sample containing tracer 
levels of hydrogen-3 or carbon-14 is 
combined with 20 milliliters or less of an 
organic solvent, primarily toluene, in a 
small vial to make a liquid scintillation 
medium. The vial is placed in a liquid 
scintillation counter, and the biological 
sample is assayed. The vials are used 
once and then collected for shipment to 
a radioactive waste burial ground. 

Research laboratories and hospitals 
throughout the country presently use 
between 84 and 159 million vials per 
year, which represents between 200.000 
and 400.000 gallons of liquid scintillation 
media. Disposal of this waste in 
radioactive waste burial grounds 
requires approximately 400,000 cubic 
feet of space at a cost of over $13 million 
per year for packing materials, 
transport, and disposal (this does not 
include the cost of licensee labor or 
overhead). Liquid scintillation media are 
approximately 43% of the total volume 
of radioactive waste shipped to burial 
grounds that is not related to industrial 
applications or nuclear power 
generation and its supporting fuel cycle. 

Animata are used in research mainly 
for the development and testing of new 
drugs. Virtually every chemical 
compound that is considered for use as 
a human or veterinary drug is first 
tagged with a hydrogen-3 or carbon-14 
tracer and injected into research 
animals to study how the chemical 
compound behaves. These research 
animals include mice, rats, dogs, 
monkeys, swine, and sheep. The animal 
carcasses containing tracer quantities of 
hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 are usually 
shipped to radioactive waste burial 
grounds. Animal carcasses annually 
require about 80 thousand cubic feet of 
burial space at a cost of almost $3 
million per year. Animal carcasses are 
approximately 9% of the total volume of 
radioactive waste shipped to burial 
grounds that is not related to industrial 
applications or nuclear power 
generation and its supporting fuel cycle. 

There are other hydrogen-3 and 
carbon-14 waste streams in the research 
laboratory that do not result in liquid 
scintillation vials and animal carcasses: 


for example, the solutions and attendant 
material used to prepare the research 
samples. These materials also contain 
tracer levels of hydrogen-3 and carbon- 
14. 

Under present NRC regulations. 
hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 wastes that 
are readily soluble or dispersible in 
water can be disposed of by release to 
the sanitary sewerage systems. The 
annual limit for release to the sanitary 
sewerage systems is found in 10 CFR 
20.303 and is limited to a total of 1 curie 
for all radionuclides per year for each 
licensee. Several associations of 
academic institutions have together 
asked the Radiation Policy Council to 
suggest that NRC raise this limit to 5 
curies per year for hydrogen-3,1 curie 
per year for carbon-14, and 1 curie per 
year for all other radionuclides. This 
rule amends the regulations accordingly. 
This change will result in a negligible 
addition to the level of these 
radionuclides already present in the 
natural environment. 

There are alternatives for disposal of 
liquid scintillation media and animal 
carcasses containing hydrogen-3 and 
carbon-14 other than consignment to a 
radioactive waste burial ground. Liquid 
scintillation media can be evaporated, 
distilled, burned, or buried on a 
licensee’s site if an appropriate location 
is available. Animal carcasses can be 
incinerated in a pathogen incinerator. 
Currently, one of these alternatives to 
radioactive waste burial are readily 
available. Generally, liquid scintillation 
media and animal carcasses with any 
added hydrogen-3 or carbon-14 are 
being handled as radioactive waste and 
consigned to a radioactive waste burial 
ground under NRC’s regulations (10 CFR 
30.41 and 20.301) and similar Agreement 
State regulations. 

The state agencies that control the 
existing radioactive waste burial gounds 
do not want to accept liquid scintillation 
media or animal carcasses. Liquid 
scintillation media are flammable and 
are suspected of leaching other 
radioactive chemicals'out of the burial 
trenches. Also, some of the shipping 
containers arrive at the burial grounds 
leaking. Liquid scintillation media are 
chemically toxic and are suspected of 
being carcinogenic and thus pose a 
waste hazard unrelated to their 
radioactive character. Animal carcasses 
decompose and can be a pathogen 
hazard. Sometimes the animal carcasses 
will cause their containers to burst 
during shipment. The voids formed in 
the burial trenches by the decaying 
animal carcasses are also believed to 
contribute to migration of chemicals by 
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increasing rain water percolation in the 

trenches. 

The three operating commercial 
radioactive waste burial grounds in the 
U.S. are located in Barnwell South 
Carolina; Beatty. Nevada; and Richland. 
Washington. The Richland. Washington 
and Beatty. Nevada sites accept both 
liquid scintillation media and animal 
carcasses. However, after December 
1984, the Richland. Washington site will 
not accept liquid scintillation media. 

The Barnwell, South Carolina site does 
not accept liquid scintillation media but 
does accept animal carcasses. At all 
three sites, the state regulatory bodies 
are attempting to reduce the volume of 
incoming waste to prolong site use. 

During a temporary state-imposed 
embargo in mid-1979. some hospitals 
and research institutions across the 
country apparently came within days of 
curtailing operations involving liquid 
scintillation counting and animal 
research before the radioactive waste 
burial gounds in Richland, Washington 
and Beatty. Nevada resumed accepting 
liquid scintillation vials and animal 
carcasses. 

The Rule 

This final rulemaking will allow NRC 
licensees to dispose of liquid 
scintillation media and animal carcasses 
containing less than 0.05 microcuries of 
hydrogen-3 or carbon-14 per gram 
without regard to their radioactivity. 

This regulation will not relieve licensees 
from complying with other applicable 
regulations of federal, state, and local 
government agencies regarding the 
disposal of non-radioactive materials. 
Scintillation media are toxic and 
flammable, and animal carcasses are 
sometimes pathogenic. These 
characteristics, which are a more 
important public health problem than 
their radioactivity, may require them to 
be disposed of under applicable federal, 
state, and local laws governing chemical 
and biological hazards. This rulemaking 
will also allow licensees to dispose by 
release to sanitary sewerage systems of 
up to 5 curies of hydrogen-3 and 1 curie 
of carbon-14 per year, in addition to the 
presently allowed 1 curie per year for all 
radionuclides. Neither the rulemaking 
allowing disposal of liquid scintillation 
media and animal carcasses without 
regard to their radioactivity nor that 
raising the limit for disposal of 
hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 to sanitary 
sewerage systems, authorizes disposal 
of liquid scintillation media (e.g., 
toluene) into the sanitary sewerage 
systems. 

The rule will essentially remove any 
*^RC restrictions on the disposal of 
liquid scintillation media and animal 


carcasses. It will no longer be necessary 
for NRC licensees to ship these 
materials, which could pose a chemical 
and biological hazard, up to thousands 
of miles across the country for disposal 
in a radioactive waste burial ground. 
NRC Agreement States could make 
similar amendments to their regulations 
in order to extend the benefit of this 
action to their licensees. 

The value/impact analysis prepared 
by the NRC staff to support the rule 
concludes that this rule change is the 
best solution to the problem of disposal 
of liquid scintillation media and animal 
carcasses containing tracer amounts of 
hydrogen-3 and carbon-14. If also 
adopted by the Agreement States, this 
action would save hospitals and 
research institutions in excess of $13 
million annually ($16 million for the cost 
of packaging materials, transportation, 
and disposal, minus the $3 million 
estimated for non-radioactive waste 
disposal). Also, it will save almost one- 
half million cubic feet of radioactive 
waste burial capacity annually, or half 
of that used for radioactive waste not 
related to industrial applications or 
nuclear power generation and its 
supporting fuel cycle. 

The value/impact analysis indicates 
that the action is non-substantive and 
insignificant from the standpoint of 
environmental impact. The amount of 
hydrogcn-3 and carbon-14 that might be 
released to the environment each year 
as a result of the rule change pertaining 
to scintillation media and animal 
carcasses is small (28 curies and 6 curies 
respectively), particularly when 
compared to the steady state 
environmental inventory of 28 million 
curies of hydrogen-3 and 280 million 
curies of carbon-14. Calculations 
employing conservative assumptions 
indicate that if radiation exposure 
occurs as a result of the rule change, the 
maximum dose to exposed individuals is 
likely to be less than 1 millirem per year. 

The value/impact analysis shows that 
highest estimated collective dose results 
from the assumed incineration of all 6 
curies of carbon-14 contained in liquid 
scintillation media and animal 
carcasses. We calculate this release will 
result in a total of about 0.4 health effect 
during the next 1,000 generations. The 
average lifetime dose per person would 
be about 0.000001 millirem (this is a 
fraction of a percent of the dose and 
health effects attributable to natural 
background radiation). If incineration 
were to continue for the next 50 years, 
the average lifetime dose would be 
about 0.00005 millirem (for perspective, 
the average dose per person from a 
coast-to-coast airline flight is about 2.5 


millirem). Further, the doses resulting 
from incineration of hydrogen-3 or the 
release to the sanitary sewerage 
systems of hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 
are calculated to be much less than the 
dose from incineration of carbon-14. 

In summary, the amendments 
concerning the disposal of tracer levels 
of hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 in liquid 
scintillation media and animal carcasses 
are appropriate because: (a) the 
amendments will not pose an 
unreasonable risk to the common 
defense and security and to the health 
and safety of the public; (b) disposal of 
these wastes in radioactive waste burial 
grounds is expensive and without 
benefit commensurate with the expense; 
(c) the flammability of liquid 
scintillation media (organic solvents) 
and the decomposition of animal 
carcasses cause a significant problem in 
transporting these wastes to burial 
grounds; and (d) these wastes consume 
a significant portion of radioactive 
waste burial capacity which is in short 
supply. 

Similarly, the amendment raising the 
limit for sanitary sewerage disposal of 
hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 is appropriate 
because it will not pose an 
unreasonable risk to the public. In 
addition, the shipment of this waste to 
radioactive waste burial grounds is 
costly and consumes valuable burial 
space that could be made available for 
more hazardous radioactive waste. 

The Comments 

This rule was published as a proposed 
rule in the Federal Register of October 8, 
1980 (45 FR 67018). The final rule is 
essentially the same as the proposed 
rule except for minor editorial changes 
and an additional statement regarding 
the non-radioactive hazardous and toxic 
properties of the wastes. This additional 
statement was included at the request of 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
and is discussed below under the 
heading Fate of Wastes . The Federal 
Register notice on the proposed rule 
contained essentially the same 
background information provided 
above, and invited public comments for 
a 45 day period ending November 24. 
1980. 

NRC received 321 comments on the 
proposed rule from academic 
institutions, medical facilities, state 
governments, professional groups, 
private individuals and special interest 
groups. Two hundred seventy one 
commenters supported the rule, 44 
opposed it and 7 commented without 
indicating support or opposition. The 
comments supporting the rule came 
primarily from institutions, professional 
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groups and individuals whose work 
would benefit from the rule and they 
cited those benefits both to their 
research and to society. The comments 
opposing the rule were split between 
individuals who were opposed to any 
release of radioactive material into the 
environment and individuals or special 
interest groups who were concerned 
about where this rule would lead, e.g., to 
a policy of dispersal of radioactive 
material as opposed to containment. 

The comments addressed the 
following aspects of the proposed rule. 

Need 

Most of the 271 commenters who 
supported the rule stated their reasons. 
Their reasons are basically the same as 
those stated in the preamble to this 
rulemaking. The estimates of annual 
savings offered by the commenters if the 
proposed regulations went into effect 
ranged from $2,00t>-$250,000, depending 
on the size of the institution's 
biomedical program. Some of the 
organizations that supported the rule 
were the National Institutes of Health, 
the American Medical Association, the 
American College of Nuclear Physicians, 
the American College of Radiology, the 
American Hospital Association, the 
Joint Commission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals, the Society of Nuclear 
Medicine, the Endocrine Society, the 
American Council on Education. 
Scientists for Public Safety and the 
Intersociety Council for Biology and 
Medicine. 

A few of the opposing comments 
questioned the need for the rulemaking. 
One of these commenters asked, ‘if 
there were no space problems, would 
the question of changing the regulations 
ever have arisen?" 

The answer to this question is. yes. 
the regulations need changing even 
without the problem of space in the 
burial grounds because present 
regulations impose an economic and 
administrative burden on licensees that 
is not justified. As one commenter who 
favored the proposed rule observed: 

'* 4 * * My own experience it that the 
strict regulations now in effect have resulted 
in the holding of hundreds of dead carcasses 
until money becomes available for proper 
puckaging of these materials for disposal. The 
result nas been a significant reduction in 
research and a reluctance to undertake 
projects which involve low levels of 
radioactivity in animals. Thus, my experience 
indicates that present restrictions have 
inhibited research ' ' *” 

There are additional reasons for the 
rule changes regarding safety at the 
burial grounds, transportation to the 
burial grounds and safety in the 
laboratory. The problems in shipping 


these wastes to the burial grounds and 
the problems that these wastes cause in 
the burial trenches are discussed above 
under Background\ Regarding safety in 
the laboratory, one commenter favoring 
the regulation observed: 

"I believe the effort expended in meeting 
previous regulations has been more damaging 
to the health of my laboratory personnel than 
the small amount of radiation, i.e.. difficulties 
of lung and skin exposure to toluene-based 
fluids (despite the use of hoods, gloves, etc.). I 
hope these hazards will decrease with these 
rules.** 

Scope 

While one-third of the commenters 
supporting the rule urged NRC to 
expand the scope of the rule to include 
other hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 waste 
streams or to include other 
radionuclides in various waste streams, 
several of the commenters opposing the 
rule urged NRC to abandon the rule 
because it might lead to other 
rulemakings identifying further waste 
streams or radionuclides as candidates 
for disposal without regard to their 
radioactivity. These latter comments 
most often cited the need for a 
comprehensive environmental analysis 
covering all possible radionuclides and 
all possible waste streams as their 
reason for opposing this present 
rulemaking. 

The Commission is aware of the merit 
of having one comprehensive 
rulemaking to include many or perhaps 
all of the possible radionuclides and 
waste streams. This type of 
comprehensive rulemaking and its 
associated generic environmental 
analysis of all of the benefits and risks 
is theoretically an optimum approach, 
but as a practical matter it is an 
unworkable approach. The practical 
approach is to examine the specific 
waste streams which contribute a large 
volume to the burial grounds as 
candidates for alternative regulatory 
approaches. The U.S. Radiation Policy 
Council at their September 25.1980 
public meeting discussed both the 
generic approach and the specific waste 
streams approach. At that meeting the 
Council: 

‘’Adopted a Federal policy acknowledging 
that there are concentrations of specific 
radionuclides in specific waste streams 
which pose such smalt risks that control for 
radiation protection purposes is not 
necessary. In accordance with this policy 
requested that the NRC present to the 
(Council's) Working Group by November 18 
an interim plan for identification and analysis 
of specific waste streams beginning with the 
C-14 and H-3 (tritium) medical waste 
streams for which early action is appropriate 
and develop a proposed regulatory 
framework for this activity.** 


Single copies of that interim plan, 
called for by the Council, are available 
from John R. Cook at the above address. 

Fate of Wastes 

Several commenters, both for and 
against the proposed rule, expressed 
concern about the fate of these 
biomedical wastes if the NRC allowed 
disposal without regard to their 
radioactivity. Most of these commenters 
were concerned that the liquid 
scintillation medium toluene, which is 
flammable and toxic, would be poured 
down the drain and into the sanitary 
sewerage systems. The Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA). while 
supporting NRC's amendment covering 
liquid scintillation media and animal 
carcasses, recommended that the 
regulation itself include a clarifying 
statement that disposal of scintillation 
media and animal carcasses without 
regard to their radioactivity will not 
relieve licensees from complying with 
other applicable regulations of federal, 
state and local government agencies 
regarding chemical and biological 
hazards. This recommendation was 
echoed by two other commenters. Also, 
a group of sanitation workers expressed 
concern that they might face an 
increased occupational hazard from the 
radioactive wastes, which they believed 
might concentrate in certain sewerage 
system components. 

The preambles to both the proposed 
rule and this final rule include a 
statement similar to that recommended 
by EPA and others. However, the 
Commission agrees with EPA and those 
commenters who would like to see such 
a clarifying statement in the regulation 
itself regarding the non-radioactive 
hazards of liquid scintillation media and 
animal carcasses. Therefore, a 
statement has been added to the final 
rule at 10 CFR 20.306(d) as follows: 

**(d) Nothing in this section relieves the 
licensee from complying with other 
applicable federal, state, and local 
regulations governing any other toxic or 
hazardous property of these materials.** 

Finally, regarding the question of a 
radiation hazard to sanitation workers 
from deposition in sewerage system 
components, because the hydrogen-3 
and carbon-14 behave chemically the 
same as non-radioactive hydrogen and 
carbon, there is no reason to expect 
significant deposition or accumulation in 
sewerage system components. Further. 
hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 emit weak 
beta radiations, which are completely 
shielded by piping, conduit, ground, 
water, etc. 
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Concentration Limit 

A few commentere questioned the 
concentration limit in the proposed rule 
which was set at 0.05 microcuries or less 
of hydrogen-3 or carbon-14, per gram of 
liquid scintillation medium or animal 
tissue. Some commentere simply asked 
about the basis for the 0.05 microcuries 
per gram value. One commenter said the 
concentration limit should be raised to 
0.1-0.2 microcuries per gram. Another 
commenter said that the concentration 
limit should be lowered to 0.02 or 0.025 
microcuries per gram. 

The commenter who suggested raising 
the concentration limit said that this 
could be done on the basis of the 
analysis of risks due to releases at these 
levels. The commenter who suggested 
lowering the proposed concentration 
limit offered an analysis which shows 
that 0.05 microcuries per gram is too 
high an activity for liquid scintillation 
counting and that 0.02 microcuries per 
gram will cover most applications of 
liquid scintillation counting. This latter 
commenter pointed out that the "as low 
as is reasonably achievable" (ALARA) 
concept of radiation protection dictates 
going to the lower concentration limit. 
This same commenter argued for an 
overall release limit for each licensee 
based on his analysis which assumes 
that all of the 200.000-400.000 gallons of 
liquid scintillation media are released at 
the maximum 0.05 microcuries per gram 
level. 

The 0.05 microcuries per gram 
concentration limit was recommended 
to the Commission by its expert 
consultants as a level that would cover 
most biomedical research involving 
tracer use in animals. The Commission 
adopted the same level for liquid 
scintillation media as an administrative 
simplification, recognizing that the 0.05 
microcuries per gram level will be higher 
than that normally encountered in liquid 
scintillation work. If the limit were set 
much closer to the concentrations 
actually used, licensees would be 
required to perform more exacting 
calculations and analytical steps to 
demonstrate compliance with the rule. 
This adds to the cost of administration 
for both the licensees and NRC. Setting 
the concentration limit at 0.05 
microcuries per gram for both animal 
carcasses and liquid scintillation media 
does not violate the ALARA principle 
because the concentrations actually 
used are controlled by the sensitivity of 
the counting equipment and the cost of 
hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 labelled 
compounds which typically are quite 
expensive. 

The Commission derived its estimates 
of the potential quantities of hydrogen-3 


and carbon-14 released to the 
environment as a result of this 
rulemaking from actual production and 
use data. It would be erroneous to 
assume that all of the liquid scintillation 
media would be released at the 
maximum 0.05 microcuries per gram 
concentration. This assumption leads to 
release estimates that exceed the total 
produced for such uses. 

Basically, the value/impact analysis 
does not indicate the need for a 
maximum release limit for each licensee. 
The Commission does not believe that 
setting the concentration limit higher 
than that actually used in practice will 
result in unnecessary (non-ALARA) 
releases to the environment. The 
Commission does believe that these 
higher limits will reduce the cost of 
administration of these regulations. 

Value/Impact Analysis 

Several commentere both for and 
against the proposed rule commented on 
the preliminary value/impact analysis. 

A few commentere suggested that the 
final value/impact analysis consider the 
impact of multiple users on a common 
sewerage system disposing of hydrogen- 
3 and carbon-14 under the new limits. 
Also, the Environmental Protection 
Agency recommended lower dilution 
factors for this part of the analysis. The 
Commission agrees with these 
comments and the final value/impact 
analysis addresses the impact of 
multiple users and employs adjusted 
dilution factors. The conclusion of the 
analysis, however, has not changed, i.e., 
the amendment raising the limit for 
sanitary sewerage disposal of hydrogen- 
3 and carbon-14 is appropriate because 
it will not pose an unreasonable risk to 
thepublic. 

The Environmental Protection Agency 
and at least one other commenter 
observed that the information presented 
in the preliminary value/impact analysis 
was not sufficient to support the need to 
raise the limits for hydrogen-3 and 
carbon-14 which can be discharged to 
sanitary sewers. The EPA also stated 
that the increased health risk from the 
release of hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 in 
the quantities now in use appears to be 
very low. 

The Commission believes that raising 
the limits for release of hydrogen-3 and 
carbon-14 to the sanitary sewerage 
systems will benefit perhaps 20-30 NRC 
licensees. The dollar savings in 
radioactive waste burial capacity are 
not known; however, even some savings 
in the cost of medical research and some 
savings in radioactive waste burial 
capacity are a direct benefit to the 
public and should not be foregone 
because they are difficult to quantify. 


Finally, the Environmental Protection 
Agency noted that the preliminary 
vaJue/impact analysis gave estimates of 
the individual doses which might result 
from the proposed changes; however, 
they suggested that the final value/ 
impact analysis include an assessment 
of the collective dose commitment. The 
preliminary value/impact analysis 
included a brief treatment of the 
collective dose commitment. The final 
value/impact analysis includes a more 
rigorous treatment of this question. 
However, the conclusion of the final 
value/impact analysis has not changed. 
Basically, the value/impact analysis 
concludes this rulemaking is non¬ 
substantive and insignificant from the 
standpoint of environmental impact. 

Clarifications 

Several commentere requested 
clarification on the boundaries of the 
rule change. Does the term liquid 
scintillation media include the vials 
containing the media? Does the term 
animal tissue include organs or fluids 
which may have been removed from the 
carcasses for analysis? 

The regulation in 10 CFR 20.306(a) 
applies to the disposal of liquid 
scintillation media of 0.05 microcuries or 
less of hydrogen-3 or carbon-14 per gram 
of medium. licensees may dispose of 
liquid scintillation media containing this 
concentration of hydrogen-3 or carbon- 
14 without regard to its radioactivity. 
Scintillation vials themselves are not 
radioactive. Rather, it is the scintillation 
media remaining in the vials that 
contains the radioactivity. The rule 
covers that material. Therefore, it would 
be permissible to dispose of the used 
vials along with the media. 

Similarly, the regulation in 10 CFR 
20.306(b) applies to the disposal of 
animal tissue of 0.05 microcuries or less 
of hydrogen-3 or carbon-14 per gram of 
tissue averaged over the weight of the 
entire animal, whether the tissue (or 
organ) is ultimately removed from the 
carcass or not. However, the regulation 
does not apply to either the radioactive 
chemicals before they are administered 
to the animals or to the animal feces or 
urine or contaminated bedding. 

Finally, some commentere asked if the 
rule change would permit incineration of 
the scintillation media and animal 
carcasses without obtaining permission 
from NRC via a license amendment. The 
answer is. yes, liquid scintillation media 
and animal carcasses may be 
incinerated without a license 
amendment to the extent permitted by 
applicable non-radioactive waste 
disposal regulations. 
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This rule is being made effective on 
March 11, 1961, because It relieves 
licensees from restrictions. 

Authority: Under the Atomic Energy Act of 
1954. as amended, the Energy Reorganization 
Act of 1974. as amended, and Sections 552 
and 553 of Title 5 of the United States Code, 
the following amendments to Title 10, 
Chapter I, Code of Federal Regulations, Part 
20, are published as a document subject to 
codification. 

PART 20—STANDARDS FOR 
PROTECTION AGAINST RADIATION 

1. In § 20.301, paragraph (c) is revised 
to read as follows: 

5 20.301 General requirement 


(c) As provided in $ 20.303, applicable 
to the disposal of licensed material by 
release into sanitary sewerage systems, 
or in S 20.306 for disposal of specific 
wastes, or in § 20.106 (Radioactivity in 
effluents to unrestricted areas). 

2. In S 20.303, paragraph (d) is revised 
to read as follows: 

§ 20.303 Disposal by release into sanitary 
sewerage systems. 


(d) The gross quantity of licensed and 
other radioactive material, excluding 
hydrogen-3 and carbon-14, released into 
the sewerage system by the licensee 
does not exceed one curie per year. The 
quantities of hydrogen-3 and carbon-14 
released into the sanitary sewerage 
system may not exceed 5 curies per year 
for hydrogen-3 and 1 curie per year for 
carbon-14. Excreta from individuals 
undergoing medical diagnosis or therapy 
with radioactive material shall be 
exempt from any limitations contained 
in this section. 

3. Section 20.305 is revised to read as 
follows: 

§ 20.305 Treatment or disposal by 
incineration. 

No licensee shall treat or dispose of 
licensed material by incineration except 
for materials listed under § 20.306 or as 
specifically approved by the 
Commission pursuant to §5 20.106(b) 
and 20.302. 

4. A new $ 20.306 is added to read as 
follows: 

§ 20.306 Disposal of specific wastes. 

Any licensee may dispose of the 
following licensed material without 
regard to its radioactivity: 


(a) 0.05 microcuries or less of 
hydrogen-3 or carbon-14, per gram of 
medium, used for liquid scintillation 
counting: and 

(b) 0.05 microcuries or less of 
hydrogen-3 or carbon-14, per gram of 
animal tissue averaged over the weight 
of the entire animal; provided however, 
tissue may not be disposed of under this 
section in a manner that would permit 
its use either as food for humans or a9 
animal feed. 

(c) Nothing in this section, however, 
relieves the licensee of maintaining 
records showing the receipt, transfer 
and disposal of such byproduct material 
as specified in S 30.51 of Part 30 of this 
chapter, and 

(d) Nothing in this section relieves the 
licensee from complying with other 
applicable federal, state and local 
regulations governing any other toxic or 
hazardous property of these materials.
